Mayor, Board Sworn 


Judge Franklin Flaschner swears in Mayor Mann 


A certain casual air swept through the 
inauguration ceremonies Tuesday at City 
Hall. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, after taking 
office, reelected to the city's first four- 
year term for mayor conducted the 
swearing-in ceremonies of the Board of 
Aldermen and the School Committee with 
a light touch that made obvious his en¬ 
joyment of the occasion. 

Before an audience of more than 350 
people, the mayor was accompanied into 
the aldermanic chamber by Rev. Charles 
G. Coyle, S.J.; Rabbi Terry Bard; Judges 
Joseph Mitchell, Arthur Sherman, Bruce 
Robinson, and Mone Basbas; State Sen. 
Irving Fishman; State Rep. Paul Guzzi; 
and former Mayor Howard Whitmore, and 
was sworn in by Judge Franklin 
Fla sc liner. 

Mann gave the oath of office to the 
Board of Aldermen and the School Com¬ 
mittee simultaneously. 

Aid. Wendell Bauckman, who has 
served on the Board for 32 years, was 
elected president emeritus, by a vote of 23- 
0, with Bauckman declining to vote. 

Aid. Eliot Cohen was voted Board 
president for the second consecutive term 
on u motion by Aid. Sidney Small that the 
vote be unanimous. 

On a rollcall vote for vice-president, 


Aid. Richard Bullwinkle was elected 
unanimously, with Bullwinkle shunning 
the modesty of not voting for himself and 
registering his vote loud and clear, 
laughing along with the rest. 

Outgoing School Committee Chairman 
Manuel Beckwith placed in nomination the 
name of Eleanor Rosenblum for chair¬ 
man, and Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
nominated Dorothy Reichard as vice- 
chairman. Both nominations were ap¬ 
proved unanimously. 

Beckwith, who has been chairman of 
the School Committee since 1968 and a 
member of the Committee since 1956, was 
voted chairman emeritus. 

Mayor Mann commented that 
Beckwith was "entering the big league" 
when joining the company of Wendell 
Bauckman in an emeritus position. 

Upon the reelection of Lillian Radio as 
secretary to the School Committee, the 
mayor, noting that the chairmaaship and 
vice-chairmanship both went to women, 
jokingly said, "I'd have thought that in this 
day of women's lib you might have elected 
a male secretary." 

The mayor's address held the at¬ 
tention of the audience well, causing 
thoughtful looks on the faces turned to the 
podium. 


The Hallelujah Chorus from Handel's 
"Messiah" and two other complex 
selections were performed by the Smith 
Family choral group from Newton North 
High School, who gave a performance that 
stunned the audience with the beauty of 
the voices and made a brilliant wall of red 
and white along one side of the chamber. 

Applause continued so long that the 
mayor told the group, "I think they are 
telling you they want more." 

The Highland Glee Club sang 
"America, The Beautiful", followed by 
City Engineer Ulderico M. Schiavone, 
leading the assembly in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. 

The invocation was delivered by Rabbi 
Bard and the prayer for Newton city of¬ 
ficials by Rev. Coyle. The closing prayer 
was said by Rabbi Bard in the absence of 
Rev. Harold Pulley, who had been called 
away on an emergency. 

The hour-and-a-half ceremony was 
followed by a reception in the rotunda of 
Memorial Hall, where well-wishers gave 
their congratulations to the mayor and his 
family and topped off the late New Year’s 
afternoon with a cup of eggnog. 

Members of the Board of Aldermen 
and the School Committee moved on to a 
party at a local restaurant.

Mann Inauguration Heralds 
Departmental Reorganization 


Newton Doing 
Okay With Gas 

A proposed shutdown of Massachusetts gas stations to 
protest ceiling prices on gas seemed to be having no effect 
on Newton this week. 

It does appear likely that there will be a gas shortage at 
the end of this month, possible even more severe than the 
shortage at the end of December. 

A check on 14 Newton gas stations on Washington Street 
and in Four Comers Wednesday morning showed that 10 
were doling out gas. 

The Gulf station in Newtonville was in the process of 
receiving gas from a tanker and expected to be open soon. 

Spokesmen at both the Mobil station in Four Corners 
and the Exxon station in West Newton said that they were 
out of gas and they did not know when they would be 
receiving more. 

A spokesman at the Jenney station in West Newton 
stated that he should be receiving gas on Thursday or 
Friday, but that he would get 20 percent less gas than he 
received in December. 

Reduced allocation was also claimed at the Shell 
station in Four Corners. A spokesman there said that the 
station's January allottment was 5 per cent less than what 
was received in December. 

-. The stations with gas had heavy business early Wed¬ 
nesday morning. There were lines of cars two or three deep 
at most pumps at 9 a.m. 


Dr. Norman Bernstein, medical director 
of the Newton Guidance Clinic, will seek a 
preliminary injunction against the state 
today, prohibiting it from dismissing him or 
taking any other action without a hearing 
before the Department of Mental Health. 

Bernstein was dismissed by Dr. William 
Goldman, state commissioner of Mental 
Health, effective Jan. 5. 

Bernstein’s complaint will allege that 
termination of Bernstein's services is im¬ 
proper, that Bernstein is under Civil Service, 
and that hearings before both the Department 
«f Mental Health and the Civil Service 
Commission are required before termination 
can take place. 

Asked whether Dr. Bernstein is under 
contract, Bernstein attorney, Monroe Inker of 
Newton, said, “The question of a state con¬ 
tract and what rights of protection anyone has 
Is a nice question.’’ 

Bernstein was dismissed from his 
position so that an administrative 
reorganization of the clinic can be un¬ 
dertaken, according to Edward Sahatjian, 
associate director of the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Mental Health Area office. 

Most of the trouble at the Guidance Clinic 
originates from the fact that the roles of the 
clinic’s board of directors and the N-W-W 


Area office, an arm of the state, have not been 
clearly separated. 

The Guidance Clinic, then called the 
Newton Mental Health Clinic, was born and 
nurtured through its early years by the 
Newton Mental Health Association. 

When the state came on the scene, the 
board of directors of the Guidance Clinic, 
instead of running the clinic, became ad¬ 
visory to the state, with no power to hire and 
fire but able to make recommendations. 

The departure of former director Dr. 
William Stone was apparently the turning 
point 

Last May the state hired Bernstein, on the 
recommendation of the clinic board, but 
things did not go smoothly from then on. 

Bernstein found many problems in the 
operation of the clinic and set about trying to 
correct them. Stone had run the clinic in a 
loose, informal style, which was not Bern¬ 
stein’s. 

Bernstein also wanted to replace 
psychologist Haskell Cohen, who was a part- 
time staff member, with a full-time 
psychologist. 

Bernstein became the symbol of the clinic 
board and Cohen the symbol of the staff, 
which were by then at odds with each other. 

A fact-finding committee of the N-W-W 
Mental Health Area, under the direction of 


Dr. Robert Kaplan and Edward Sahatjian, 
came up with the conclusion that there were 
"irreconcilable differences" between Bern¬ 
stein and Cohen and recommended that they 
both resign to clear the way for the 
reorganization of the clinic. 

Cohen has resigned. 

Sahatjian said Wednesday that the area 
office feels it imperative "to reorganize the 
interaction between the staff and the (clinic) 
board," and then get a new director who will 
enter a situation where the roles are clearly 
defined. 

Sahatjian emphasized that despite the 
unsettled conditions at the clinic, it’s still 
"business as usual." 

The clinic, which is funded by the city, the 
state, patients' fees, and money raised by the 
private Newton Mental Health Association, 
treats about 200 mentally disturbed children 
and their families per year. 

Most of their patients are referred by the 
Newton School Department, 

In addition, the clinic provides con¬ 
sultations to the school and makes referrals to 
other agencies, such as the psychiatric clinic 
of the Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

The city contributes nearly one-third of 
the clinic's budget. In 1973, the city's share 
amounted to about $74,000.

The reorganization of the structure of city 
government, which Mayor Theodore Mann 
described briefly in his inaugural address will 
be in two parts, one affecting the Executive 
Department and one the rest of the city 
departments. 

The first part, which can be implemented 
without approval of the Board of Aldermen 
except for salary appropriations, will 
establish the position of chief administrative 
officer, which will be filled by mayoral aide 
James Salter. 

To Salter will report the new program¬ 
ming and planning officer, who will be 
present Planning Director Charles Thomas, 
and another new staff person, the chief 
financial officer, not yet named. 

Also responsible to Salter will be the 
heads of all the other city departments. 

The Planning and programming officer 
will be in charge of fiscal planning, planning 

Newton Stations 
Hit For $42,000 

NEWTON, Mass. (UPI) - Seven 
gasoline stations in Newton have been 
fined $42,500 apiece for violating federal 
regulations on posting ceiling prices, it 
was learned Wednesday. 

The Internal Revenue Service said the 
stations had failed to affix the latest 
stickers issued to their gasoline pumps. 

The operators said they told the IRS in 
telephone conversations they were 
unaware that new stickers had been issued 
to replace ones attached to pumps in 
October. 

The IRS subsequently sent stickers to 
the stations and several days later an IRS 
agent reportedly went to the stations to see 
if they had complied with orders to post 
them. 

The fines are based on a daily penalty of 
$2,500 for 17 working days ending Dec. 7, 
when the fines were unposed. 


administration, comprehensive planning, 
community development, and in¬ 
tergovernmental relations. 

The chief financial officer will be 
responsible for budget preparation, per¬ 
formance audit, and electronic data 
processing. 

If the mayor is successful in getting his 
plan through the Board, changes in the 
regular operating departments will put care 
of all grounds and city facilities and the care 
and maintenance of public buildings under 
the Public Works Department, to be headed 
up by present Public Buildings Commissioner 
Gene l^arson. 

The present Public Buildings Department 
will become the Department of Building 
Inspection, an area which many feel has been 
neglected over the years. 

Central Services will be a new division of 
the Purchasing, it will take over the phone, 
central mailing, janitorial, and supply ser¬ 
vices for city offices, except the School 
Department, and will maintain City Hall. 

The new Public Works Department will 
give the director of the department control 
over its present subdivisions, the 
Engineering, Street, and Water Departments. 

In addition to these divisions there will be 
a new Sanitation Division (solid-waste 
disposal) Facility Maintenance Division, and 
Program Division. 

According to the present organization, 
the director of Public Works has only an 
advisory capacity. 

The Street Department will be in charge 
of all pavement, parks and grounds in the 
city. 

Removing the burden of grounds 
maintenance from the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment will free that department to spend full 
time on the development and operation of 
program. 

The reorganization of the Public Works 
Department may be regarded as the most 
important component ol the entire 
reorganization, since it will vest in one person 
the authority to hire and fire several hundred 
lieople, and all decision making.

The Green Line is back in service 

Green Line Operating Again 


The Green Line Trolleys are rolling 
again. 

After nearly four months of work on the 
roadbed, during which time shuttle buses ran 
between the Riverside station and the 
Highlands station, the trains are back on 
normal schedule. 

About half the ties and all the track have 
l>een replaced on the three-mile stretch. The 
new, heavier track is in 1400-foot lengths, 
welded at the joints, and provides a much 
.smoother, quieter ride, even with the ancient 
cars now in service. 

The cars are running at low speed tem¬ 
porarily, until track exapnsion and con¬ 
traction liave reached their peaks. 


The work completed so far represents 
Phase 1 of the whole project, which was un¬ 
dertaken to prepare the Green Line road (or 
the new, larger, and faster cars that will go 
into service in 1975. 

Phase 2, beginning March 15, will cover 
Cook's Junction (the loop west of the 
Highlands station) to Heservoir station. 

In Phase 2, service will suffer only iimior 
disruption, according to Donald l^vitan of 
City Hall, who has been the liaison with the 
MHTA. No buses will be used. 

During Phase 3, trolleys will be rerouted 
from Reservoir to Fenway along Beacon 
Street. 


A decision from the Federal Energy Office on Monday 
allows retailers to boost their gas prices by 1 cent per 
gallon, and wholesalers can raise prices by Vz cent. This 
could mean a 1V4 cent per gallon increase for consumers. 


Phase four guidelines allow service stations to charge 
consumers the price they are being charged by their sup¬ 
pliers plus the markup they had Iasi May 15, or 7 cents a 
gallon, whichever is higher.

Text Of Mayor Mann's Inaugural Address 


It has been my privilege to serve as 
mayor during the conclusion of Newton's 
first one hundred years—1972 and the 
Centennial Year 1973. With me were a 
most conscientious Board of Aldermen and 
School Committee, industrious depart¬ 
ment heads, diligent city workers, and a 
loyal executive staff. I especially wish to 
recognize the unprecedented citizen 
involvement in our community. It was 
evident that the Spirit of the Centennial 
prevailed. The villages of Newton joined 
hands and, in touching, brought the’first 
century to a meaningful and united con¬ 
clusion.. 

While we stand on the threshold of a 
new century and attempt to look into the 
future, one is awed by the prospects. When 
one steps forward into that interval of time 
as the mayor of a city, he finds himself 
seeking the assurance of citizenry step¬ 
ping forward with him. You and I stand on 
this threshold of time together. Let our 
steps go forward together in unison. 

Newton begins its second century in 
the midst of the world’s twentieth. The 
mood of the universe at this time is very 
complex. The leadership of men has ac¬ 
complished great achievements. But the 
leadership of men lias also yielded great 
failings. Because of this intangible con¬ 
tradiction in the human intellect, ours is a 
fragile time in history. 

Here in Newton, your government has 
been diligently working to create new 
systems of operation. These systems will 
strengthen our position and be consistent 
with today’s needs. As the first mayor to 
hold a four-year term, I look forward to 
using this extended period to more fully 
meet these needs. 

We have been an "action oriented" 
administration. We have b&n constantly 
attempting to achieve greater fiscal 
control over our expenditures, and much 
has been accomplished. 

Notwithstanding our ac¬ 
complishments, we have to be aware of the 
city's limitations in addressing its many 
complex problems. For our great need is 
to establish priorities, where we carefully 
allocate the city's limited resources 
among the various needs. 

If this city is to continue to function 
effectively and economically, it must 
provide the office of mayor with the full 
range of management tools needed to 
supervise, to coordinate and to evaluate 
the multiplicity of city activities. Con¬ 
sequently, a management corps respon¬ 
sible to the mayor will be created by the 
following: 

1. Establish the position of chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, responsible directly, 
to the mayor. 

2. Establish the position of chief 
financial officer and enlarge our electronic 
data processing systems. This officer will 


be responsbilo to the chief administrative 
officer. 

3. Establish the position of planning 
and programming officer. This position 
will be created by enlarging the respon¬ 
sibility of the Planning Director to include 
long-range fiscal planning and policy 
research and the coordination of the 
various development activities of the 
Housing and Redevelopment Authorities. 

This officer will be responsbile to the 
Chief Administrative Officer. 

The request for necessary ap¬ 
propriations to enact these positions are to 
be transmitted to the Board of Aldermen. 

To be submitted as a draft 
reorganization plan, to allow for 
maximum input bv the Citv Solicitor, bv 
the Aldermen, by the City workers, as well 
as our citizens, will be the reorganization 
plan for the Department of Public Works. 
The plan calls for the consolidation within 
the Public Works Department of the 
various construction, care and main¬ 
tenance functions currently found within 
the Public Buildings and Recreation 
Departments as well as direct authority 
over the Street, Water and Engineering 
Departments. 

The highlights of this reorganization 
arc as follows: 

1. A major emphasis will be an im¬ 
proved cupacity to maintain the public 
buildings and grounds of the city, such as 
the parks and playgrounds. 

2. The removal from the Recreation 
Department of the care and maintenance 
functions will allow that department to 
focus its capabilities upon the delivery of 
improved recreational programs. 

3. The Building Department will be 
reconstituted as the Department of 
Building Inspection and will be charged 
with inspection and enforcement of our 
building codes and zoning ordinances. 

4. A new supportive group will be 
established to be designated as Central 
Services within the Purchasing Depart¬ 
ment. Postage, centralized mail, and the 
pooling of office equipment., among other 
things, will be its specific responsibilities. 

Now, if the potential of this 
reorganization is to be realized along with 
the creation of the three administrative 
offices, these actions must be ac¬ 
companied by improvements in the 
budgetary and fiscal control systems 
which support the management functions. 

The initial steps toward the 
establishment functions. 

The initial steps toward the 
establishment of a system of this type have 
already been implemented through im¬ 
provements in the capital budgeting 
process and the presubmission process 
established for all the operating budgets. 

It is my continuing goal to improve the 
management capacity of the city by im¬ 


proving the capability for effective fiscal 
decision-making. This will provide for the 
evaluation of the effectiveness of city 
programs and services and for basing the 
administration of the city on a strong 
management system. 

While steering our community into a 
new direction of priorities, we are at the 
same time, of course, aware of the in¬ 
ternational power struggle now raging, 
and we are seriously and unavoidably 
influenced by it. The lives of all are 
touched by it. 

In the present energy cirsis, since 
most rules and regulations of necessity 
must be promulgated by federal and state 
government, preempting the entire 
regulatory area, we here in the city of 
Newton shall make every effort to be in 
strict compliance with any such applicable 
rules and regulations. Steps have and will 
be taken to insure maximum savings by 
the city in the use of its energy. 

We must face the present and im¬ 
mediate future courageously. The fuel 
crisis is and will continue to be extremely 
frustrating for our residents and the city 
government. There is certain to be a great 
deal of inconvenience and disruption. 
There will be economic dislocation, and, 
unfortunately, In some cases, hardship.lt is 
my hope that as good neighbors and as 
responsible citizens we will extend our¬ 
selves to the needs of others and discipline 
ourselves to the wants of our own. 

legislation I sponsored in 1971 as a 
state representative calling for a State 
Power Commission to carefully assess 
state energy requirements, as well as the 
increasing cost of fuel, has been resub¬ 
mitted. 

Adverse conditions not¬ 
withstanding. our obligation Ls to 
bring the best of our talent and judgment 
to bear on the multitude of day-to-day and 
long-range problems that are part and 
parcel of municipal government. Let us 
together review some of the more 
prominent matters that command our 
attention. 

During this term we will see the court- 
mandated revaluation program put into 
effect in our city. The firm of Cole, Layer 
and Trumblc has begun to compile the 
data necessary to accomplish fair and 
equal assessments of property in the city. 
The program will be implemented in 
January of 1975. 

Our main source of income, real estate 
taxes, is not capable of supporting 
programs mandated by the state and the 
federal government. New funds must be 
provided from sources other than the 
property tax and must come from the 
federal and state governments. It should 
be noted that while the state has mandated 
many worthwhile programs for 


municipalities, such as under Chapter 766 
and the hot lunch program, the state has 
not adequately provided funds for their 
support, thus adding to our tax burden. I 
will continue my efforts to obtain relief 
from such an unfair and discriminatory 
situation. 

One of the largest and certainly most 
complex and costly problems facing us 
these next four years is how to protect our 
environment and at the same time meet 
our everyday human needs. 

Imagine this-each day in this city 
approximately 200 tons of solid waste are 
generated. It is becoming an extremely 
difficult problem to dispose of that simple 
bag of trash. Men, equipment, sanitary 
landfills and incinerators are all elements 
of this process. Consider the fact that over 
the next two or three months we will have 
to make the decision requiring several 
million dollars for handling just the 
disposal end of the system. 

The decision to be made is itself ex¬ 
tremely involved. We now know that the 
final decision is not as simple as it first 
appeared. The Arthur D. Little report 
indicates that the upgrading of the in¬ 
cinerator may not be in the best interests 
of the taxpayers over the long term. 
However, the alternatives are all 
relatively high-risk ones. 

One way to relieve this situation is to 
actively encourage a broader program of 
recyling. We have been recycling paper, 
which is collected monthly, as well as cans 
and bottles at our recycling center. I will 
be calling for a special committee to 
recommend a more comprehensive 
program of recycling and composting. 

Since at least 52 cents of every tax 
dollar spent last year was for the School 
Department, it is essential that better 
coordination between the school depart¬ 
ment and other city departments takes 
place. I urge the School Department to 
collaborate more closely with the city in 
establishing greater fiscal control over 
educational expenditures that affect every 
taxpayer whether or not he has school 
children. 

The volume of material one must 
review in order to be up to date on school 
department matters is overwhelming. 
Consequently, I recommend that a con¬ 
ference committee be established through 
which the School Committee, the 
Executive Department, together with the 
legislative body of the city, will be able to 
discuss and review matters of common 
interest. 

An excellent opportunity is afforded to 
our residents because of the new ordinance 
establishing the Community Schools 
Commission. This newly constituted group 
must strive to provide the programs 
required consistent with what the city can 


afford and in accordance with local needs. 
This is a unique development in that the 
city and School Department have Jointly 
created this commission. Our goal of 
greater utilization of municipal school 
buildings can be achieved and the school 
can, in a very real sense, become a center 
of community activity. 

The Health Department must r -ntinue 
to seek ways to expand the services to the 
citizens of our community. Many suc¬ 
cessful clinics have been held. We are 
especially pleased with the establishment 
of a full pedodontic dental clinic at the 
Newton-Wellcsley Hospital. 

Because of our concern for the needs 
of good mental health services. It is 
disturbing to note the current unrest at the 
Newton Mental Health Clinic. Our Health 
Department is concerned about this 
program. I hope that through careful 
evaluation and management those 
responsible will solve their administrative 
problems so that they may deliver the 
necessary services to the citizens of 
Newton more effectively. Since we here in 
the city contribute a substantial amount to 
the budget of this organization, we view 
this situation with grave concern. 

Today, a new ordinance voted by the 
previous board of aldermen will take ef¬ 
fect regarding the Department of Human 
Resources. We have done much in this 
area and are proud of our ac¬ 
complishments and seek to continue to 
provide the service necessary. 

The purpose of the Department of 
Human Resources is to foster good will, 
cooperation and conciliation among the 
citizens of Newton and to design and im¬ 
plement programs aimed at meeting the 
specally "Human Needs” of these 
citizens. The focus of the Department's 
activities is responding to the needs of the 
disadvantaged, the young and the aging. 

Also, at this time, there ls a new. or- 
dinance going into effect creating a 
Personnel Department. It is essential for 
an employer as large as the city of 
Newton, employing 1,700, to have a plat¬ 
form where the employees and employer 
meet and where the common goals of both 
can be expressed as policy. 

The single largest expense that a 
municipal government has ls that of wages 
and salaries. Collective bargaining 
agreements have afforded us these past 
two years the opportunity to stabilize and 
reflect on the labor policies and costs. We 
are now on the threshold of another 
collective bargaining period and we look to 
our department heads as well as to labor to 
work hard to produce the contracts that 
are mutually beneficial to the worker and 
the taxpayer. 

We have seen the creation of the 
Cultural Affairs and Urban Beautification, 


Commissions to deal with the civic, 
cultural and aesthetic qualities of the city. 

Our efforts to have family housing 
constructed by the Newton Housing 
Authority have been frustrated to date by 
the high per-unit construction costs which 
were disapproved by the Department of 
Community Affairs. Every effort has been 
made to revise the specifications in order 
to meet maximum cost requirements by so 
doing, hopefully, the approval of the city’s 
first family housing, to be constructed on 
three sites at various locations within the 
city, will soon be forthcoming. 

We have seen the initiation of vigorous 
and expanding planning functions, ad¬ 
dressing a wide range of city problems 
such as traffic, transportation, land 
conservation, and street lighting, among 
others. 

We have dealt with the rapidly in¬ 
creasing costs of municipal operations in 
the past year, by the city's tax rate being 
reduced by $5.00. 

The protection of life and property is 
one aspect of a community which never 
changes in its degree of importance. This 
past year, cooperatively, both the Police 

and Fire Departments took part in 
establishing a network of lime-colored 
Citizen Emergency Telephones throughout 
the city. These and the introduction of the 
emergency number, 911, further protect 
the citizenry and assist the police and fire 
personnel in their constant vigil. 

And now, as this inaugural address 
draws to a close, I would like to think of it 
as a “preface.” A preface to the volume of 
history which will be written and titled,

among ourselves. Therefore, my concern 
as the mayor of this city is that we counsel 
with one another with respect, that we 
learn from our exchanged, and that we do 
everything humanly possible to build and 
uphold the concepts of good government in 
our community.

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Human Rights Commission 
New Alderman's Proposal 


Thursday, January 3, 1974 


One of the first measures to 
be considered by the new Board 
of Aldermen will be a proposed 
ordinance to establish a Human 
Rights Commission in Newton 
to replace the present Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission. 

The measure was filed in 
December by newly elected 
alderman at large from Ward 2 
Terrence Morris. 

According to Morris, the 
Community Relations Com¬ 
mission needs broader powers if 
it is to keep abreast of changes 
in the civil rights field over the 
past decade. 

The original ordinance which 
created the CRC mentions 
generally that its purpose is "to 
advise and assist the mayor in 
promoting understanding . . . 
and to create better com¬ 
munication among all residents 
of Newton." 

The new ordinance is 
prefaced by a policy statement 
which commits Newton to 
"protect each individual in the 
enjoyment of his-her civil 
rights." 

"It is now recognized," 
Morris said, “that equal op¬ 


portunity is a fundamental right 
protected by law." 

Under Morris’ proposal, the 
Human Rights Commission 
would have the same respon¬ 
sibilities as the CRC, but in 
addition it would assume 
various investigative and law 
enforcement functions. 

Among them, the Human 
Rights Commission would be 
empowered to receive and 
initiate investigation of com¬ 
plaints of discrimination, to 
hold hearings, subpoena wit¬ 
nesses, administer oaths and 
require the production of any 
evidence in connection with 
agency investigations. 

Another section of the law 
would give the Human Rights 
Commission the power "to 
adopt, promulgate, amend, and 
rescind rules and regulations to 
carry out the provisioas of this 
ordinance . . ." Morris hopes 
that the new commission 
through the creative use of this 
rule-making power can be more 
innovative and effective than its 
predecessor. 

The freshman alderman also 
sees the local commission as a 


supplement to its state coun¬ 
terpart, the Massachusetts 
Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD). 

Citing his own experience as 
an MCAD staff member, Morris 
recalls two instances where this 
could have proved successful in 
dealing with Newton problems. 

In 1971, the Newton Com¬ 
mittee on Fair Housing and 
Equal Rights complained to the 
MCAD about alleged 
discriminatory practices by 
certain Newton realtors. Later 
that year, the CRC approached 
MCAD officials concerned over 
noncompliance by the con¬ 
tractor who built the new Day 
Junior High School. 

"In both instances,” Morris 
said, “a strong local agency, as 
is proposed, could have acted 
more rapidly than the un¬ 
derstaffed state commission.” 

Morris envisions the 
possibility of a formal working 
arrangement between the two 
commissions. Such agreements 
with local commissions are 
already functional in Boston 
and Worcester. 


Board Of Judicial Inquiry 
Proposed By Mofenson 


Legislation establishing a 
Board of Judicial Inquiry to 
investigate and process com¬ 
plaints against judges has been 
introduced by Rep. David J. 
Mofenson of Newton and the 
Massachusetts Bar Association. 

Rep. Mofenson said, "It will 
provide a simple, clearly- 
defined process by which 
citizens may complain about 
the performance of a judge and 
expect such complaint to be 
acted upon promptly and ef¬ 
fectively." 

The nine-member board 


would be composed of two 
judges, four lawyers and three 
laymen. It will have the power 
to review the conduct of a judge, 
hold hearings and, where ap¬ 
propriate, recommend that the 
Supreme Judicial Court take 
disciplinary action, including 
censure,suspensionor removal. 

Rep. Mofenson said in 
removal cases the Supreme 
Judicial Court would request 
the legislature to exercise its 
impeachment or address power 
and transmit copies of any 
findings, opinions and tran-

K. Donahue. 

The Lowell attorney said, "It 
is important that serious 
matters be promptly brought to 
the attention of the Supreme 
Judicial Court. We must also 
lay to rest unfounded com¬ 
plaints as quickly as possible." 

The MBA Committee on 
Judicial Complaints will con¬ 
tinue to perform that function 
until the legislature provides an 
alternative, Donahue added.

Tax Booklet 
For Elderly 


While Federal income tax 
laws apply equally to all tax¬ 
payers regardless of age, 
certain provisions in the laws 
grant special considerations to 
taxpayers who are 65 years of 
age or older, according to 
William E. Williams, Internal 
Revenue Service district 
director for Massachusetts. 

Internal Revenue Service 
Publication 554, "Tax Benefits 
for Older Americans,” tells how 
to compute the retirement in¬ 
come credit, covers the ex¬ 
clusion of gain on the sale of 
residences, makes clear the 
gross income requirements for 
filing a federal income tax 
return, and many other special 
provisions. 

It also contains general in¬ 
formation designed to assist 
senior citizens in preparing 
their tax returns and includes 
numerous examples and step- 
by-steps explanations to show 
how the law applies to tax¬ 
payers over 65, Williams said. 

The publication is available 
free at all Internal Revenue 
Service offices throughout 
Massachusetts.

Barkin Steps Down 

Monday, Board of Alderman President 
Eliot K. Cohen will anounce his ap¬ 
pointments for chairmanships of Board 
committees. 

While some may be in doubt, most 
people in the city know that Alderman Alan 
S. Barkin will step down as chairman of the 
Land Use Committee and will be replaced 
by Aid. Joseph McDonnell. 

For more than three years the astute 
Ward H alderman has been the chairman of 
this crucial Board committee and has done 
what can only be descirbed as a 
superhuman job of grappling with the 
problems of the use of precious land in 
Newton, 

We. in our endorsements, described 
Aid. Barkin as "indispensable" to the 
Land Use Committee,” and we meant 
it. We regret that he declined the chair¬ 
manship this time around and are happy 
that he did decide to remain on the com¬ 
mittee at the very least. 

Why? 

Aid. Barkin. as an expert in zoning law 
and a veteran alderman, was the ideal 
choice for chairman of this committee. At 
its meetings, it was always more than 
obvious that the chairman had done his 
homework and was well-versed in all 
proposals before his committee, more than 
could be said of some of the committee 
members. Not only was he prepared in 
fact, he always appeared prepared to 
listen, lie seemed always to be a man who 
would do developers the courtesy of 
hearing them out before passing judgment. 

Alan Barkin steered the Land Use 
Committee through the NCDF hearings 
and, with due credit to his impartiality, 
surprised a few partisans with his ultimate 
vote on the floor of the Board of Aldermen; 
saw to it that low income family housing 
sites were secured in two Newton locations 
by making them a part of a three-part 
housing deal; and was responsible enough 
after arguing in favor of an apartment 
developer who had misled him. 

But, when discussing Alan Barkin. 
there is always one other character trait in 
the accolade that cannot be omitted. Aid. 
Barkin has humor on his side. And 
sometimes, in the middle of the night when 
aldermen, visitors and press are nodding, 
humor is one's only ally. 

A dose of humor is likely to revive the 
press and bring the visitors and developers 
back to life. A dose of humor is also a 
lesson. It reminds us that we are not so 
omnipotent in this business of city govern¬ 
ment that we can neither make a mistake 
nor take a moment to sneak a glance at our 
clay feet. 

Aid. Barkin's successor will be Aider- 
man Joseph McDonnell, an attorney and a 
capable alderman in his own right. We feel 
he is the best choice as a successor to 
Barkin. 

And we will be watching him and 
observing how he conducts his committee 
and waiting to see if he will be as effective, 
fair and honest as his predecessor.

There's something abrasive about 
New Year's Day football after the third or 
fourth bowl game. 

One begins to wonder whether all the 
beef thundering to and fro on the distant 
screen is worth the value of an instant 
replay: In fact, one begins to wonder 
whether that guy from Notre Dame is the 
clean-living epitome of Middle America 
we re led to believe.

And when one leaps from his armchair 
shouting at the referee's poor judgment, 
one begins to wonder about many things. . 
.whether ones wheels and gears are 
meshing for example. 

Then one begins to realize that, if all 
those football players ran on a treadmill, if 
everyone turned off TV, if all the spec¬ 
tators stayed home in Indiana, we d save a 
heck of a lot of energy. 


Sargent Is Criticized 
By Republican Leaders 

Governor Sargent has campaigned successfully and 
effectively against that faceless political entity, the State 
legislature. 

Everybody likes his own State Senator and State 
Representative but distrusts "the other guys." 

So maybe it was good strategy for him to call members 
of the Massachusetts legislature "sons of bitches" and hurl 
other epithets at them during a closed-door meeting in 
Washington with the Bay State Congressional delegation. 

But some of his listeners didn't think so. In fact, some of 
his listeners felt Surge was putting on an unseemly political 
act. 

One Republican Congressman, who is a powerhouse 
vote-getter in Western Massachusetts and a former 
member of the State Senate, was outspoken in his criticism 
of Mr. Sargent. 

Congressman Silvio Conte, who is a safe bet to run 
ahead of Governor Sargent out in the Beriuhlres next 
November, said Sarge went to Washington and told the Bay 
Slate Congressmen things about the oil shortage and energy 
crisis they already knew and presumable knew before the 
Governor did. 

Conte's remarks on television made it plain that he was 
unimpressed by Governor Sargent’s performance in 
Washington and that he felt the Governor should make a 
greater effort to get along with the members of the 
1-egislature. 

Some of Surge's top advisers and strategists, of course, 
believe he makes political capital from not getting along 
with the legislators. So far it would seem they are right 
since Governor Sargent is a highly successful politician. 

Eventually, of course, the people may realize they’re 
being hoodwinked because Sarge makes a practice of not 
getting along with the legislators even though he could 
provide better state government by working in harmony 
with them. 

Peter Fuller, the automobile dealer, sportsman, son of 
former Governor Alvan T. Fuller and a bulwark of the 
Republican party in Massachusetts, also drew a bead on 
Francis Sargent and let fire with both barrels, declaring 
that his fellow Republicans regard Sarge as "the most 
political Governor in Massachusetts history." 

What aroused Peter Fuller’s ire was Surge's obvious 
attempt to please everybody when be vetoed the capital 
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punishment bill. “In a desperate attempt to placate the 
police and the anti-capital punishment group he has 
forgotten, as usual the average citizen he was elected to 
represent and protect," Fuller declared. 

Fuller, who asserted that his wife is opposed to capital 
punishment, expressed the conviction that the death 
penalty should be Imposed for "a wanton killing,” that 
death in the electric chair should be the punishment for 
“the guy who walks into a bank and has the people lie on the 
floor and then callously shoots someone through the head. 
Someone who's no threat. The senseless killing. That’s the 
kind of tiling we have to stop." 

Peter Fuller had an interesting observation about 
former State Correction Commissioner John Boone. He said 
lie met Boone shortly after the latter came to 
Massachusetts to take charge of the state's penal system 
and that he thought Boone was too good a man and too 
trusting to accomplish what he had to do. 

Fuller was especially sharp in his criticism of the 
manner in which the Sargent administration has harassed 
Massport Director Edward King who has been in charge of 
operations both at the I.ogan Airport and on the waterfront. 
He referred to King as "one of the best men in government, 
maybe the best" 

King, who receives a higher salary than either 
Governor Sargent or Boston Mayor Kevin H. White, has 
been mentioned periodically as a possible candidate for 
Governor, but there appears scant likelihood King will 
enter the gubernatorial race while Attorney General Robert 
Quinn is in it 

Peter Fuller appeared so say that he would vote for 
Attorney General Quinn if Quinn is the Democratic nominee 
for Governor next November but that he would be hard 
pressed to choose between Sargent and former State 
Representative Michael Dukakis if Dukakis should be the 
Democratic candidate for the Governorship. This is how he 
put it. 

"j.know Bob Quinn, and he’s a very bright man, and 1 
know Mike Dukakis. We live in the same town. He has done 
some good things, and there are things I disagree with him 
on. 

"But if next fall, it's Sargent and Dukakis, you really 
don't have much choice. They’re both sort of on the same 
side.” 

In fairness, Governor Sargent is not as much a left¬ 
winger as former Representative Dukakis, but Peter 
Fuller's remarks indicate that Quinn could take advantage 
of Governor Sargent's weaknesses to a greater extent than 
could Dukakis. 

Year Ahead Will Be 
Politically Momentous 

The year looming ahead shapes up as a momentous one 
politically both in Massachusetts and in the nation. 

Here in the Bay State a battle will be waged for the 
right to serve as Governor for the next four years. 

The voters will decide in the Democratic and 
Republican primaries next September what candidates will 
go on to ran in the final November election. 

An attempt may be made early this year to move the 
primaries ahead from September to June. So far, however, 
little support has developed for that shift. 

Seasoned reporters assigned to cover the White House 
believe President Nixon will be impeached by Congress 
before 1971 is more than a few months old and will resign 
rather than stand trial in the Senate. 

Some persons close to Mr. Nixon concede that he may 
be impeached but insist there i» UtUe likelihood he will 
resign under fire. A few Democratic critics say that inept 
handling of the fuel oil shortage may drive Nixon out of 
olflce. 

The people may have only a few months to wait for Uie 
answers to the questions Involving Richard Nixon who is 
only one-fourth of the way through his second Presidential 
term. 

Governor Francis W. Sargent and Lieutenant Governor 
Donald Dwight almost certainly will head the Republican

State ticket next November. Sarge has served five years in 
the Governorship, two of them in the unexpired term of 
John A. Volpe, three of them in the term to which he himself 
was elected in 1970. 

In a space of five years, three as Lieutenant Governor 
and two as Deputy Governor, Dwight has achieved greatly 
increased recognition, respect, popularity and prestige. 

In an election where the candidates for Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor will be running together as a ticket 
and tandem, Dwight probably will be a greater help to 
Sargent than anyone the Democrats are likely to nominate 
for LieutenantGovernor will be to Attorney General Robert 
Quinn who is expected to be the Democratic candidate for 
Governor. 

At this Sargent and Dwight are favorites to win 
reelection. The situation, of course, could change. A sitting 
Governor usually starts off well ahead and loses support 
during the campaign in which his administration is made 
the big issue. 

Political analysts believe the Watergate scandal, the 
fuel oil shortage and energy crisis will hurt all Republican 
candidates even though Sargent and Dwight had no con¬ 
nection whatever with the Watergate mess. 

Nevertheless, Sargent and Dwight are solid favorites. 
They team up well together. Dwight pulls substantial 
support from Western Massachusetts, and they will not be 
easily ousted from office. 

Ordinarily, Sarge would handpick most of the members 
of his supporting cast on the GOP State ticket. Without a 
pre-primary State Convention, that will be more difficult to 
do. 

Present Indications are that there will be primary 
fights for the Republican nominations for Attorney General 
and Secretary of State. Sarge probably will be obliged to 
draft candidates for State Treasurer and State Auditor, 
both offices firmly in Democratic control, with the 
promises of subsequent jobs for the Republican nominees 
who round out their party's state ticket with no real chance 
of winning election. 

Attorney General Quinn already is campaigning 
against Governor Sargent even though he is not yet an of¬ 
ficially announced candidate and must defeat former State 
Representative Michael Dukakis of Brookline in the Sep¬ 
tember primary in order to get the nomination for 
Governor. Dukakis was the unsuccessful Democratic 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor in 1970 and now is 
seeking promotion to Governor. 

Representative George Sacco of Medford is making a 
strong drive for the Democratic nomination for Attorney 
General. Edward Harruigton of Needham is his only op¬ 
ponent up to now. 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, State Auditor 
Thaddeus Buetko and Secretary of State John F. X. 
Davoren all presumably will be renominated although 
Davoren will be opposed in the Democratic primary by 
Representative Paul Guzzi of Newton. 

State 8eutor John M. Quinlan of Norwood and Ron 
Burton, a Black and one-time great halfback for the 
Patriot!, will be primary opponents for the Republican 
nomination for Secretary of Stale. 

The months ahead should combine to make an in¬ 
teresting and exciting political year which in all probability 
will provide its full share of surprises and unexpected 
developments.

Heretofore this authority has been 
divided among four persons. 

The Public Works reorganization will also 
make one person responsible for much of the 
public image of the operation of the city. 

The total cost of the reorganization has 
been kept under close wraps by the city ad¬ 
ministration, but is expected to be revealed in 
a letter to be distributed to the Board of 
Aldermen before the first regular meeting 
Jan. 7. 

The mayor has confirmed that a 160,000 
annual budget increase will be asked for 
salaries, both for increases for present 
personnel whose jobs are being upgraded and 
for new positions. 

A published figure of $200,000 for data 
processing equipment necessary to im¬ 
plement the reorganization was apparently 
inaccurate. It could not be learned this week 
whether the figure is being revised up or 
down. 

The reorganization of the Recreation, 
Public works, and Public Buildings depart¬ 
ments and the creation of the Central Ser¬ 
vices Departments will require approval of 
the Board of Aldermen, according to the city 
charter 

Mann is expected to submit his “draft" 
reorganization plan to the Board of Aldermen 
next week.

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
granted a variance at 555 
Commonwealth Ave., last week, 
with Rep. Peter F. Harrington 
present to challenge the Board's 
jurisdiction over that petition.

Opponents of the petition filed 
by Winn-Gilbert Realty Trust 
for a variance to permit the use 
of the Commonwealth Ave. 
building for real estate offices, 
filled most of the spectator 
benches in the Aldermanic 
Chambers, while appearing for 
Winn-Gilbert was Atty. Ber¬ 
tram Winn. 

Winn argued that his client 
was attempting to “Legitimize 
a traditional use" of a building 
used exclusively for com¬ 
mercial purposes since its 
construction in 1914. 

When Newton enacted zoning 
ordinances in 1922 the owners of 
the building, Vitaliat Corp., 
then operating a milk-testing 
laboratory on the premises, 
were automatically granted 
non-conforming use status. The 
building is presently situated in 
an area zoned for two-family 
dwellings. 

Rep. Harrington argued that 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
does not possess the legal 
authority to issue the variance, 
since, as he pointed out, the 
board's jurisdiction doesn't 
extend to the approval a change 
from one nonconforming use to 
another, regardless of the ex¬ 
tent of the change. Harrington 
referred to legislation slated for

legislature, commenting that 
he, along with other legislators, 
will file a Technical Redraft of 
the Zoning Enabling Act, « hich, 
Harrington added, would then 
empower the Zoning Board to 
act on variances of this nature. 

The Law Department is 
currently researching the 
matter, and is expected to 
render a decision on the ZBA's 
jurisdiction with specific regard 
to the Winn-Gilbert petition. 

Neighborhood opposition was 
in evidence at the hearing, as 
several residents of the area 
offered their arguments against 
the granting of the variance. 

Julius Freedman, of 49 Irving 
St., complained "How long do 
we have to come to City Hall to 
fight a building which is being 
improperly used?” Others 
spoke of a “steady stream” of 
automobiles using the parking 
area in front of the building 
during weekends and in the non¬ 
business hours of the evening. 
One neighbor complained of 
automobile fumes seeping into 
his home, and still another 
claimed that the Building 
Department was “un¬ 
cooperative" in responding to 
neighbors' complaints of ex¬ 


tensive remodelling within the 
building. 

Refore granting the variance, 
the ZBA members stipulated 
that five restrictions be en¬ 
forced with respect to building 
use: The basement area cannot 
be used for any other function 
except as a storage facility: all 
office and parking space be 
used solely by the petitioners: 
office hours be held to 9 a.m. -5 
p.m.; and the outside sign be no 
larger than 2 x 2 feet. 

The vote to approve the 
variance was unanimous, (4-0), 
however, Chairman Champe 
Fisher added that the vote 
would remain unofficial pen¬ 
ding written submission of the 
Board's action. 

In other action, the ZBA voted 
to deny the variance petition of 
Fausta and Ole Hammerlund to 
permit the conversion of a 
carriage house to a single¬ 
family residence at 686 Centre 
St. Land Use Committee 
Chairman Joseph M. McDon¬ 
nell appeared on behalf of the 
opponents of the variance. 

The ZBA also approved the 
granting of a variance for the 
subdivision of land owned by 
Albert L. Chabot at 12 Goff St.

board, made up of three com¬ 
missioners from across the 
state, has repeatedly and 
systematically stood in the way 
of qualified individuals being 
employed by the county. 

Ralph said the personnel 
board went out of its way to run 
Middlesex County, obstructed 
the county at every turn and did 
all it could to show that county 
government couldn't work. 

In the past, according to the 
commissioner, an individual 
hired by the county would have 
to have his papers approved by 
the personnel board, 
notification would have to be 
sent to the county treasurer and 
then notification sent to the 
department head. This 
procedure very often resulted in 
persons not being paid their 
salaries for three and four 
months. 

County Commissioner Paul 
Tsongas of Lowell stated, “Our 
action in seeking this ruling by 
the governor is a result of the 
arbitrary harrassment by the 
personnel board which was 
effectively precluding the 
hiring of a qualified, aggressive 
purchasing agent." 

Commissioner Ralph con¬ 
cluded by saying, “The heavy 
yoke of the personnel board has 
been removed from our backs 
by the insight of the governor in 
assenting to our request, and we 
thank him for it."

Audubon Society 
Cardinals seem more im¬ 
pressed by the company they 
keep than by the weather. 

The birds' preference for 
landscapes that bear a touch of 
the city may account for their 
unexpected spread Into New 
England. The invasion began in 
Connecticut In the World War II 
era and since has included the 
other New England states. 

Ecologists long have 
suggested that some change in 
New England broke the barrier 
that seemed to keep these 
brilliant red birds south and 
west of our region. After all, the 
birds filled most of the area east 
of the Great Plains while 
boycotting New England. The 
climate here was no harsher 
than in southern Ontario, 
Michigan, Minnesota or 
Wisconsin. Cardinals singing in 
a bare tree against a snowscape 
is a familiar Christmas card 
theme- and a scene that actually 
occurred throughout the birds' 
northern range. 

The clue that the post-World 
War n exodus of humans from 
cities to suburbs—and the 
essential urbanization of 
suburbs that followed—may 
have lured the cardinals into the 
area comes from urban wildlife 
studies. At a recent conference 
on urban wildlife held in 
Springfield, Mass., urban 
wildlife specialists from all 
parts of the East gave reports. 
Practically all those dealing 
with trends among bird species’ 
success in small towns that 
were becoming cities showed 
the cardinals increasing. 

While there were no definitive 
studies that showed exactly why 
cardinals should benefit from 
an urbanizing environment, 
there were suggestions. Among 
other things, cardinals prefer 
shrubby areas for breeding, and 
burgeoning suburbs usually 
have plenty of shrubs as 
decorations. Cardinals also love 
small fruit and suburban land¬ 
scapes contain many or¬ 
namental trees that produce 
small fruit. In addition, 
suburbanites put out sunflower 
seeds, which cardinals thrive 
on. 

By 1930, cardinals had in¬ 
vaded New York State. 
Sometime around World War II, 
cardinals became increasingly 
- common in Connecticut. In 1957, 
cardinals entered 
Massachusetts In substantial 
numbers, moving up the Con¬ 
necticut River valley and 
spilling out over the com¬ 
monwealth. By 1962, cardinals 
were entering southern counties 
of Vermont and New Hamp¬ 
shire. 

Although their numbers have 
vacillated, cardinals now seem 
well established in all states 
except Maine where an annual 
census never has exceeded 16 
birds and in recent years has 
remained around one or two 
birds. 

Perhaps an indication that 
cardinals prefer just so much 
urbanization, but not too much, 
may be illustrated by their 
success in Vermont and Rhode 
Island. In the 1973 census, made 
on the weekend closest to 
Lincoln’s Birthday, Vermont 
reported 784 cardinals com¬ 
pared to Rhode Island's 133. 

Until 1900 when laws ended 
the custom the cardinal was a 
favorite cagebird in America. 
In the period between 1835 and 
1900 cardinals occasionally 
were reported in 
Massachusetts. At the time, 
ornithologists assumed that a 
cardinal in the state was an 
escaped cagebird. But it is 
possible that in the period when 
Massachusetts was tran¬ 
sforming from open countryside 
to woodlands there was a period 
in which the landscape was 
favorable for a few cardinals.

PEG SNIDER'S APPLE PUNCH 
1 quart apple Juice 
Vt cup lemon Juice 
1 cup orange Juice 
1 cup crushed pineapple (I3Vi oi.) 

1 bottle (28 oi.) ginger ale, chilled 
Garnish for ice ring mold: Vi cup 
pineapple tidbits, 4 oz. maraschino cherries. 
Combine fruit Juices with pineapple and chill 
at least 3 to 4 hours. Just before serving, pour 
Juices into punch bowl and add ginger ale. Stir 
gently. Add ice ring mold and serve. Make ice 
mold from punch recipe so there will be no 
diluting of punch when it melts. Yields: 20 
punch cups. 

EDNA COHEN'S FRENCH 
MONTMARTRE CHOCOLATE BLEND 
4 bars (1 oz. ea. unsweetened chocolate 
% cup hot water 
1 cup superfine sugar 
Vi cup medium whipping cream 
3 quarts milk (approx.) 

1 Vi teaspoon salt 

Melt chocolate in hot water over low 
heat; stirring constantly. Add sugar and salt, 
bring to a boil, reduce heat and simmer for 3 
minutes while stirring constantly. Cool 
mixture to room temperature. Whip cream in 
a small bowl and fold into chocolate blend. 
This may now be stored in a covered jar in the^ 
refrigerator until ready to serve. Wt 


serving, put 1 to 2 tablespoons into each cup. 
Fill with very hot milk and stir well. Top with 
a puff of whipped cream. Serves 12.

MARZIPAN 

(From the Fannie Farmer < 

Mix thoroughly: 

1 cup Almond PastejfrSWw) 

1 cup confectio 

Few dropsadP'water or orange extract 
(Rose wataRVue traditional flavoring; bny 
it at^ngstore.) 

ut on a marble slab or a chilled platter 
sd for 20 minutes. Shape with your fingers 
into tiny fruits and vegetables. Paint with 


food coloring or dip In a small bowl of 
coloring. Tuck in cloves for stems and bits of 
angelica os leaves. Set on n cake rack to dry. 

ALMOND PASTE 

(Canned almond paste is available, but it 
is simple to make.) 

Grind 3 or 4 times in a meat chopper, 
using the finest cutter: 

1 pound blanched almonds (the nuts 
should be very finely ground) 

Put in a saucepan: 

1 pound sugar 

1 cup water 

Cook to 240 degrees; mix with the 
chopped almonds and add: H cup orange 
juice. Stir until creamy. Spoon onto a marble 
slab or a platter dusted with confectioners’ 
sugar. Let stand until cool. Pack In air-tight 
containers and store in a cool dry place at 
least a week before using. Makes 2 pounds. 

CANDY STRAWBERRIES 

2 pkg. (3 oz. ea.) strawberry flavor 
gelatin 

1 cup ground pecans 

1 cup ground coconut 

% cup sweetened condensed milk

almonds 

lix together gelatin, pecans, coconut, 
condensed (not evaporated) milk and vanilla. 
Shape mixture into strawberries; chill at 
least 1 hour. Roll chilled berries in sugar 
crystals. Add food color to almonds to tint a 
delicate green. Use for leaves and stems of 
berries. Store in a cold place. Makes about 48 
strawberries depending on size, or 1 pound, 3 
oz.

I would appreciate it very much if 
someone has these recipes that are made at 
the “German Hoffbrau" — they are 
"Goulash" and “Stroganoff"; also if anyone 
has the "Pork and Chicken Won Ton Soup" as 
made in Chinese restaurants also "Lobster, 
Shrimps, Chicken and Beef and Chinese 
Vegetables in a sauce and topped off with Won 
Ton"; and also the "Lobster, Scallops, 
Crabmeat, Pork and Beef and Chinese 
Vegetables and sauce." I would be very 
grateful for these recipes. 

Answer: Come on, readers, to the rescue! 
What we will offer here is: 

LOBSTER, SCALLOPS, PORK 
AND CHINESE VEGETABLES 
CANTONESE 
1V*i to 2 pounds lobster 
V 4 pound scallops, halved 

2 cloves garlic 

3 stalks scallion 
1 egg 

1 tablespoon cornstarch mixed with 1 
tablespoon water 

1 can Chinese vegetables 
V« teaspoon sugar 

V« teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
Mt teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 paper-thin slice ginger 
1 V 4 cups chicken stock 
Vi pound ground pork 
Preparation: 

Clean and chop lobster into 8 pieces (be 
sure that lobster is alive when fish clerk chops 
lobster or if you do it). Mince garlic and 
scallion. Slightly beaten egg. Wash scallops, 
halve and set aside. Mix cornstarch solution; 
add sugar, monosodium and pepper. Set 
beside extra large pot or wok. 
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Across The Kitchen Counter 


But what’s your sweater made of? For some, the new 
synthetics have been the answer to a prayer—thrown into a 
washing machine and then the dryer they’ve provided good 
wearability and certainly saved on cleaning bills. 

However, as fashion expert Eleanor Kairalla pointed 
out recently, there are no insulating properties in syn¬ 
thetics. They reflect the temperature around them which is 
why synthetics usually feel cold and clammy in winter and 
overheat the body in the summer. 

"After all,” she went on to say, “the original purpose of 
the naturals is to assure survival of the animals that grow 
them in all kinds of weather. You never see sheep sweating 
on the hottest of days. The warmth, as well as the ‘coolth’ of 
these natural fibers can’t be beat." 

To prove that budgeting is also Eleanor’s concern, she 
suggests the saving of all of your obsolete wool sweaters 
and other wool items. 

“Cut them up into large squares,” she cautions, 
“machine-stitch the borders, and make a patchwork throw. 
If faded, remember that wool takes color to its very core 
and can be easily brightened with Tintex." 

The layered look is a current fashion anyway, and 
there’s more warmth from wearing a few lightweight wool 
sweaters than from wearing a single heavy garment It’s 
the barriers of air between the layers that add extra in¬ 
sulation. 

This holds true for the warmest of feet in outdoor boots. 
Two layers of wool socks are warmer than one heavy pair. 
But be SURE they're roomy enough so that you don't 
restrict circulation. 

A warning has been issued that with the scarcity of wool 
many fashion ads and garments are. now omitting any 
mention of fiber. Legally, they're supposed to have iden¬ 
tification, so be sure you insist on knowing what the fiber 
content is before you make a purchase. 

Another pitch for true-blue wool is, when polishing 
furniture, there’s nothing that cuts down elbow grease more 
man an old wool sock. It also takes less time and works 
like magic. (Sliding your hand in the sock also protects your 
manicure.) 

World famous designer, Halston, agrees on the im¬ 
portance of wool in couture fashion. 

"The twist of having a Jeans fabric glorified into a fine 
de luxe texture (our new Jeans material is, perversely, 
made in Italy), the elegant and somehow quite 
recognizable difference between handpalnted chiffon and 
the printed variety, and te subtlety of a new double-face 
that is natural etched liney wool on one side and caressable 
white cashmere on the other are, I think, more Important to 
dressing beautifully than trendy, drojvdead shaping.” 

Halston does the unusual, as sen in his long country 
skirts in jeans cloth worn with a cashmere tank sweater 
top. You could call this "throw away chic.” 

Other designers have spoken out against the synthetic 
fibers—such as Coty Award Winner John Anthony. 

"There is not a synthetic fabric in my spring 1974 
collection. Women who look for creative fashion want the 
best, most supple, most alive fabrics as well. I don't think 
anything can meet the standards of a beautiful piece of 
crepe de chine or a fine piece of wool crepe or silk 
georgette." 

The sweater-jacket has come into its own this fall and 
will continue to be a popular silhouette right into spring. 
The uses to which the sweater is put are new and in¬ 
novative. 

Sweater dressing for evening take on an elegant air 
when they are made of wool knit with lots of crystal beaded 
glitter. Black or gray cashmere sweaters, whisper light, top 
floaty chiffon gowns. A pink satin shirtdress takes on the 
look of sophistication when it's dyed-to-match cashmere 
fanny sweater has pink-dyed fur cuffs. 

Your spring sweater wardrobe will undoubtedly con¬ 
tain at least one cardigan worn low and easy with a self belt. 
Sweater sets are back in the swing again but are a far cry 
from the prim classics of the past 

There are generally two philosophies regarding a 
woman’s wardrobe-a crowded closet with fairly inex¬ 
pensive clothing or a few expensive clothes that are meant 
to last and last. 

Variety is the bonus for one, quality for the other. 
Therefore, the synthetic fabric versus pure wool will 
continue to be a war of healthy competition. 



Cheese Croutons 


MUSHROOM POTATO SOUP 

1 can ( 6-8 oz.) sliced mushrooms 

2 cups diced potatoes 
Vi cup chopped celery 

2 tablespoons minced onion 

3 tablespoons margarine 
3 tablespoons flour 

1 quart milk 
1 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon celery salt 
Vt teaspoon ground black pepper 
1 teaspoon minced parsley 

Drain mushrooms. Cook potatoes, celery and onion in 
water to cover until tender; do not drain. Meanwhile, melt 
margarine. Blend in flour and cook until brown, stirring 
frequently. Add cooked potato mixture, including liquid, to 
flour mixture. Blend in milk, mushrooms and seasonings. 
Cook 15 minutes. Add parsley just before serving. Makes 12 
portions. 


BUDGET BEEF IN A BOWL 

3 to 4 pounds oxjolnts or beef shank cross cuts 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 

8 cups water 

2 teaspoons salt 

Vt teaspoon pepper 

1 large onion, sliced 

Vt teaspoon marjoram 

1 bay leaf 

3 medium potatoes, diced 

2 large carrots, sliced 

1 cup diced rutabaga or turnip 

1 can (1 lb.) tomatoes 

Brown meat on all sides in vegetable oil. Pour off 
drippings. Add water, salt, pepper, onion, marjoram and 
bay leaf. Cover and simmer over low heat for 2 hours. Add 
potatoes, carrots, rutabaga or turnips and the tomatoes. 
Cover and simmer until meat and vegetables are tender, 
about 30-45 minutes. Serves 6-8. 


Feeling tired? Cold? Hungry? Bored? One remedy 
works for all these ailments — soup! 

The value of a good meaty soup bone and the down-to- 
earth simplicity of a bowl of soup has come to light for a 
new generation of homemakers who have also discovered 
the pleasure of baking bread. A lovely combination — a 
steaming bowl of rich soup and a thick slice of warm 
homemade bread. 

As a matter of fact, soup is worthy of, but rarely given, 
party status. Try serving it next time in cups or small bowls 
from a buffet table prior to the main course. There are also 
hostesses who are finding a buffet of different soups a new 
way to entertain. Instead of just one soup, she prepares a 
selection of three or four hot soups or chowders, a variety of 
breads and crackers, along with a salad, hot rolls and 
dessert 

Preparing ingredients for a soup requires no more than 
15 minutes and the end results are well worth the effort. 
Plan your cooking well in advance because soups made 
from scratch do take time. Meat and vegetables should be 
done at the same time and then allowed to stand for a 
blending of flavors. Many soups are aided with condensed 
canned ready-mades, and the results are equally delicious 
and quicker. 

There are those who say “no” to soup saying it's not 
worth the extra calories — you can get rid of most of the 
Calories by allowing the soup to be chilled and then 
removing the solidified fat before reheating. 

Why not prepare a variety of soups and freeze them for 
those busy days when you and the family come in from 
cold chilled to the bone — comfort and well-being can 
restored just for the heating of your homemade soup. 

ONION SOUP WITH 
PUFFY CHEESE CROUTONS 
4 cups thinly sliced onions 
Vt cup butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cans (10*4 oz. ea.) beef broth 
1 can (10V4 oz.) chicken broth 
1 soup can water 
Puffy Cheese Croutons, below 
Saute onions in butter until limp but not brown. Stir in 
flour. Add soup and water; stir until smooth. Simmer about 
30 minutes. Serve topped with Puffy Cheese Croutons. 
PUFFY CHEESE CROUTONS 
Vt cup butter 
1 tablespoon milk 

1 cup {V* pound) shredded aged Cheddar cheese 

2 egg whites 

French bread cut into bite-size pieces 
Melt butter in top section of double boiler over hot, but 
not boiling, water, or in a small saucepan over very low 
heat. Add milk; stir in cheese, stirring constantly until 
cheese is melted. Remove from heat Beat egg whites until 
stiff but not dry. Gently fold beaten egg whites into cheese 
mixture. Dip bread cubes into egg-cheese mixture and 
place on ungreased baking sheets. Bake in preheated 400 
degree oven 10 to 15 minutes or until slightly browned. 
Remove immediately. Yield: about 34 cubes. Note: 
Croutons may be recrisped by returning to 350 degree oven 
7 to 10 minutes. 

COUNTRYSOUPSUPPER 

IVi pounds boneless lean beef brisket, chuck or stewing 
meat, cut in large, bite-size pieces 

3 cups water 

1 teaspoon salt 
1 small clove garlic, minced 
Vt teaspoon pepper 

1 small bay leaf 

2 stalks celery, sliced (about 1 cup) 

2 medium carrots, sliced (% cup) 

1 onion, cut in wedges 

Vt small bead cabbage, cut in I-inch wedges 

3 tables poo us pearl barley or rice 

2 cans (I oz. ea.) tomato sauce 

1 can (15 oz.) red or kidney beans, undrained 
Place meat, water, salt and pepper in a large kettle or 
dutch oven. Slowly bring to a boil; skim. Add garlic and bay 
leaf. Reduce heat, cover and simmer 1*4 hours or until 
meat is almost tender; remove bay leaf. Add fresh 
vegetables, barley and tomato sauce. Simmer, covered, 20 
minutes. Add beans. Simmer, covered, 10 minutes more or 
until vegetables are tender. Serves 6.

Skylab has landed at Boston's 
Museum of Science. 

At least, a one-fifth scale 
model of the orbiting space 
station has arrived at the 
Museum, and is now suspended 
in the Great Well of the 
Museum’s west wing. 

A home away from home for 
the astronauts, Skylab orbits 
the earth at an angle of 50 
degrees to the equator, at an 
altitude of 270 miles. From this 
vantage point, it can observe all 
sections of the United States. 
And from the vantage point 
afforded Museum visitors, they 
may observe all sections of the 
model space station. 

The Skylab program has 


three main purposes: to 
monitor the sun’s activities with 
the Apollo Telescope Mount; to 
conduct medical investigation 
on the impact on man of 
longterm space travel; and to 
evaluate the earth's resources 
and environment 

The Skylab model, complete 
except for the Command and 
Service Module, was built for 
the Museum by Engineering 
Dynamics Corporation of 
Westford, Mass. The 
background material and 
design were prepared by 
members of the museum staff. 

There is no charge above 
museum admission to see the 
Skylab model. 


Book Review 


Special Program On 
New Comet Kohoutek

THE DESCENT OF WOMAN 
BY ELAINE MORGAN, 
BANTAM. 

The Descent of Woman is the 
herstory of evolution, that is, 
biological evolution from the 
woman’s point of view. 

Up until now in the field of 
evolution we have essentially 
known only the popular writers 
like Desmond Morris (The 
Naked Ape) and Robert Ardrey 
(African Genesis), and, in 
general, we liave swallowed 
their interpretations whole. 

Until recently, we have been 
(and many still are) geared to 
the male dominance beliefs that 
permeate the writings of these 
two anthropologists. 

But Elaine Morgan, while 
reading some of the currently 
accepted theories, was struck 
with how much the female is 
ignored, largely due to the fact 
that in speaking of humans the 
word “man" is U3ed. But this 
usage leads too easily to the 
thought “man-male’’ rather 
than “man-human.” 

Ms. Morgan points out 
numerous fallacies in the ac¬ 
cepted theories, showing how 
•many of them could work for 
“man-male" but not for “man- 
female”. 

She reveals several ab¬ 
surdities of other assumptions 
made by Morris and Ardrey 
concerning the physical 
changes which occurred in the 
female. Their interpretations 
are usually that these 
developments were purely for 
the benefit of “man-male", i.e. 
to improve the appearance of 
the female, this insuring better 
pair-bonding necessary to the 
survival of the young. (It sounds 
believable until you read Ms. 
Morgan’s interpretations). 

The author shoots holes in the 
well-known “hunter on the 
plain” theory to explain our 
blpedallsm and supports a 
little-known theory of a life in 
the shallows of the sea. Many 
otherwise unexplainable 
mutations can be accounted for 
By this theory. 

This theory of life fascinating 
idea has been merely touched 
upon and discarded by other 
anthropologists. Without this 
point of view, woman seems 
just a convenience “man" took 
along with him for his own 
pleasures and to care for his 
children. Right or wrong, at 
least this theory allows woman 
an equal role in the evolution of 
our species. 

One of the most beautiful is 
Grandma Moses by Otto Kallir 
(Abrams, $32.50). It was in 
Kallir’s Galerie St. Etienne that 
her paintings often hung in one- 
man shows in New York, and he 
follows her career lovingly as 
■he uses primitive technique, 
the simple style, to tell the story 
of simpler times when ice 
skating on the hometown pond 
and horsedrawn sleighs were a 
way of life in much of America. 

Other books that are works of 
art in themselves include 
Impressionism, by the editors 
of Realities, the French maga¬ 
zine (Putnam's $35), and 
Francisco Goya Drawings: the 
Complete Albums, by Pierre 
iiassier (Praeger, $29.95). 

Popular Prints of the Ameri¬ 
cas, by A. Hyatt Mayor (Crown, 
112.95) may not be great art, but 
these prints vary from religious 
to historical to scenic right on to 
a number of funny advertising 
posters that might be the 
forerunners of "pop art.” 


They range from an ad for 
Merchant's Gargling Oil, “a 
Liniment for Man and Beast,” 
to the May 8, 1909, cover of 
Motor Sports magazine featur¬ 
ing Motor Matt’s Daring 
Rescue, or The Strange Case of 
Helen Brady.

The second wife has achieved 
a new status In American life. 
Far from being the "forgotten 
woman" of just a few years ago, 
she has emerged as a prime 
sociological and economic 
force, respected even by friends 
of the former wife. 

That's the tenet of Jean Baer, 
author of a new book "The 
Second Wife," who points out 
that the booming divorce rate 
has created a booming 
remarriage rate. 

"There are going to be more 
and more second wives who 
must he willing to cope with the 
very real problems — alimony 
or children or both — that come 
with a man who has already 
made one trip up that aisle." 

She cites figures; "Experts 
predict that in the near future 50 
per cent of all marriages will 
end in divorce, and statistics 
•show that 75 per cent of all 
divorcing men remarry 
quickly." 

Ms. Baer feels that wife 
number two definitely has to try 
harder. Often she supports her 
husband so that he.can support 
his first wife "who already has 
the house, car, insurance and 
sleeps until noon." She must 
deal with her husband's guilt 


because he “failed once and 
fears he may fail again," hostile 
stepchildren, and her own 
psyche if she feels competitive 
with her predecessor. 

Yet. Ms. Baer claims that 
things have changed from three 
years ago when she first con¬ 
ceived the idea for the book. 
"There are 10 million couples in 
the United States today in which 
one or both partners have been 
married before, and the sheer 
number has forced judges, 
lawyers, wives, husbands and 
society in general to adopt new 
attitudes toward the special 
problems of the remarriage-go- 
round. 

Judges are becoming more 
aware. They know that unless 
he's an Onassis. the average 
man can't support two families. 

' Today's Family Court judge 
will often suggest the ex-wife 
return to work. In New Hamp¬ 
shire there is term alimony — 
granted only for a three-year 
period, In some states ex-wives 
are being ordered to pay child 
support.

remarrleds, are growing. For 
example, Remarrleds, Inc., 
now has 16 chapters in eight 
states. In Baltimore. The 
Second Wives Coalition has a 
counseling service, plans a 
family center where first and 
second wives can meet if they 
choose, and also sponsors the 
Children's league of Divorced 
Parents. 

Alimony for men is on the 
increase. 

The image of the second wife 
as the "predatory other 
woman" is on the decrease. 
"The new trend is that it's the 
first wife who often wanted out 
of the marriage," says Ms. 
Baer, who notes that in the 220 
interviews she did for the book 
she found "amazingly few" 
second wives who had been the 
"other woman." 

In "The Second Wife" Ms. 
Baer, who is herself married to 
a divorced clinical psychologist 
with three minor children, takes 
up everything the second wife 


wants, needs and ought to know, 
hut rarely learns until too late. 

She covers sizing up a man's 
potential for remarriage; life as 
a weekend stepmother; 
widower’s wife and in a his-and- 
hers combine; alimony angles; 
custody conditions; brain¬ 
washing mamas; etiquette; 
marrying off his ex; and danger 
signals in a second marriage. 

"A second wife has traumas 
and triumphs, whether she's 
young or old, black or white, 
normal or neurotic," says Jean 
Baer. "But I like to remind 
other second wives that being 
one doesn't mean you're second 
best." 

Jean Baer is the author of two 
previous books: “Follow Me 
and "The Single Goes To 
Town." She is special projects 
editor for "Seventeen 
Magazine," lives in a New York 
hrownstone and claims she got 
over a lot of her second-wife 
problems by writing a book 
about them!

MIAMI (UPI) — Nick Buonl-

When you talk with Buonlcon- 
ti about what he expects from 
Minnesota in the Super Bowl at 
Houston two weeks from now, 
he doesn't try to snow you. 

“I honestly don’t know,” he 
says. “Most of those things we 
know about them from before 
don’t matter much now. I’ll 
have to see their films. Then I'll 
know more. What I can tell you 
is we have a chance against 
them. Them or anybody. I’m so 
proud of this club I can’t tell 
you. It’s fantastic." 

He Isn’t Putting On 
Nick Buoniconti isn’t putting 
on. 

He actually talks this way and 
he’s sincere in what he says. If 
there's anyone who has more 
pride than Nick Buoniconti over 
being part of the Miami ball 
club, then I haven’t seen him 
yet 

Actually, the Dolphin players 
strike you more like collegians 
than professionals. They root 
for one another, openly and 
unashamedly. 

Big Larry Csonka stood on the 
sidelines during Sunday’s ball 
game with Oakland in the 
Orange Bowl here and kept 
encouraging Garo Yepremiam, 
the Dolphin’s half-pint place- 
kicker. 

"Don’t worry,” Csonka kept 
reassuring Yepremian. 
"Whenever you get in there, 
you’re gonna make it today. No 
problems. Not today. You'll 
see.” 

Csonka was right on the 
money.

The staff treats 600 new 
patients each year, but there 
are 12,000 people in 
Massachusetts who require 
vision rehabilitation services.

Registry Warns 
Drivers On Lights 

The Federal Emergency 
Daylight Saving Time Energy 
Conservation Act which starts 
at 2 a.m.

Not only have the 
lights gone out, but everything 
else turns cockeyed — the 
neighbor returns too soon, the 
art patron is mistaken for an 
electrician, and a former flame 
pixies the proceedings from the I 
bedroom. 

The New York Post described 
it as “A truly hilarious and 
original farce . . . Farcical 
situations and amusing 
characters that keep the 
hilarity spinning festively in the 
air,” while the N.Y. World 
Journal Tribune stated, “An 
evening with this uproarious 
play is like the rediscovery of 
laughter."

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Reorganization 
Costs Revealed 
To Aldermen 

The costs of Phase 1 of Mayor Theodore Mann's 
reorganization plan were revealed in a letter to the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night. 

The total additional salary requirement will be >64.000 
per year. 

The proposed chief administrative officer will be paid 
$25,000 per year, an increase of $6,000 for James Salter, who 
will fill the new position. 

The chief administrative officer will “exercise control" 
over the city’s operating departments and will be 
responsible for the budget preparation and submission to 
the mayor, and maintaining fiscal control of the depart¬ 
ments. 

The chief budget officer (previously referred to in the 
reorganization as chief financial officer) will be a new 
position, which will carry a salary of $22,500. 

The budget officer will administer the electronic data- 
processing operation, which will become an independent 
function, in addition to the technical preparation of the 
budget. 

The cost of the increased data-processing system has 
not been revealed. 

The third position, that of planning and programming 
officer, is to be filled by present Planning Director Charles 
Thomas at an annual rate of $22,500, an increase of $5,500. 

Thomas' expanded duties will include the development 
of long-range financial plans and policies, the coordination 
of the activities of the Redevelopment Authority and the 
Housing Authority, and "the articulation, analysis and 
review of city policy and program development in a variety 
of areas,” according to the mayor's letter. 

The chief budget officer and the chief administrative 
officer will each gain a secretary, listed in the financial 
explanation as being paid $7,000 per year. The planning 
director already has a secretary. 

The mayor also plans to have two administrative aides. 
One of these aides would replace Salter, and one would 
upgrade the existing position now held by C.M. Miller.

The administrative aides are slated to receive annual 
salaries of $12,500 each. 

The reorganization of the excecutive staff can be done 
without ordinance changes, and therefore will require 
approval of only the salary appropriations.

Barisano became the Massachusetts 
Lottery’s twentieth million dollar winner last 
week. 

One of Barisano's customers is the state's 
first lottery millionaire, Joseph Bonica of 
Newton Centre. “I would ask him to rub 
shoulders for luck," Barisano said. ‘'It 
worked." 

Barisano is a partner in Frank's Barber 
Shop, 19 Lincoln st., Newton Highlands, and 
resides at 18 Grove st., Auburndale. 

Three weeks ago the 60-year old Barisano 
won a $5,000 prize in the New Hampshire 
Lottery. 

He was one of 113 finalists for the 
Massachusetts million dollar prize. 

When Barisano was announced as the top 
winner, his wife, Concetta fainted. She 
revived quickly and Barisano went forward to 
receive the first of 20 annual $50,000 checks. 

Barisano revealed that he buys eight 
lottery tickets every week. He plans to phase 
out his work at the barber shop in the near 
future. 


Barisano said that he has been receiving 
phone calls relating to his recent luck, but the 
number of calls is probably not as great as 
those received by earlier winners. 

Bonica added that he had read a recent 
story about a man who won $ 100,000 in the 
New York State lottery. The story described 
how the man's life was tragically upset by his 
windfall. 

Barisano bought his winning ticket at the 
Walnut Food Shop. The agent at the store, 
Rose, will receive $10,000 and her neice, 
Chickie, as the seller, will receive an ad¬ 
ditional $10,000. 

Rose said that Barisano comes in every 
Tuesday morning and buys eight tickets. 

Rose commented a week and a half after 
the million dollar drawing that "everyone 
buys their tickets here now; its the hot spot." 

Barisano is not the only friend of Bonica’s 
who has won lottery money. Another friend, 
Richard McAdams of Framingham repor¬ 
tedly won $290,000 in a recent Santa Claus 
drawing of The Game. 

In the drawing from which Barisano won 
a million dollars, Bernice M. Brock of Malden 
won the second prize of $100,000. 


No Charge For 
School Busing

The Newton School Committee voted 
unanimously this week to provide free school 
busing for students living one - and - one - 
quarter miles or more from schools. 

The School Committee heard a report from 
an ad hoc committee which studied busing 
alternatives. 

The ad hoc committee found that Newton 
can expect approximately $221,242 reim¬ 
bursement from the state for school busing. 
This would be based on a different formula 
than that used in the past. Previously, Newton 
has received only about $70,000 reim¬ 
bursement annually. 

The ad hoc committee recommended a plan 
in which all students more than two miles 
from schools would receive free identification 
cards. Students living less than two miles 
from schools would be able to purchase 
identification cards for $5 per year. 

The plan also called for the elimination of 
all bus stops inside one - and - one - half miles 
from schools. The cost of the plan was 
estimated at $73,900 after reimbursement. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
suggested an alternative. Mandell asked that 
all students one - and - one - half miles or more 
from schools be able to ride free with no 
identification cards. Mandell desired no stops 
within a mile - and - one - half radius of 
schools. 

Mandell said that the advantages of his plan 
were that there would be less administration 
problems and it would save money for 
parents. 

"In the past we were only reimbursed about 
$83,000 from the state and tickets; now we can 
get almost $130,000 more," Mandell com¬ 
mented. "We might give city parents a break 
and save them some money.” 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 
asked that Mandell's busing limit be modified 
to one - and - one - quarter miles from schools. 
Mandell agreed and suggested that the School 
Department be given flexibility of one-tenth 
of a mile in each direction. Regal made a 
motion and Mandell seconded it. 

It was added to Regal’s motion that safety 
stops should be kept within the one - and - one 
quarter miles limit where necessary. 

Students living inside the limit can walk to a 
stop and ride free. 

After the motion was approved 
unanimously, School Committee member 
Mrs. Dorothy Reichard suggested that the 
School Committee and the School Department 
give immediate attention to some possible 
busing factors mentioned in the ad hoc 
committee’s report. 

The ad hoc committee recommended study 
of the feasibility of staggering school 
schedules, the changing of school district 
lines in a few specific areas, the steamlining 
of bus schedules, and the elimination of safety 
areas through city improvements. 

Mrs. Reichard's motion was approved 
unanimously. 

In other action, the School Committee 
heard a recommendation relating to parking 
at Newton North High School from a com¬ 
mittee formed by the Traffic Commission in 
May, 1973. 


The committee recommended that the 
School Committee authorize a maximum of 
•100 on-site parking places at Newton North. 
The original plan called for a maximum of 300 
cars. 

Mrs. Reichard said that options for gaining 
additional spaces included taking land on the 
athletic fields or acquiring property on ad¬ 
jacent Elm Road. 

Several Committee members objected to 
hiking athletic land. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
stated that 500 spaces are probably actually 
needed, both in on-site and perimeter 
parking. 

After Mandell asked for a 300 on-site limit, 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann noted that action by 
the School Committee was not binding. 

"What you are doing is telling your needs to 
the Planning Department,” Mann remarked.

New Board 
Of Aldermen 
Takes Over 

Aldermanic committee appointments, for 
the past months a source of speculation and 
some political infighting, were the principal 
business of this year's first meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The appointments were pretty much 
known before this week, there being only one 
chairmanship, that of the Public Buildings 
Committee, in doubt. 

The new chairman of the Public Buildings 
Committee, Edward Richmond of Ward 2, 
was announced by Board President Eliot 
Cohen, displacing Ward 6 Alderman Ernest 
Dietz, chairman for the past six years. 

The powerful Finance Committee 
remains the same, with the exception of new 
member Joan Saklad from Ward 0, taking 
Sidney Small's place, while Small (who 
recently moved from Ward 6 to Ward 5> took 
over retired Alderman Edward Uehlein's 
Ward 5 seat. 

The Land Use Committee's new chair¬ 
man is Joseph McDonnell, taking over from 
Alan Barkin, who wished to step down after 
almost four years. 

I-and Use Committee members all were 
reappointed. The new member, Terrence 
Morris of Ward, replaces State Represen¬ 
tative Peter Harrington, who retired from the 
board. 

Major shake-ups occurred in the Public 
Buildings, Public Works and Street Traffic 
Committees, all of which have new chairmen. 

On the Public Buildings Conunittee, 
McDonnell replaces Robert Gaynor as the 
Ward 1 member, Matthew Jefferson replaces 
Robert Tennant from Ward 3, and David 
Jackson takes Richard McGrath's place for 
Ward 4. New aldermen Susan Schur and Mark 
White make up the Ward 5 and 7 represen¬ 
tation, respectively, while Dietz and Barkin 
remain.

State Rep Race Hinges 
On Paul Guzzi's Candidacy

The race for state representative from the new 
16th Middlesex District has already begun to shape 
up. contingent on whether State Rep. Paul Guzzi 
decides to continue with his candidacy for 
secretary of state. 

The new district, which was laboriously carved 
out with dissension from almost all of Newton's 
Democrats last spring, encompasses all of Ward 3. 
precinct 4 of Ward 2, and precincts 1, 3 and 4 of 
Ward 4. 

Names being mentioned as candidates and 
possible candidates are Joe DeNurci, Eloise 
Houghton. Aid. Terrence Morris, Aid. Richard 
McGrath, and Democratic State Com- 
mitteewoman Betty Taymor. 

McGrath seems to have slaked out the 
strongest claim, although probably none of the 
aspirants would run against Guzzi if he decides not 
to run for secretary of state. 

Guzzi will not decide until he finds out whether 
he will be the choice of the liberal caucus meeting 
the end of March to endorse reform candidates for 
both attorney general and secretary of state. 

Most political observers feel that Guzzi will 
receive the endorsement of the caucus. 

Most of the candidates, except McGrath, are 
still keeping their intentions if not in the dark, at 
least hazy. 

McGrath said he thinks he has excellent 
chances, since he has strength in both Wards 3 and 
4. and has "good support already."* 

Aid Richard Bullwinkle. who at one time was 
being mentioned as another candidate for stale 
representative, will instead go for state senator, it 
anything, against Sen. Irving Fislunan of Newton. 
Sen. Jack Backman of Brookline, and Board of 
Aldermen President Eliot Cohen oi Newton. 


Mrs. Eloise Houghton, who has been active in 
Newton community and governmental circles, has 
not made up her mind yet.

Fishman Chairs Committee 
Investigating Fuel Shortage 


State Funds 
For Newton 

Governor Francis W. Sargent 
recently announced the ap¬ 
proval of funding assistance for 
the City of Newton by the 
Governor’s Highway Safety 
Bureau. These funds will be 
used for the purchase of traffic 
counters. 

The traffic counters will be 
used to determine traffic flow 
on roads through Newton. This 
information will be used as a 
basis for determining whether 
additional raods signs or 
changes in road design are 
required. 

‘‘The determination of the 
number of people using 
Massachusetts roads is 
essential to the proper erection 
of traffic signs,” the Governor 
said. "I am pleased that local 
officials are making every 


In one of its first actions of the 
1974 legislative session, the 
Massachusetts Senate voted to 
establish a specia five-member 
committee of the Senate to 
investigate the causes and 
conditions which have created 
the alleged gasoline shortage, to 
study the issues of fuel and 
power resources available to 
the people of the state, and 
make appropriate legislative 
recommendations. 

Senator Irving Fishman (El- 
Newton) was appointed 
chairman. The other members 
of the bi-partisan committee 


are: Senators William Bulger 
(D-Boston), Allan McKinnon 
(D-Weymouth), David Locke 
(R-Wellesley), aand John 
Aylmer (R-Bamstable). 

"The people of the Com¬ 
monwealth have been bom¬ 
barded with conflicting reports 
on the scope and nature of the 
energy crisis in 
Massachusetts,” Senator 
Fishman said. "They have been 
inconvenienced, frightened, and 
undeniably confused.” 

"Hard information con¬ 
cerning the alleged fuel shor¬ 
tages, both current and an¬ 


ticipated, is scarce and that 
which exists has not been 
adquately assembled. We do not 
know what is fact and what is 
rumor. We are uncertain as to 
what meaningful action can be 
taken on the state level alone. 
We need more policy research 
and less political posturing. 

"We do not yet have a com¬ 
prehensive state approach to 
the energy crisis. Hopefully, the 
work of this bi-partisan Senate 
committee, through its public 
hearings and legislative 
recommendations, will help 
move us in that direction,” 
Senator Fishman said.

Census And Planning 
Information Needed 


The annual city census form 
and questionnaire was mailed 
last week to the 26,669 
households in Newton. 

The census is required by law 
and is used for preparation of 
the residence and voting lists. 

Prompt return of the forms is 
urged by Alan I.icarie, 
executive secretary of the 
Election Commission, who is in 
charge of the census. 

Forms should have been 
delivered to all households by 
the end of last week, Licarie 
said. If anyone has not received 
one by then, he should call the 
Election Commission. 

Licarie is encouraged by the 
fact that more than 4,500 forms 
had been returned by the 
beginning of this week. 

This year is the second year in 
which the census data have 
been collected by mail, at 
considerable savings to the city. 

In 1972, the last time a door- 
to-door census was taken by the 
police, the cost of the operation 


was $37,000, while in 1973 the 
mail census cost $19,300, ac¬ 
cording to Licarie. 

By law, Licarie pointed out, 
the city must obtain a 100 per 
cent return on census forms. 
Households that do not provide 
the information after one mail 
reminder will receive a visit 
from the police. 

A new category in the census 
is the listing of persons from 
birth to age 17. 

Licarie said this information 
is being sought to project future 
enrollment in the city's schools. 

The Planning Department 
questionnaire that accompanies 
the census form will gather 
attitudinal information on 
municipal services, education, 
health and welfare, recreation, 
and planning. 

The planning questionnaire is 
immediately separated from 
the census form when they are 
received, so that no one's name 
accompanies the questionnaire. 


Paul Reinhard, revaluation 
supervisor from the firm of 
Cole, Layer, and Trumble 
reported recently that the in¬ 
ventory phase of revaluation is 
near completion in three of the 
four sections in Ward 3.

A. Joseph “Joe" DeNucci of 
Newton, a former professional

DeNucci, a member of the 
advisory board to the Newton 
Youth Commission, said “There 
is currently a Youth Forestry 
Camp located in East Brewster, 
Massachusetts for 14 through 
17-year-old adjudicated and 
court-referred boys. The 
program has met with great 
success according to follow-up 
studies regarding the rate of 
recividism." 

"Although there is no 
geographical site mentioned in 
the bill, I feel that our second 
Forestry camp should be 
located in the western part of 
the state. I hope that the 
Massachusetts Legislature acts 
favorably on these two bills. I 
feel they are both sensible and 
needed pieces of legislation," 
DeNucci concluded.

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Going South 


Student Excels 
In Broadcasting 


By ANDY FIELDING 

In 1970, as part of an alternative educational program 
at Weeks Jr. High, student Bill Lichtenstein got a Job 
working as a volunteer at radio station WBCN in Boston. 
The next year, he left Weeks, and went on to Newton South, 
where he is now a senior. 

He didn’t leave WBCN, however. In 1971, he became a 
regular employee of the station, working in the WBCN news 
department doing news features, interviews, and oc¬ 
casionally reading the news over the air. 

Then, on Jan. 6,1973, Bill was given his own weekly late 
night show on the station, undoubtedly becoming one of the 
few high school students in the city to hold such a job. A 
year later, the show is still going strong. And so is Bill, in 
spite of the fact that he must be on the air every Saturday 
night from 2 a.m. until 6 a.m. 

How does he do it? 

"I just STAY UP," he says. "Most people really have 
one thing way off in their heads that they really want to do. 
And if you have a chance to do that, but It means you have to 
stay up all night one night a week, you can do it." 

The show, he says, is not aimed at any one particular 
age group or audience, and he has found that his listeners 
(of which there are some 8 - 10 , 000 , according to the recent 
ratings) fall in the 18-30 age group. 

On the show, Bill (who uses the name "Little Bill” — 
not revealing his last name) chats, plays a lot of music, 
takes phone calls from listeners, and talks with guests (he 
recently played host to the entire “Grateful Dead" rock 
group). 

"It’s fun," he says. "It's a chance to get something 
across to people that I feel Is important. Some people might 
feel that teaching is one way that they can bring about some 
kind of change in people's minds. Some people think if they 
become psychiatrists they can do this, or become musicians 
and write songs that they think are important What I do is 
spend four hours just expressing how I feel to people.” 

Is he limited in terms of what he can say or do on the 
show? 

"I could certainly read out of the phone book for four 
hours if I could do it well enough. I can do almost anything, 
with the only limitations being legal ones, concerning ob¬ 
scenity or libel. 

"Most of the time, 1 choose to play records, but I'm 
certainly not limited to that." 

Aside from being the actual broadcaster, Bill also 
serves as his own engineer on the show, and holds a third 
class operator’s license. 

"It’s four hours,” he says, “in which time I am in 
complete control of the radio station.” 

Unlike many of the local AM music stations, like WRKO 
or WMEX, or an FM station like Framingham’s WVBF, 
WBCN leans towards a more relaxed and informal ap¬ 
proach to broadcasting. 

“WBCN is a more human kind of radio station ... The 
hard thing about being on that kind of radio is learning to 
talk just like you'd be talking to somebody on the phone or 
just like you’d be talking to somebody if you're looking at 
him.” 

Though he really enjoys working at the station, he does 
feel that the radio industry in general (as with the music 
and television industries) is basically at a standstill, often 
lacking creativity. 

"Radio is basically doing the same things, with a few 
exceptions, that were being done two years ago. There have 
been no real breakthroughs.” 

He feels that if something like local theatre on radio 
were started, “you could just blow the whole thing wide 
open.” 

In addition to his work on his own show, Bill does other 
work at the station (such as commercials, other tapings). 
And an album put together by the station last year on which 
Bill is heard — “The Watergate Primer” — has been 
selected by the Grammy Awards committee as one of the 35 
best Spoken Word albums of the year. 

In terms of offering advice to others who may want to 
break into broadcasting, Bill says, "You should do it 
through the ‘back door.' Go to a station and work there, 
doing odd jobs, helping out.” 

Does his age presents hindrance to his work at WBCN? 
“Not at all,” he says, "the subject of my age just isn’t 
brought up.” 


Job Bank Seeks Funds 
For 'Satellite Stations' 
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Mann Calls For State 
Energy Commission 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann has 
filed a bill with the General 
Court of Massachusetts calling 
for establishment of a 
Massachusetts Energy Com¬ 
mission within the Department 
of Public Utilities. 

The bill was originally filed In 
1971 by Mann when he was 
representing the thirteenth 
Middlesex District in the 
General Court. 

The Massachusetts Energy 
Commission created under the 
proposed bill would encourage 
and promote conservation of 
water power resources, insure 
the availability of low-cost 
electric energy and insure that 
the citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth have an ample 
supply of oil, natural gas, 
bottled gas and nuclear energy. 

The Commission would be 
managed by a non-partisian 
board of five directors ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor with 
the authority to retain em¬ 
ployees after financial ap¬ 
propriations by the State 
Legislature. 

The Energy Commission 


would be authorized to Issue 
negotiable bonds for purpose 
of financing any physical 
construction of generating 
facilities, transmission lines, or 
storage facilities which would 
be necessary to produce or 
deliver energy required in the 
protection of the public interest. 

In refiling his Bill, Mann 
stated that in 1971, when this bill 
was originally filed, there was a 
need to insure that the citizens 
of Massachusetts would be 
provided with sufficient elec¬ 
trical energy and other power 
sources necessary for the 
welfare of our Commonwealth. 

"Now the energy crisis has 
made it imperative that the 
Commonwealth not only 
provide for emergency 
measures to meet this crisis, 
but It is also incumbent upon 
the Commonwealth to for¬ 
mulate long-range plans that 
will insure that Massachusetts 
wll have the necessary power to 
meet any contingency," Mann 
stated. "It is to this end that I 
am refiling the Bill to create the 
Massachusetts Energy Com¬ 
mission."

During 1973 the Job Bank, 
which serves young people 
between ages 13 and 22, found 
2,345 jobs for 2,369 new ap¬ 
plicants, according to Marty 
Cohen, director. 

Of the job placements, 60 per 
cent were for babysitting, 
lawnmowing, and similar "odd 
jobs," according to Cohen, 
mainly for the younger ap¬ 
plicants. 

The remainder of the jobs - 
more than 900-were filled by 
high-school-age people and 
older. 

Less than one per cent of 
applicants were not placed in 
any job. 

The need for satellite stations 
has been voiced by students who 
cannot get to the Newton 
Community Service Center or 
who are involved in after-school 
activities. 

Cohen has proposed that one 
branch station be located at the 
Newton Centre library and one 
near Newton North High School. 


Congressman Robert F. Drinan (D- 
Newton) today said last week the con¬ 
sumers of America "should not allow 
themselves to be persuaded by the 
Administration that they themselves have 
been the cause of the energy shortage.” 

Speaking before the Waltham Jaycees 
the congressman pointed to two programs 
in particular which have led to the present 
energy shortage — the oil depletion 
allowance, and the system of foreign tax 
credits. 

“Theoriginal purposeof the oil 
depletion allowance was to compensate 
the oil and mining Industries for the 
decline in their capital assets as the 
sources they were extracting became 
gradually depleted,” the Congressman 
explained. "In the past 50 years, it has 
increased from 5 percent to .22 percent. 
Since the depletion allowance is calculated 
at 22 percent of the selling price of crude 
oil, a producer who increases his selling 
price automatically raises his depletion 
deduction.” 

The congressman cited a recent study 
conducted by the U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment which found that there ’ is little 
relationship between the tax incentive of 
the oil depletion allowance and an increase 
in the domestic production of oil. 

The Treasury Department’s report 
found that in 1968 the preferential tax 
treatment amounting to $1.6 billion could 
account for additional mineral resources 
valued at only $150 million. 

The congressman further explained 
that "the depletion allowance is applicable 
to both domestic and foreign production. 
This feature of the law, when added to the 
availability of tax credits for royalties 


paid in foreign nations, constitutes the 
basic reason why American oil cor¬ 
porations have neglected domestic 
production and have concentrated their 
exploratory operations abroad." 

“In the United States it has long been 
the custom for oil producers to give to land 
owners a royalty or a fixed percentage of 
the value of oil produced," the 
Congressman explained. "A traditional 
royalty has been one-eighth of the amount 
for which the oil is sold. All of the 
payments are of course deductible as a 
cost of doing business." 

"In 1951 the oil industry was able to 
persuade the United States Internal 
Revenue Service to change royalties paid 
abroad into taxes," Drinan said. “This tax 
could be credited, dollar for dollar, against 
the United States taxes which this cor¬ 
poration would have topay each year.” 

"The consequences of this ruling have 
been catastrophic for the American 
consumer. The tax credit allowed to 
American oil corporations for foreign 
exploration encourages them to go abroad 
rather than to concentrate on domestic 
exploration of oil. Foreign tax credits 
enrich the petroleum companies and the 
host nations at the same time — while the 
American taxpayer picks up the bill!” 

"The attractiveness of doing business 
abroad has brought it about that in the 
years 1964 to 1971 American petroleum 
companies have invested in foreign 
operations at a rate that has been almost 
nine times greater than their domestic 
investments," the congressman said. 

There are many things that the 
Congress can do to stimulate domestic and 


world-wide production of oil. 

First, the Congress should give im¬ 
mediate consideration to the possibility of 
imposing an excess profits tax on the oil 
corporations. In lieu of such new taxes, the 
oil depletion allowance could be 
diminished so that the major oil com¬ 
panies will no longer be allowed to have 
runaway profits derived from the 
problems and shortages which they 
themselves in part helped to create. 

Second, Congress must insist that 
funding be made available immediately 
for research and development of sources 
of energy other than oil. 

Third, prompt action must be taken on 
S. 2082 — a bill designed to make it illegal 
for a firm to operate service stations and 
also engage in production, transportation, 
and refining of oil products. Senator 
Jackson's proposals made in S. 2176, “The 
National Energy Research and 
Development Act of 1973" will hopefully be 
enacted soon. This bill would establish a 
Federally-sponsored program of research 
into new energy sources with funding in 
the amount of 20 billion dollars over the 
next few years. 

Fourth, a related bill, H.R. 9266, the 
Petroleum Act of 1973, also deserves 
immediate consideration; this bill would 
require refinery operators to divest 
themselves of interest in production, 
transportation, and marketing. 

Fifth, similar objectives are stated in 
H.R. 9632, the Energy Industry Com¬ 
petition Act, by which any firm would be 
prohibited from engaging in more than one 
phase of petroleum operation at the same 
time.

Saving What? 

Daylight saving.time, left behind while 
the rest of us rushed headlong into winter, 
has returned with a thump in the dark . . . 
the sound of someone falling over a chair. 

It's all part of some grand strategy to 
save "energy'. The savings, according to 
published reports, will be about 3 per cent 
of the fuel used to produce electricity. The 
figure is lar from exact. 

Was the change worth it? Was the 
plunge into two years of daylight saving 
lime a frantic and foolish act of haste: The 
lull impact of the switch won’t be felt until 
the middle of next December on the 
shortest day of 1974. 

Meanwhile, almost as much electrici¬ 
ty will be used for lighting homes and 
businesses in the pre-dawn hours as was 
used at dusk, pre-DST. As spring draws 
near and the days grow longer the reason 
for the change will fade as the darkness. 

The enactment of year-round daylight 
saving time did not result in overt trauma 
among the residents of our four-town 
region. School officials speculated about 
changes in starting times. People adjusted 
to rising in pitch blackness. Some un¬ 
doubtedly saw the dawn for the first time 
in years. 

Overall, the adjustment was made. 
The radio went on. The coffee pot per¬ 
colated. The eggs sizzled on the stove. Life 
continued . . . well-lighted by Mr. Edison's 
amazing discovery. 

DST may turn out to be a stab at a 
windmill, not truly efficacious scheme. 
Like Don Quixote, however, some good 
may be served. 

Tired commuters get to buck the 
afternoon traffic while the sun is still up. 
Struggling home at night in the winter has 
always been a nightmare. 

Mothers are a little less worried now 
that their playful child can be seen by 
drivers and the like during the late after¬ 
noon. 

Spring gardners can start work a little 
early this year, at least the preparations 
for planting. 

There may be considerable evidence 
to show that the great move back (or 
ahead) to DST was nothihg more than the 
. act of politicians eager to take credit for 
saving the nation as well as fuel. 

A bust as an energy-saver, daylight 
saving time still has some merit. 

Only the horror of the death of a child 
walking to school in the dark will prove 
winter DST a total failure. That is a 
tragedy we pray will not occur.

The second edition of the “Women’s 
Yellow Pages" is now available on 
newsstands and in bookstores. 

Subtitled “the original sourcebook for 
women,” the 159-paRe.directory not only 
provides information on specific agencies In 
Greater Boston that deal with child care, 
medical care, counseling for adults and 
children, but also background information on 
women’s rights, divorce procedures, con¬ 
sumer protection among other things. 

“A woman shfiuld be able to obtain help 
from a source designed to serve her needs,” 
the editors state in the introduction to this 
edition. “The response to the Women's Yellow 
Pages is evidence that there exists a com¬ 
munity of women seeking information that 


will help define their needs and actively seek 
ways to meet them.” 



The first ediUon, smaller than this one, 
came out in July, 1972, the work of volunteers 
at the Boston Women’s Collective. A total of 
5,000 copies were distributed In the Cam¬ 


bridge area and the newly created directory 
was sold out In five weeks. 

The first reprint In October, 1972, totalled 
20,000 copies, 3,000 of which were com¬ 
plimentary copies to social service agencies 
and community groups throughout the area. 

The first printing of the second edition, 
30,000 copies was done in November, 1973. 

Services available here in Newton are 
included in the directory, which not only lists 
agencies but also gives a brief description and 
evaluation of services they provide. 

The second aim of the authors in this 
volume was to also provide women with 
"preventative” information. Feature articles 
Include an ln-depth survey of child care 
centers, counseling disturbed children, why 
cosmetics can be hazardous, how to start a 


food coop and a special supplement entitled, 
"Perspectives on Aging and Agelessness," 
contributed by the Aging Collective of Boston. 

The sourcebook for women has received 
the endorsements of many of the state's top 
social agencies and is serving as a model for 
similar directories in major cities across the 
country.

Fr. Drinan's District 
Supports Impeachment 

Congressman Robert F. Drlnan of Newton, who filed a 
resolution last August calling for the impeachment of 
President Nixon because of the secret bombing of Cam¬ 
bodia, spent most of a recent 30-minute interview ex¬ 
plaining why the House Judiciary Committee, of which he is 
a member, cannot vote on an Impeachment resolve based 
on a much broader scope of charges against the President 
before late spring or early summer. 

Father Drinan represents a congressional district 
which is perhaps the most liberal in the United States. It 
voted overwhelmingly for George S. McGovern in the 1972 
Presidential election. The priest-congressman estimated 
that between 50 and 55 per cent of the people in his district 
favor the Impeachment of President Nixon. 

If that appraisal is anywhere near correct—and 
Congressman Drlnan should know the sentiment of his 
district better than anyone—then a majority of the people of 
the United States probably are opposed to the impeachment 
of Nixon. 

President Nixon has a coterie of critics who would find 
something to complain about if Nixon hitch-hiked between 
Washington und San Clemente, surrendered all his tapes, 
files and private documents to Judge Sirica, Senator Ervin, 
Ralph Nader and anyone who wanted to take them to a 
cocktail party for entertainment—and then resigned. 

We are disposed to place Congressman Drinan in the 
category of those who can see nothing redeeming about 
President Nixon. But, apparently coached by someone such 
as Congressional Majority leader Thomas P. O’Neill, Jr., 
of Cambridge, Congressman Drinan went through the 
motions of being fair to President Nixon although he forgot 
Ills lines a few times. 

Congressman Drinan expressed the opinion that the 
chances President Nixon will be impeached by the House 
ure "about 50-50.” He dodged the question when he was 
asked what he thought the effect on the nation would be if 
President Nixon Is Impeached by a majority vote of the 
House but not removed by the Senate where a two-thirds 
vote would be required. 

"The House could try another year," he declared at one 
point. "Nixon obviously would be under great pressure to 
resign," Congressman Drinan asserted another time. 

But still at another turn in his Interview Father Drinan 
said Nixon "Might Just fight this out—and he might win. 
The people like a fighter." 

He quoted Majority Leader O'Neill as saying the im¬ 
peachment issue "is a question of conscience, not a partisan 
matter." 

Father Drlnan reported thut the disclosure which most 
"outraged" members of Congress was President Nixon's 
failure to pay state income taxes in California. Some ob¬ 
servers believe that should be a matter between Nixon and 
state tax officials in California. They don't quite see where 
Congress gets into the act on that charge. 

At the start of his interview Congressman Drinan said 
the House Judiciary Conuiuttee, headed by Chairman 
Peter Rodino, on which Drinan himself serves, needs more 
evidence on which to recommend the impeachment of 
President Nixon. "We need some Republicans," he added. 

later, however, in response to a query us to whether 
Democratic Congressmen are dragging their feel on the 
Impeachment of President Nixon In order to bring II closer 
to election, Father Drinan said: "A group of us ou the 
Judiciary Committee are pushing Chairman Peter 
Rodino." That did not sound as if he felt a dire need for 
more evidence. 

Congressman Drinan voiced the belief that there could 
he "a real wipeout of Congressmen next fall." He said he 
felt a tidal wave of public indignation resulting from the 


feeling over the Watergate mess cou''. wash away a lot of 
Congressmen. 

Father Drinan was one of three Massachusetts 
Congressmen who voted against the appointment of Gerald 
Ford to succeed Spiro Agnew as Vice President The others 
were Congressmen John Joseph Moakley of South Boston 
and Michael Harrington of the North Shore, both liberals. 

Asked about this, Congressman Drlnan said he opposed 
Ford's appointment as Vice President because of Ford's 
poor voting record. He said Ford had voted against prac¬ 
tically all civil rights legislation and much social and 
housing legislation. 

When an interviewer observed that Congress has not 
shown much disposition to stand up to President Nixon, 
Congressman Drinan replied: “History is on the side of the 
people who say we will not face up to the impeachment of 
the President.” 

At another point he remarked that an extraordinary 
situation would exist if President Nixon resigned or was 
removed from office, Ford became President and then 
picked a new Vice President 

“We would have both a President and a Vice President 
who were not elected," Father Drinan pointed out. 

Commenting on a poll which showed Ford the leading 
candidate for the Republican Presidential nomination and 
running ahead of Senator Edward M. Kennedy on a straw 
vote, Congressman Drinan expressed the conviction that 
Ford will not be so popular when the people know more 
about his voting record. “The black community would not 
support Ford," he remarked. 

Father Drinan said Congress is opposed to providing 
public funds to finance Congressional campaigns, he said 
the oil companies are to blame for the oil crisis. “They have 
conspired to push up prices and to stifle competition,” be 
charged. 

"If the oil companies remain totally resistant, we'll 
have to nationalize the oil industry. We could make the oil 
companies public utilities," declared Congressman Drlnan 
who did not seem in as much a rush for the Impeachment of 
President Nixon as he was last August 

GOP Leaders Planning 
Drive Against Sargent 

A group of prominent, Influential and well-to-do 
Republicans will meet shortly to plan a campaign against 
Governor Francis W. Sargent. 

They may be able to set the stage for Sarge's downfall 
in next November's election, but there does not appear to be 
any way they can prevent him from achieving 
renominatlon even though they apparently have persuaded 
a strong candidate to stand against him in the Republican 
primary. 

Two highly respected Republican business executives 
have spoken out against Governor Sargent In recent weeks. 
They are automobile dealer Peter Fuller of Brookline, son 
of the late Governor Alvan T. Fuller, and Quinttn J. Criaty 
of Worcester. 

Fuller and Crlsty reflect the feelings of a very sub¬ 
stantial number of Republicans so their statements cannot 
be bruslied off lightly. 

Both declared they would support Attorney General 
Robert H. Quinn against Governor Sargent if Quinn is 
nominated as the Democratic candidate for Governor. 

Cristy said it would not distress him U either Quinn or 
ex-Represeulative Michael Dukakis of Brookline toppled 
Sargent although he made clear his preference for Quinn. 

Other Republicans and Independents, however, have 
asserted that Dukakis is too far to the left for them to 
support and that they cunnot accept some of his extreme 
views. 

Cristy, who has been trying unsuccessfully to persuade 
Elliot RichHidson to run for Governor, has a personal 


grievance against Governor Sargent.

The Worcester businessman was the Republican 
nominee against former Governor’s Councillor William 
McManus, also of Worcester, in 1970. 

But when Sargent appointed McManus Register of 
Probate for Worcester County, he ignored Cristy and 
named Wayne Thomas of Worcester, an unsuccessful 
Republican candidate for the House of Representatives, to 
succeed McManus on the Executive Council 

Cristy, who is much more prominent than Thomas in 
Republican circles, was understandably miffed by the 
Governor's action and fired with both barrels at Mr. 
Sargent In a sharply worded letter he resigned from his 
posts as a director and member of the Republican Club of 
Massachusetts. 

Other influential sons and daughters of the GOP 
criticize Governor Sargent for appointing too many 
Democrats and for not doing enough to build up the 
Republican party In Massachusetts. 

Governor Sargent replies that he could not survive 
politically In overwhelmingly Democratic Massachusetts 
on Republican votes alone and that to have a chance of 
winning reelectlon he must appoint some Democrats. 

In all fairness, Sarge, of course, is right. The same 
political philosophy was preached and practised by 
Christian A. Herter and John A. Volpe although Herter and 
Volpe did a much better job of maintaining friendly 
relations with the various groups in the Republican party 
than has Governor Sargent 

Sarge either Is not as good a politician as were Volpe 
and Herter, or his advisers are not as astute as were those 
of Herter and Volpe who appointed Democrats bat did not 
import out-of-staters almost every time they had a key 
position to filL 

Governor Sargent’s foes in the Republican party ap¬ 
parently have succeeded In persuading Middlesex County 
Sheriff John J. Buckley to stand against Sarge in next 
September’s GOP primary. 

Buckley Is a good vote-getter and an excellent cam¬ 
paigner. But Republican voters In Massachusetts are not In 
the habit of giving the heave-ho to sitting Governors even 
though Sarge has brought on his troubles by his failure to 
maintain harmony In his own party. 

State's Top Elected 
Officials Underpaid 

Governor Francis W. Sargent is not the highest salaried 
official in the state government, as you might reasonably 
assume. He wields the greatest power, assumes the largest 
responsibility, has the broadest scope of duties but does not 
get the most pay. 

The latter distinction belongs to Edward J. King, the 
director of the Massachusetts Port Authority, the man in 
charge of the Logan Airport and of promoting shipping In 
the Port of Boston. 

< One of the reasons member* of the businesi community 
are disenchanted with Sarge is that they claim his ad¬ 
ministration has been harassing King, a charge that has 
some foundation in feet.) 

All this proves is that the people of Massachusetts are 
not generous with their elected officials. 

A man In private Industry who performed similar 
duties and assumed responsibilities comparable to those of 
Governor Sargent would be paid at least 1100,000 a year and 
probably substantially more. 

Mr. Sargent draws a salary of M0,MM a year. More than 
a dozen Governor* aero** the United Stale* are paid higher 
salarie*. 

The salary of the Governor of Massachusetts probably 
will be Increased from MO,000 to 150,000 by the legislature 
this year, re-establishing him as the highest paid state 
official. But the raise will not become effective until Jan. 1 
of next year. So Sarge will have to win reelection to another 
term in order to overtake King on the salary scale. 
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Criminal Justice is Everyone's Problem Energy Questions Need Answers 


Editor, Newton Graphic: 

It is a plain, if painful, reality 
that criminals, crime and the 
criminal justice system are a 
part of — and not apart from — 
the rest of society. 

This fact, though, often is 
ignored when we discuss the 
problems of criminal justice 
and propose methods for 
reducing crime. 

Still, each of us has a 
(however) reluctant willingness 
to admit that criminals do not 
materialize out of some vicious 
vacuum. They are human and 
carry within them the potential 
to achieve our brightest dreams 
and darkest nightsmares. 

The degree to which we ac¬ 
cept or deny this reality 
determines, to a large extent, 
how we react to crime and 


respond to criminals. 

Because we are confused — 
knowing, but wanting to deny, 
the human commonality of the 
“criminal” and the “citizen" — 
it is not particularly surprising 
that our attitudes toward 
criminal justice lack either 
rhyme or reason. 

For example, during 1973, the 
Massachusetts General Court 
acted favorably on two an¬ 
tithetical bills designed to deal 
with crime. A bill (S1976) to re¬ 
establish the death penalty 
passed both branches of the 
legislature. Only a lonely, last- 
minute veto by Governor 
Sargent killed it. Another bill 
(SI592) would have expanded 
the proven concept of pre-trial 
diversion. Supported by the 
unlikely combination of 


Senators McCann and 
Backman, it also passed both 
branches and then — just prior 
to enactment — was referred to 
a study committee where it died 
in a classic example of capital 
(hill) punishment 

Senator Backman has re¬ 
submitted the pre-trial diver¬ 
sion bill and it appears certain 
that some version of a death 
penalty bill will be re-filed. 

So the 1974 Massachusetts 
General Court and we who they 
are sworn to serve, will be 
confronted again with a 
question of progress vs. panic. 

Passing a death penalty bill, 
aside from being an apathetic 
cop-out on our ability to correct 
criminal behavior, would be 
attacking the problem at the

wrong end... when it is too late 
to save the lives of innocent 
victims. On the other hand, 
implementing the proven ap¬ 
proach of pre-trial diversion 
would provide early in¬ 
tervention and treatment for 
those inclined toward crime. It 
could salvage lives of potential 
offenders and save the lives of 
possible victims. 

It would be unfair to imply 
that legislators bear the entire 
burden to choose: pre-trial 
diversion or capital 
punishment; thumbs up or 
thumbs down; life or death. 

For they only represent us. As 
human beings, with our own 
dreams and nightmares, what 
do we value most: our faith in 
progress or our fear of our¬ 
selves?

The Public Works Committee has a new 
chairman, Michael Antonellis of Ward 5, and 
four new members, Gaynor, Morris, Tennant 
and McGrath. 

The Street Traffic Committee also has a 
new chairman, David Cohen of Ward 7 Other 
new members are Gaynor, Morris, Dietz and 
Barkin. . 

The new chairman of the Franchises & 
Licenses Committee is Michael Lipof of Ward 
6. McDonnell, Jefferson, Schur, White, and 
Eliot Cohen are the new members. 

Jackson remains as chairman of the City 
Planning Committee, with only two changes 
in the committee membership, Susan Schur 
taking Uehlein’s seat and White filling 
Crosby’s vacated seat. 

The Legislation & Rules Committee will 
again be chaired by Thomas Concannon of 
Ward 2, with the only membership change

Region Gets 
$69,000 

BOSTON (UPI) — The New 
England Regional Commission 
announced today it has funded 
four programs costing 169,000 to 
assist the region in dealing with 
the energy crisis. 

In a joint statement released 
by Massachusetts Gov. Francis 
W. Sargent and Russell F. Mer- 
riman, federal co-chairman of

information system. 

The projects funded are: 
$16,000 to the Charles River As¬ 
sociates of Cambridge to study 
gasoline rationing; $26,000 to a 
Washington, D C. firm to study 
coal conversion; $5,000 to the 
Mitre Corp of Bedford to devel¬ 
op an energy information sys¬ 
tem; and $22,000 to a Maryland 
company to study regional air

Dennis Becker, a member of the study 
committee, and an Elm Road resident, asked 
the School Committee to remember safety 
factors affecting children in the Newton 
North area. 

Becker said that six children have been hit 
by cars near Newton North. He added that he 
thought the 400 limit for on-site parking was 
realistic. 

When questioned about how the 400 limit 
was going to solve safety problems, Becker 
said that it was better to have cars in a 
parking lot than on the street. Becker noted 
that when students park on the streets with 
one hour limits, they have to move their cars 
frequently. 

It was implied in the discussion that most of 
the on-site spaces would be intended for 
faculty and work-study students. 

The study committee’s recommendation, 
presented by Mrs. Reichard, was changed 
after lengthy debate. The maximum number 
of spaces was kept at 400, but it was not 
limited to on-site parking. The mayor was 
asked to try to accomplish this through the 
Planning Committee without infringement on 
athletic facilities. 

The motion was passed with School 
Committeeman Gerald Byrne and Mann 
abstaining. 

The School Committee also voted 
unanimously, with Mann abstaining, to 
request <648,796 in supplementary funds for 
salary adjustments from the mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Salary adjustments are going to cost 
<1,045,365, but <64,783 is available for transfer 
from other salary accounts. An additional 
<331,786 is recommended for transfer from 
other School Department accounts to help 
offset the salary adjustments. 

Fink noted that the transfers should not 
result In additional costs in next year's 
budget. 

Fink also said that he does not anticipate a 
supplementary budget request for fuel price 
increases.

Meat Facts

"The more meat you eat, the more you lose!" A 
commonly held misconception thanks to a succession of diet 
best-sellers over the last decade, all based on the old "Low 
carbohydrate" concept. All meat and no potatoes has been 
making a lot of jack for book publishers! 

Fact is, Just the opposite is true. Too much meat is 
fattening—particularly fatty, expensive, well-marbled 
steaks and roasts. Of course, you need meat for protein, but 
along with the extra meat protein comes the undesired, 
useless, artery-clogging, flab-inducing animal fat. And fat 
is the most fattening food there is... double the calories of 
protein or carbohydrate. A rib steak contains nearly four 
times as many fat calorics as protein calories. 

Fat diets have Americans clearing their plates of 
perfectly good foods like potatoes, pasta, rice bread, 
vegetables and fruit, and filling up instead on animal 
food. 

The foods these fads favor—meat, cheese, eggs, cream, 
butter and the like—are the chief sources of cholesterol and 
saturated fat in the American diet Reason, perhaps, why 
we have the highest heart attack rate in the world! 

Demand for these foods, and disinterest in “grown 
foods"—grains, fruits, vegetables—also contribute to our 
high food bills. 

If you’d save on calories, cost and your cholesterol 
count follow these tips: 

—Don’t overfeed on meat. Six ouces a day is all you 
really need. 

—Choose low-fat poultry, seafood, veal and "variety 
meats” (liver, etc.) at least as often as you choose beef, 
lamb, pork and ham. For each pound of beef or ham you 
buy, pick up a corresponding quantity of chicken or fish. 
Then cook and serve it. Cheaper, too! 

—Don’t pay a premium price for extra fat and calories, 
the fattest cuts and grades also happen to be the most 
expensive, even though they offer less protein. "Prime” 
beef has five percent more fat than “choice," which in turn 
has six percent more fat than “good" grade. 

—Brush up on meat anatomy. Cuts from middle of 
the animal are the fattest and most expensive. (Rib roasts^ 
loin chops, etc.). Front end cuts (shoulder, chuck) cos^^l 
in cash and calories, while the “back end” represeuapK 
best calorie bargain of all. Beef round, leg of lamj^^sn or 
cured ham ... all cut from the hind leg . .^^(relatively 

—The younger, the slimmer! Veaj^Haby cow") has 
less fat than full-grown beef. Fryin^Wcken has only one- 
fifth the fat of stewing fowl. A smNFyoung turkey has less 
than half the calories per pound of a fat mature bird. 

—Frying adds calories, but baking, broiling and bar¬ 
becuing reduces them. Less tender meats can be marinated 
in wine, citrus juice or other acid liquid, or tenderized with 
commercial tenderizers before going on the spit or rack. 

—Stews, ragouts, pot roasts and other slow-simmer 
dishes should be prepared ahead of time, then refrigerated 
until dinner time, so the fat can rise to the surface for 
removal. 

—Turn the liquid into fat-free gravy and serve it over 
vegetables and modest portions of pasta, rice, noodles or 
potatoes to cut down on meat intake and calories.

Sunday dinner. The phrase conveys a 
wonderful nostalgic picture, and now that 
Sunday driving is frowned upon, the reward 
may be more family togetherness.

Chapter 766 Legislation

The Newton chapter of the 
Association for Children with 
Learning Disabilities 
(N.A.C.L.D.) will learn about 
Chapter 766 legislation to aid 
handicapped children at its Jan. 
16 meeting. 

Co-sponsor of the bill 
Representative Michael Daley 
will join John Cull inane and 
Gerald Peterson of Newton’s 
Pupil Personnel Services in an 
explanatory session at the 
Newton Comer Elks Hall at 8 
p.m. 

Daley will discuss the 
background for Chap. 766, in¬ 
cluding general guidelines for 
developing the formula for 
funding to cities and towns. 
Cull inane, director of Pupil 
Personnel Services and Special 


Education for Newton city 
schools, and Peterson, director 
of special education, will 
discuss implementation of the 
legislation in Newton. 

Following the three speakers 
will be a question and answer 
period for parents. 

Chief aim of the Bartley- 
Daley bill is to assume the right 
to education of every child, no 
matter what his handicap may 
be. Other major points of the 
legislation are to end 
sometimes discriminatory 
labelling of the child, and to 
establish the right of the parent 
to consultation in educational 
plans for the child. 

Learining disabilities 
(sometimes called “perceptual 
handicaps" or “dyslexia") 


affect as many as eight million 
school children nationwide. 
These children suffer in varying 
degrees an inability to deal with 
letters and numbers as 
symbols, but they usually have 
normal or superior intelligence. 

N.A.C.L.D. is a group of 
parents and professionals 
working to help understand and 
solve the problems a learning 
disabilities child faces at home, 
in school and in the community.

3 tablespoons cold water 

2 cups dairy eggnog 
1 cup heavy cream 
V« cup sugar 

Vi cup salt 

3 teaspoons vanilla extract 
Ground nutmeg (optional) 

Prepare and cool baked pie shell. 

Soften gelatin in cold water. Heat eggnog 
in a saucepan over low heat for 3 minutes. 
Do notallow to boil. Stir in softened gelatin 
and continue heating until gelatin is 
dissolved, about 2 minutes. Remove from 
heat and place In refrigerator to chill until 
mixture is the consistency of unbeaten egg 
white. Beat with rotary beaters until 
smooth.

THE BASIC BAGEL 
lVi cups warm water (105-115 Fdeg. 
F.) 

1 pkg. active dry yeast or 1 cake 
compressed yeast 
3 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 
4Vi cups unsifted flour (approx.) 
Rinse a large bowl under hot water (to 
warm bowl). Pour In the one and a half 
cups of warm water. Sprinkle or crumble 
yeast on top; stir until dissolved. Stir in 
sugar, salt and enough flour to make a soft 
dough. Turn out onto a lightly floured 
board and knead about 10 minutes (adding 
flour to board as needed) until dough is 
smooth and elastic. Cover; let rise In a 
warm place, free from drafts, fifteen 
minutes. Punch down dough and roll on 
lightly floured board into a rectangle about 
5x9 Inches. Dough should be one Inch thick. 
Cut It into 12 equal strips with a floured 
knife.

Even Figures Are 
Changing in Japan 


By Solange Bertrand 

The traditionally small figure of the Japanese is 
changing. Even casual visitors to Japan notice the number 
of tall, slender figures among young Japanese, and the 
Japanese National Institute of Nutrition confirms the in¬ 
creases in height and weight 

Not that the Japanese have yet equaled American 
figures. The average Japanese girl of 20 is now about 5 feet 
tall, whereas the American average Is now 5’ 6”. It will 
probably take until 1995 for the Japanese average to attain 
that height 

Japanese in the past were seldom fat, but the same more 
abundant diet which has Increased height and weight has 
also brought the familiar problem of overweight Young 
girls are just as diet-conscious as American girls, while 
many older women are getting plump. 

Result: health centers are opening up, many of them in 
the shopping complexes the Japanese love. The health 
centers are just like ours, with exercise machines and 
saunas. 

Some observers claim that the growing use of chairs for 
seating is also affecting the Japanese figure. In proportion 
to the torso, the Japanses have always tended to have 
shorter legs than Americans do, partly, it seems, because of 
sitting on the strawmat floors.

A Look At Aerosols 


By SOLANGE BERTRAND 

From time to time, complaints about various aerosol- 
packed products have surfaced, ranging from fears that 
inhaling hair spray may be harmful to deaths resulting 
from young people foolishly sniffing the aerosol gas itself. 

However, data on aerosols has been almost entirely 
lacking, so the Federal Food and Drug Administration has 
decided to seek it out Inspectors are now visiting all 
manufacturers of what are called “drug" aerosols, in¬ 
cluding such products as feminine deodorant sprays, anti- 
perspitant sprays and breath sprays. 

The FDA is seeking detailed information on aerosols. 
Starting with container specifications, valve specifications, 
the names of designers and suppliers of same, the In¬ 
spectors are also seeking a complete description of the 
aerosol delivery system, the quality control systems for 
both formula and filling as well as a complete rundown of 
testing systems. 

The FDA is particularly interested in testing for safety 
done by the manufacturer or by outside sources such as 
professional laboratories. If the manufacturer relies on 
previously published information rather than tests, the 
FDA wants to know what studies were used as the basis for 
the manufacturer’s belief that the product is safe for nor¬ 
mal use. 

In seeking all this information, the FDA Isn’t Implying 
that there’s anything wrong with any aerosol product The 
agency is simply seeking enough information in order to be 
able to evaluate standards for aerosols. Without these, it’s 
not possible even to know whether a complaint is justified 
or not 

The aerosol investigation is one part of a long-range 
program the FDA is setting up for various cosmetic and 
toiletry fields, which should result in a far-reaching set of 
standards for better consumer service.

"Non-smokers can protect the 
health, comfort and safety of 
everyone,” the document 
states, by insisting on ( 1 ) the 
right to breathe clean air, free 
from harmful and irritating 
tobacco smoke; (2) the right to 
express their discomfort and to 
object when smokers light up 
without asking permission; and 
(3) the right to act through 
legislative channels or social 
pressures to restrict smoking in 
public places. 

The “Please don’t smoke" 
emblem is based on an in¬ 
ternationally used symbol, part 
of a series of safety and warning 


signs. It consists of acrossed-out 
cigarette within a circle. The 
symbol is the focal point of 
posters, table tents and other 
display materials distributed by 
the Council. 

The harmful effects of smoke 
breathed in by non-smokers 
who are frequently a captive 
audience in close quarters with 
smokers will be pointed up as 
part of the campaign. A more 
recent report by the Surgeon 
General has stated that tobacco 
smoke can result in various 
allergic symptoms and serious 
discomfort among those who 
are exposed to a polluted at¬ 
mosphere caused by smokers. 
It can be particularly harmful 
to those already suffering from 
lung or heart ailments. 

During Smoking Education 
Week, clubs, organizations and 
medical groups will be asked to 
endorse the "Non-Smokers Bill 
of Rights" and to request 
members to refrain from 
smoking during meetings or to 
set aside separate smoking 
areas. Physicians, dentists and 
other health professionals will 
be asked to restrict smoking in

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National Education Week On Smoking Jan. 11-17 


"Non-smokers have rights 
too!" is the theme of National 
Education Week on Smoking 
which will be observed in the 
Norfolk County-Newton area 
from Jan. 11 through 17. The 
opening date marks the 10th 
anniversary of the U. S. 
Surgeon General's report which 
linked cigarette smoking with 
major health problems such as 
cancer and heart and lung 
diseases. 1 

Purpose of this year's 
campaign is to emphasize that 
non-smokers have a right to 
breathe clean air and to in¬ 
fluence smokers to show 
greater consideration for those 
who do not smoke by restricting 
their habit in public places. 

National Education Week on 
Smoking is sponsored annually 
by the National Interagency 
Council on Smoking and Health. 
The Council membership in¬ 
cludes 34 national organizations 
interested in health and 
medicine. Their state and local 
units all over the country, as 
well as local interagency 
councils, will cooperate in the 
campaign. In this area, the 
sponsor is the Norfolk County- 
Newton Lung Association. 

National Honorary Chairman 
for the week-long educational 
campaign is Rep. C. W. Bill 
Young of Florida, a leading 
proponent of non-smokers’ 
rights. Rep. Young has in¬ 
troduced a bill into the House 
(H. R. 1309) requiring separate 
smoking and non-smoking

On Channel 2 

On Monday, January 14, 
“Pulmonary Disease: The 
Hidden Enemy”—the third 
program in “The Killers" 
medical documentary series- 
will be broadcast from 8 to 9:30 
p.m. over Channel 2, the Public 
Broadcasting Service. 

The Norfolk County-Newton 
Lung Association urges anyone 
interested in learning about 
emphysema, bronchitis, lung 
cancer, occupational lung 
diseases and other lung 
ailments to tune in on that 
evening. Pulmonary disease is | 
responsible for the deaths of! 
more than 150,000 Americans 1 
each year, according to the 


sections on Interstate planes, 
trains and buses. 

President of the local Lung 
Association, Dr. Marjorie 
Young, said the Smoking 
Education Week effort will 
center on obtaining widespread 
recognition for a "Please don't 
smoke" symbol representing 
the rights of the non-smoker and 
the introduction of a three-point 
statement drawn up by the 
Council, known as the "Non- 
Smoker’s Bill of Rights." 

"Non-smokers can protect the 


health, comfort and safety of 
everyone," the document 
states, by insisting on (1) the 
right to breathe clean air, free 
from harmful and irritating 
tobacco smoke; (2) the right to 
express their discomfort and to 
object when smokers light up 
without asking permission; and 
(3) the right to act through 
legislative channels or social 
pressures to restrict smoking in 
public places. 

The “Please don't smoke" 
emblem is based on an in¬ 


ternationally used symbol, part 
of a series of safety and warning 
signs. It consists of a crossed- 
out cigarette within a circle. 
The symbol is the focal point of 
posters, table tents and other 
display materials distributed by 
the Council. 

The harmful effects of smoke 
breathed in by non-smokers 
who are frequently a captive 
audience in close quarters with 
smokers will be pointed up as 
part of the campaign. A more 
recent report by the Surgeon 


General has stated that tobacco 
smoke can result in various 
allergic symptoms and serious 
discomfort among those who 
are exposed to a polluted at¬ 
mosphere caused by smokers. 
It can be particularly harmful 
to those already suffering from 
lung or heart ailments. 

During Smoking Education 
Week, clubs, organizations and 
medical groups will be asked to 
endorse the "Non-Smoker’s Bill 
of Rights" and to request 
members to refrain from 


smoking during meetings or to 
set aside separate smoking 
areas. Physicians, dentists and 
other health professionals will 
be asked to restrict smoking in 
their offices. Their influence 
also will be sought to persuade 
hospitals and other health care 
facilities to limit smoking. 
Cooperation also will be 
requested of business and in¬ 
dustry to limit smoking among 
employees. State and local 
legislation will be sought to 
restrict or separate smokers in 


public places and conveyances. 

"It is anticipated that the 
efforts made or initiated during 
National Education Week on 
Smoking will serve as a 
springboard for a continuous 
program to assert the rights of 
the non-smoker and to seek the 
cooperation of the smoker in 
respecting them," Dr. Young 
said. “For far too long non- 
smokers have suffered in 
silence the discomforts and 
threats to their health caused by 
inconsiderate smokers. As the 


educational campaign against 
smoking has developed, many 
non-smokers have realized that 
they constitute a two-to-one 
majority in relation to smokers. 
They nre now expressing 
themselves more and more in 
words and actions to establish 
that their rights have priority 
over those of smokers, where 
these rights conflict.”

Faulkner Director Going To St. Elizabeth's 


Obituaries 


John A. Blanchard, president 
of the Faulkner Hospital, an¬ 
nounced today the resignation 
of William J, Skerry, director of 
the Faulkner Hospital for the 
past eight years. Skerry will 
become executive director of St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital in Brighton 
effective Feb. 15, according to a 
statement by St. Elizabeth's 
trustees. 

Associate Director of the 
Faulkner James V. Kerrigan 
will begin to serve as acting 
director at that time. 


Skerry was instrumental in 
getting the Faulkner's building 
program under construction. 
He was also active in 
developing a comprehensive 
plan for the delivery of health 
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care to the community, 
developing and organizing new 
services at the Faulkner and 
working to merge the Faulkner 
Hospital, Doctors Hospital and 
the Adams Nervine Clinic. 

Under Skerry's leadership, 
the Faulkner established a 
Department of Community 
Medicine to work with com¬ 
munity health care committees 
in meeting the health needs of 
the community. Innovations in 
nursing education have also 
been developed, and a division 
of Personnel and Educational 
Services has been created to 
coordinate the Faulkner’s 
training programs. 

“Skerry leaves,” Blanchard 
said, "at a time when the 
Faulkner's construction 
program is going forward 


rapidly, its financing package Is 
completed, and the desperately 
needed new building is assured. 
We are sorry to lose Bill, but the 
position offered to him 
represents a substantial op¬ 
portunity." 

The Faulkner is currently in 
the midst of a $29.5 million 
construction program, com¬ 
pletion of which will result in 
the entire replacement of its 
present 40- to 70-year-old 
facilities. A 580-car garage has 
been completed and is fully 
operational. Presently under 
construction is a new hospital 
which will contain 240 medical- 
surgical beds, 15 short-term 
psychiatric beds, and office 
space for 40 physicians. The 
new building has been designed 
to enable the Faulkner to meet 


the drastically and 
dramatically changing concept 
of community health care 
delivery. 

Before coming to the 
Faulkner, Skerry was an ad¬ 
ministrator at Somerville 
Hospital and the assistant 
director at lyialden Hospital. He 
is a past president of the 
Massachusetts Hospital 
Association, a trustee of the 
New England Hospital 
Assembly, a member of the 
American Hospital Assocation, 
a past member of the board of 
directors of the Greater Boston 
Hospital Association, and a 
Fellow of the American college 
of Hospital Administrators. 
Skerry received a master’s 
degree in hospital ad¬ 
ministration from St. Louis 


University and a bachelor of 
arts degree from Tufts 
University. 

As executive director of St 
Elizabeth's, Skerry will again 
be Involved in planning for 
construction — this time of a 
proposed $10 million, seven- 
story structure below St. 
Elizabeth's present hospital 
complex. 

"My decision to accept the 
offer of St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital," Skerry said, "was 
motivated by my hope that I can 
use the knowledge and ex¬ 
perience gained at the Faulkner 
to make a greater contribution 
there to the health care field." 

A native of Massachusetts, 
Skerry, his wife and five 
children live in Newton Centre.

Bud Grant then let it all hang 
out. 

He never raised his voice, but 
he got his message across 


perfectly. The field was okay 
but the dressing quarters were 
terrible. 

"Just take a look in the locker 
room,” Grant said. “No 
lockers, no place to hang your 
clothes. The league has had a 
whole year to make these 
arrangements." 

Well, who was the one 
responsible? 

“The league is responsible," 
said Grant, “and Pete Rozelle 
rums the league." 

Reporters immediately head¬ 
ed for the Vikings’ dressing 
room. Jim Hefferman, the 
NFC’s director of information, 
said no newsmen were permit¬ 
ted inside.

"Bud Grant says it’s okay to 
go inside," someone said to 
Hcffernan, and seconds later 
Grant appeared coming in from 
the field.

"You don’t look that upset," 
one newsman said to Grant "I 
only get upset about those 
things I’m responsible for.

Joe Irvine, of the rubicund 
face, the expensively tailored 
clothes, the amiable, friendly 
manner, obviously didn’t get to 
know the star mentioned in the 
title of his new production, 
"Day Of The Dolphin.” 

But in the ghetto like environs 
of 5 Spring Street Boston where 
Joe was born (and where the 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital now stands proudly, 
with Spring Street only a vague 
memory) there would not have 
been room for a whale or for 
much else. Once when the 
successful, prosperous film 
tycoon came back to Boston in 
connection with "Hercules," his 
great financial hit (it was not 
received with huzzas ar¬ 
tistically) enthusiastic publicity 
men from New York wanted a 
touching picture of him stan¬ 
ding outside his old, broken 
down birthplace.

Watergate, according to the 
National Education Association 
(NEA), has invaded the 
nation’s classrooms, and 
despite the fact that it is a 
controversial subject, teachers 
cannot pretend it doesn't exist. 

The subject of Watergate is a 
natural for stimulating student 
thinking and making govern¬ 
ment, history and other sub¬ 
jects come alive. But how does a 
teacher deal with a hot topic 
like Watergate without getting 
burned? 

NEA asked the advice of 
Professor Philip B. Kurland, 
professor at University of 
Chicago Law School, and 
considered by many experts to 
be one of the nation’s out¬ 
standing authorities on the 
constitution. 

Kurland emphasizes par¬ 
ticularly the need to take 
Watergate out of the realm of 
personalities and to deal with it 
factually, comparatively, in- 
and historically 
icause “current events cannot 
be isolated as if they have no 
antecedent!" 

Among his many suggestions 
the Chicago law professor urges 
teachers to compare the in¬ 
tentions of the Founding 
Fathers to where this country is 
now in terms of Watergate. 
Important issues raised by 
Watergate, according to 
Kurland, will not be dealt with 
in the courts. He specifically 
points to the undue ac¬ 
cumulation of power in the 
executive branch of govern¬ 
ment because of a willing 
surrender of authority by the 
legislative branch and the 
subsequent abuse of that power. 

When Kurland was 
questioned as to how he treats 
Watergate on the college level, 
he answered that "his effort is 
to bring undergraduates some 
concept of how legal rules are 
applicable in practical 
situations. Watergate," he said, 
"gives a backdrop for dealing 
with a large number of con¬ 
stitutional questions — and such

a popular subject assures 
student interest." 

As to dealing with Watergate 
in the elementary-secondary 
classrooms where teachers 
have less leeway than college 
professors, Kurland suggested 
that the issues of separation of 
powers and impeachment be 
emphasized. 

He recommends a factual 
basis and an historical and 
comparative government ap¬ 
proach as likely to be the most 
productive of real analysis; and 
that teachers must make it a 
point to confine themselves to 
facts. 

Kurland fears that the real 
danger is that Watergate will be 
a sensational, short-lived affair. 

Then apathetic students really 
do have something to worry 
about, he said. ‘But, teacher- 
student concern at the 
moment,” he added, "should be 


symbol to this country to th* 
same extent that the Dreyfus 
case was a symbol to France In' 
the late 19th century. 

“The best way to see that the 
legislative branch does its duty 
(supervise the executive) is for 
the people to keep themselves 
informed and to let their 
legislators know what they want 
done," soys Kurland, 

Teachers frequently come 
under attack for bringing 
controversial issues to the 
classroom. However-, 
Watergate can and should be 
aired, not from the point of 
view of personalities, but from 
the framework of American 
institutions, of history, the law, 
current events or whatever 
might be relevant. One of the 
primary functions of the 
teacher is to teach students to 
raise questions, and in that 


to see that Watergate docs not context Watergate can serve as 
die, that Watergate becomes a a formidable learning tool. 

Bodily Defense 
Intrigues Many 


Our bodies have a defense 
system almost as complicated 
as our country's. How our cells 
send out defense alerts and fight 
off invaders is a subject cap¬ 
tivating medical researchers. 

What happens when we 
breathe in invaders like TB 
germs, cigarette smoke, cold 
viruses, pollutant particles? 
One researcher — Dr. Richard 
W. Leu of the University of 
Oklahoma, whose work is 
supported by the American 
Lung Association — is in¬ 
vestigating the activities of one 
major line of defense in the 
lungs, the macrophages. 

Macrophages are scavenger 
cells that literally eat germs, 
viruses and other assaulters. 
Dr. tau is trying to find our 
exactly how they spring into 
action and why they often fail to 
digest and conquer. 

Another researcher, Dr. N. 


Mark Richard of the University 
of Illinois Medical Center, is 
exploring how the macrophages! 
fight off TB germs in particular. 
When the macrophages alone 
gulp down the TB germs, the 
germs simply keep on 
multiplying inside the 
macrophage. But when the 
macrophages join forces with 
smaller, white blood cells, then 
the macrophages develop the 
power to digest the TB germs 
and keep them from 
reproducing. 

I)r. Richard’s research 
suggests that the joint defense 
action is triggered by some kind 
of chemical messages or cell-to- 
cell contact. 

"If you can determine by 
cellular structure which people 
will have trouble fighting off 
TB," Dr. Richards says, "you 
can single out those people 
ahead of time as high risks

Vienna In 1918 


60 Years Of Photography 
Displayed At Branch Library

As promised last week, this 
column contains three games 
from the Newton YMCA 
tournament, held in late 
December. All are played by 
local players with some in¬ 
teresting "off the board" items 
pertaining to each one. The first 
two are from the rated tour¬ 
nament, and the last game is 
from the novice elementary 
section, won by the winner of 
this game, Bryon Snodgrass of 
Newtonville. 

Complete tournament win¬ 
ners and other details may be 
found in last week's Chess 
Chatter. 

The first game is played by 
Andy Schmidt against Steve 
Wood of Worcester, who won the 
unrated prize. In the first round, 
with White against a nine-year- 
old, I reached the same position 
as in the game presented here 
at 11 moves deep! A nine-year- 
old! Benny Evans of Allston, 
whose father was a co-director 
of the tournament. 

Schmidt-Evans continued 11, 
P-N5 12 P-Q5 N-R5 13 PxP NxB 
14 QxN R-Nl (threatens P- 
QR4). In the game Wood- 
Schmidt, Black loses the thread 
of the game with 16, K-Rl. 
White’s 18 Q-Q3 and Black’s 
blunder of 18 PxP sets up a 
mate at Black's KR2, and to 
prevent that, Schmidt had to 
give up material and resigned 
shortly there after. Wood went 
on in the final round to lose to 
Danny Shiman of the Highlands 
and give Shiman a perfect 4-0 
score to become co-winner. 

The second game is Arbeiter- 
Goodrow, round 4. Both players 
are local, Arbeiter from Newton 


Centre, Goodrow from 
Watertown, and both were 
undefeated at the time. In 7, 
QN-Q2 loses (perhaps gambits) 
a pawn, but the fine 17 P-B5 
wins it back. If White plays 18 
NPxP (18 KPxP QxQ) then 
Black gets a wicked attack with 
18 NxBP, 19 Q-B3 N-Q8, 20 Q-K2 
Q-B4, followed by B-R5 and 
ganging up on the poor White 
KBP. 

After 23, White's position 
looks shaky at best, but 
Arbeiter has calculated all 
variations and holds on until he 
blunders on 27 BxRP. Shades of 
Fischer-Spassky, match game 
number one! Fischer also took a 
rook-pawn with the Bishop on 29 
BxRP and, like Fischer, 
Arbeiter’s Bishop got trapped. 
A fitting finish! 

The final game is Bryon's 
best game from the tour¬ 
nament. Unknown to him, his 
opponent is a student of 
Arbeiter's at the Oak Hill 
Community School, where 
Arbeiter teaches chess. And 
both student and teacher lost 
critical games! Bryon won this 
on his way to a 4-0 sweep, and 
Goodrow beat Arbeiter to score 
his 4-0 win of the rated section. 

In Schlossman-Snodgrass, 
White is way down in 
development by move 9, but 
Black also makes a mistake 
with 13 P-KR4, where the 
simple 13 N-K4 is fine. Note that 
the interposition after 14 B-N5ch 
15 P-B3 fails to 15 BxPch 16 K- 
Q2 N-K4 17 R-Bl RxBch 18 K-B2 
B-N5 and Black is better than in 
the text. Of course, taking the 
bait at 17 NxP loses, but White 
was ‘busted’ anyway. Enjoy 
them! 


A retrospective exhibition of 60 years of 
photography is on display at the Newtonville 
Branch Library, 345 Walnut St., Newtonville, 
through Jan. 31.

Big Plans For 
Building Dept. 

New Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson is full of 
plans for his department, which he discussed informally 
with the aldermanic Public Buildings Committee last week. 

To bring the department up to snuff, Larson is asking 
for a staff increase of 16 people in the 1974-1975 budget. 

Describing the Buildings Department before he came 
to work for the city as a "hip-pocket operation," Larson 
outlined to the committee what he sees as the deficiencies of 
the department, proper operation, and the staff necessary 
to run the department as it should be run. 

Most of the additional personnel Larson will ask for are 
to beef up the maintenance staff. For example, he would 
add six “craftsmen” and two general workers to the roster. 
The increase, he says will not only save money by avoiding 
the use of so many outside contractors but also willmake for 
a more efficient operation by providing faster repairs when 
they are done by the city. 

The city currently employs no in-house electricians; 
Larson would have three. He would increase the number of 
plumbers from two to four and add one person for heating- 
ventilation-air conditioning. 

Zoning inspection, an area which many aldermen and 
others have considered neglected over the years, would 
under Larson's proposal gain three inspectors solely for 
code enforcement and issuance of certificates of oc¬ 
cupancy. V 

The zoning inspection staff including the new personnel 
Larson wants, would still be short of ideal, Larson said, by 
about three inspectors. A city the size of Newton should 
have 15 inspectors, he said, while his department now lias 
nine. 

Larson will recommend a *500,000 five year plan for 
upkeep and maintenance of Newton's 110 public buildings. 

Any estimate on costs for school buildings, which are 
included in the 110 and are maintained by the Buildings 
Department, must be uncertain until the definition of 
"maintenance and repair" according to the city charter is 
cleared up. 

The charter gives the School Department a main¬ 
tenance budget of not more than 4 per cent of the previous 
year's budget to be used by the department to have some of 
its own repairs made.

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Recommend $29M School Budget

A 1974-75 school budget of *29,301.612 was 
recommended to the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee by the school administration this,. v 
week. 

According to a lengthy budget document 
presented by the administration, the budget 
proposal represents a 7.8 per cent increase 
over the budget for 1973-74. 

The 1974-75 budget is for the fiscal year 
which begins on July 1, 1974. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink gave 
a general overview of the proposed budget. 
Fink attempted to explain the major reasons 
for an increase of $2,130,612 over 1973-74. 

Fink said that cost increases in five areas 
accounted for most of the overall increase in 
the budget. 

According to the administration, negotiated 
salary increases will cost an additional 
*1,172,611 in 1974-75. This takes into con¬ 
sideration staff reductions and anticipated 
turnover. 


Fink claimed that there would be a staff 
reduction of 25.5 professional positions and 
four aide positions. 

The additional personnel and tran¬ 
sportation costs required to meet a stale 
mandate on special education under Chapter 
766 adds $332,066 to the budget, according to 
Fink. 

Fink noted that a study group recom¬ 
mended adding 13 professional positions for 
special education. An addition of 6,5 positions 
is expected. 

An additional $335,266 will be needed in 
1974-75 for increased heat and utility costs, 
according to the budget proposal. This figure 
assumes a 15 per cent reduction in fuel use 
because of the energy crisis. 

Fink said that the increased cost of student 
transportation (excluding additional 
requirements from Chapter 766) will come to 
*64,332 in 1974-75. 

The final major item Fink noted was the 
cost of equipment for Newton North High 
School. The budget report said that "as of 


September, 1973 the total needs for equipment 
were estimated at *445,227." 

Fink proposed to spread this cost over the 
next three years. The administration 
recommended spending *150,000 for equip¬ 
ment in 1974-75. 

The budget report noted that the cost of 
these five items came to *2,054,275, or *76,337 
less than the overall increase in the budget. 
The remaining *76,337 is needed for books, 
supplies and equipment. 

Fink explained some of the procedure used 
in compiling the budget recommendation. He 
said that people from the personnel depart- 
ment visited every school and sat down with 
principals to talk about needs. 

Fink said that the previous budget period 
was 18 months, from Jan. 1, 1973 to June 30, 
1974. Administration officials calculated 
*27,250,858 to be the amount allocated for the 
period July 1, 1973 to June 30, 1973 from the 
overall 18 month budget of *43,039,781. The 
claim of a 7.8 per cent budget increase for 
19733-74 was based on the 12 month figure. 


Several members of the School Committee 
noted the decline in school population in 
recent years. 

"I understand the school population is going 
to be below 16,000 for the first time in some 
years," School Committee Chairman 
Emeritus Manuel Beckwith commented. 

Beckwith said that the budget would 
require some "surgery" to ease the tax 
burden of Newton residents. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
remarked that the present school enrollment 
is close to what it was in 1957. Mandell asked 
for an explanation of the distribution of the 
additional personnel added since that time. 

Fink replied that the services provided by 
the schools now are substantially different 
from those provided in 1957. 

Fink said that in 1957 there were three art 
teachers while now there are 13; there were 
two reading teachers in 1957, now there are 
16,8; there were five special education per-

Emotions Surface 
In NCDF Hearing

Accusations of "blackmail" and threats of rescinding 
the gift of the Vale to the city were among the significant 
points in last week's hearing on site plans of the Newton 
Community Development Foundation i.NCDFi. 

NC'DF's presentation was made by NCDF President 
Rev. Gilbert S. Avery, who asked that the Board of 
Aldermen approve 50 units of housing in 25 townhouses, to 
be clustered on the Hamlet St. site. 

Avery said the clustered townhouses were chosen 
because they would provide more open space and leave 
more of the trees now on the site. 

The clustered arrangement of the housing would result 
in a density of six units per acre, the lowest density for 
apartments or townhouses in the city. Avery said. 

Twenty of the 50 units would he for rental to the Newton 
Housing Authority for its subsidized housing program. 

NCDF has been actively trying to build low and 
moderate income housing since 1970, when it proposed a 
500-unit plan on 10 sites scattered throughout the city. Il 
failed to get rezoning and permissive use petitions for the 
proposal through the Board of Aldermen and took its case to 
die state Housing Appeals Committee, where hearings were 
conducted for more than a year. 

At the hearing last week. Avery announced NCDF has 
w ithdrawn its appeal to the state and is concentrating its 
efforts on the Hamlet Street site, which it owns outright, 
i Most of the other sites have been lost by attrition i 

The NCDF Hamlet Street housing would be for low and 
moderate income families, according to Avery, because 
NCDF is opposed to a concentration of low-income families 
in any development. 

Construction quality, design, management and tenant 
selection all would be subject to the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency. if MHFA agrees U> finance die project. 

Avery said NCDF has made the Phase 1 application to 
MHFA, and MHFA was "interested."

Improved Status Of Children 
Goal Of New Backman Legislation 


Seven pieces of legislation 
designed to improve the 
economic and social status of 
children have been filed by Sen. 
.lack Backman of Brookline. 

The major thrust of Sen. 
Hackman’s legislation is the 
first of the bills, which 
establishes a Children’s and 
Family Rights Act. 

The object of this legislation 
is to recognize the right of every 
child in the Commonwealth to 
grow up and develop in an 
environment where he or she is 
able to develop full potential in 
life. 


The main feature of the 
legislation provides a 10 per 
cent benefit increase in 
financial benefits to children's 
families now on welfare in 
March of 1975, as well as a cost 
of living increase every July. 
The goal of the proposal is over 
a period of time to reach the 
United States Department- of 
Labor Bureau of Labor 
Statistics low standard budget 
for a family of four. 

The bill parallels the in¬ 
creases in benefits in 1973 to the 
Elderly, Blind and Disabled. 
Also incorporated into the bill is 


a Commission to Study the 
Status of Children with regard 
to basic human rights such as 
nutrition, clothing, housing, 
health and special needs, 

A day-care bill authorizes the 
Office for Children to provide 
day care services to pre-school 
children of families who desire 
it, on a sliding-scale basis. 
Payments for full day, five-day- 
a-week day-care services would 
be provided on a sliding-scale 
basis for a parent who works 
full time or participates in full 
time training or education 
program. 


Jitney Service Proposed 


A 10-route jitney service, 
crisscrossing the city north of 
Route 9, has been proposed by 
Alderman Terry Morris to 
improve intracity tran¬ 
sportation. 

Under Morris’ proposal, 
which has been submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen the jitney 
service would be operated by 
Newton’s existing cab com¬ 
panies, which have a total of 60 
taxis. 

The proposed jitney service 
would provide transportation 
during the peak hours to and 
from MBTA stops with a walk of 
five minutes or less.

Clinic Director Fights 
Dismissal At Hearing 


Dr. Norman Bernstein, 
recently dismissed medical 
director of the Newton 
Guidance Clinic, was this week 
presenting his case against 
dismissal at a hearing before 
top-level members of the state 
Department of Mental Health. 

The hearing began Tuesday 
and at noon Wednesday was still 
in progress. 

Bernstein was dismissed as 
director of the Guidance Clinic 
by the Mental Health Depart¬ 
ment as of Jan. 5. His dismissal 
was effected, according to 
Newton - Wellesley - Weston 
Mental Health Area Associate 
Director Edward Sahatjian, so 
that a complete reorganization 
of the staff might Lake place. 

The clinic has been in 
upheaval since the departure of 
former director Dr. * William 


Stone last spring. 

The hearing, which was 
granted after court action by 
Dr. Bernstein, will determine 
whether his performance as 
director has fulfilled the 
requirements of the Mental 
Health Department, according 
to Shirley Bayles of the 
department. 

No witnesses from the clinic 
have testified, Ms. Bayles said, 
but there may be such 
testimony later. 

The Mental Health Denart- 
ment will decide on Bernstein's 
case within 48 hours alter me 
conclusion of the hearing, Ms. 
Bayles said. 

If the findings are against 
Bernstein his dismissal will be 
upheld, but no further 
proceedings will take place 
against Bernstein.

Keep Cars Off 
City Sidewalks 

Chief William F. Quinn an¬ 
nounced that the Newton 
Traffic Bureau reports that co¬ 
operation on the part of 
motorists getting their cars off 
Newton streets during the night 
has been extremely good. 

With the number of cars per 
household, many are parking on 
sidewalks, and this poses an 
additional problem on sidewalk 
plowing routes. 

School routes cover nearly all 
sidewalks and any car parked 
on a sidewalk during a snow 
storm will have to be towed. In 
the interim they will be 
tagged for parking on the 
sidewalk. Quinn hopes these 
drivers can find a more suitable 
place for their cars. 


Another bill authorizes the 
Office for Children, in 
cooperation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, to establish 
demonstration day-care 
programs in cities and towns 
throughout the state, to be used 
to educate and encourage 
communities to establish their 
own centers. 

The Model Newborn 
Children's Insurance bill is a 
concept gaining national 
recognition. Today many in¬ 
surance policies exclude 
newborn children for varying 
periods of time or exclude 
newborn children with medical 
problems. This legislation 
states that a child under family 
health insurance shall be in¬ 
sured from birth against injury 
and sickness. Congenital 
defects and birth abnormalities 
would also be covered. 

In the area of child health, an 
act establishing a statewide 
program of research, public 
information and individual 
screening and' diagnosis has 
been filed. This legislation 
seeks to promote the health of 
children through early iden¬ 
tification of preventable health 
hazards and handicapping 
conditions in potential and 
expectant parents. The Public 
Health Department would 
provide these services on a 
sliding scale basis in ac¬ 
cordance with the recipient’s 
ability to pay. 

Another bill established a 
commission to study the 
feasibility of state funding of the 
full cost of public school 
education, thus ending the 
inequities of the property tax 
now used to fund school 
systems. This would also 
automatically alleviate the 
ever-increasing property tax 
burden. 


Fire At 
Stearns 
School 

A fire at the Stearns School 
administration building caused 
an estimated $5,000-17,000 
damage this week. 

According to senior custodian 
Gene Sweeney, the fire broke 
out around 6 p.m. Tuesday 
because of a short circuit in an 
electric heater. 

The fire was in the support 
services office on the first floor. 
The office had to be closed down 
afterwards because of damage. 

A priest at a nearby church 
reported the fire. A heat 
detector in the ceiling also 
brought notice to the fire. 

Firefighters took ap¬ 
proximately 20 minutes to put 
out the fire according to 
Sweeney. 

“They did an excellent job, 
Sweeney commented.

Playground Toboggan Chute Opens 


The Newton Recreation 
Department's toboggan chute 
at the Newton Centre 
Playground opened on Jan. 5 
following the first measurable 
snowfall of the season and 
accompanying cold weather. 

As long as weather conditions 
permit the slide will be open 
from 2 to 5 p.m. in ihe afternoon 
and 7 to 10 p.m. in the evenings 
on weekdays, and Saturdays 
and Sundays from 9 to noon, 1 to 
5 p.m. in the afternoon, and 7 to 
10 p.m. 

Newton skaters almost got a 
break last week when 
authorities estimated the 
Ware’s Cove ice needed only 
one more day and the ice at 
Bullough’s Pond and Crystal 
I-ike would be ready in a couple 
of more days. Then came the 
snow, setting the opening back 
at least a few days, again 
depending on the weather. 

The Recreation Department 
equipment is used with the rest 
of the city equipment in plowing 
throughout the City. It is usually 
at least two days following a 
storm before it can be diverted 
to clearing snow from ice 
surfaces for skating. 

The situation is further 
compounded by the fact that the 
ice was not strong enough to 
support the plowing equipment 
before the snow came, so this 
means further delay. 

Skating conditions at any of 
the Recreation Department's 
supervised areas are constantly 
updated. Newton residents may 
call the special skating in¬ 
formation number, 969-2851, 
seven days a week, 24 hours a 
day. Skaters are warned not to 
venture onto the ice until an 
area has been established as 


safe by Recreation Department 
officials. 

The children's ski program at 
Waltham's Prospect Hill is a 
victim of the energy shortage. 
Because of the scarcity of fuel, 
the snow-making equipment 
cannot be used to its full 
potential. 

The program, for children in 
grades three through six, will be 
transferred to the Blue Hills Ski 
Area and will be conducted 
there for five weeks with the 
first class beginning Thursday, 
Jan. 17, filled to capacity.

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Traffic Impact Affects 
Approval Of Towers

Approval of the revised site plan for 
■the Towers at Chestnut Hill may depend on 
review of a statement on the traffic impact 
•on Hammond Pond Parkway which is 
expected to be submitted to the Planning 
•Department this week. 

According to a representative of the 
Towers, the traffic consultants’ report is 
expected to say that the Towers traffic, 
about 800 cars a day can easily be con¬ 
trolled by the new traffic light now being 
nstalled on Hammond Pond Parkway at 
the Towers entrance. 

Also due for review are plans for 
sewage and storm drainage, and plans for 
underground electric and telephone wires. 

None of these plans were ready for last 
'week's public hearing on revised site 
plan, but should be in the hands of the 
^appropriate city departments before next 
; week's working meeting of the Land Use 
• Committee. 

The Towers' permissive use was 
extended Nov. 5, but no building permit 
can be issued to begin construction again 
until after the site plan, which includes 
utility and sewage plans, has been ap¬ 
proved. 


The Towers was issued a cease-and- 
desist order in September by Buildings 
Commissioner Gene Larson because the 
original permissive use granted by the 
Board of Aldermen in 1966 expired in 1971. 

The M2 million condominium project, 
consisting of 428 units of luxury housing 
ranging in cost from about 170,000 to 
$250,000, has been'at a standstill since 
September. 

Irrevocably tied in with the Towers 
are 50 units of low and moderate income 
housing to be built by the Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foundation with 
$137,500 of Towers money, offered by the 
Towers as a means of fulfilling the "10 per 
cent" requirement of the Board that all 
developers make available 10 per cent of 
their units to the Newton Husing Authority 
for lease to low-income families. 

Instead of leasing units in the Towers 
buildings, the Towers offered to help 
NCDF build the housing on adjacent 
NCDF-owned land. 

At the hearing it was brought out that 
the original financer of the Towers, the 
First Pennsylvania Bank, had withdrawn 
its mortgage commitment at least two 
months ago, during the time when 
codeveloper (with Mario DiCarlo) Albert 


Goodman of Detroit was arguing for 
prompt renewal of permissive use to 
prevent the loss of that financing. 

Aid. Richard McGrath objected to this 
turn of events, but Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell pointed out that the financing is 
not before the Board of Aldermen, only the 
approval of the site plan. 

The Towers site plan was opposed by 
Judy Beram, president of the Newton 
Committee for Fair Housing and Equal 
Rights, who felt the developers should not 
be allowed to build the Housing Authority’s 
units away from the development. 

Ms Beram also objected to the fact 
that only 20 units would be available to the 
Housing Authority, pointing out there 
should be 42. 

Mark Budnitz, also of Fair Housing, 
spoke about correcting the internal 
procedures at City Hall to prevent the 
unnoticed expirations of permissive uses. 

Alice Wilson, former candidate for 
alderman from Ward 7, and president of 
the Newton taxiowners’ association, op¬ 
posed approval of the site plan because the 
city will be "paying too high a price for the 
traffic” generated by the Towers plus the 
NCDF housing. 


New City Salaries Cut By FinCom 


The first phase of Mayor 
Theodore Mann's governmental 
reorganization plan, the 
restructuring of the executive 
staff, has already run into 
financial difficulty. 

The mayor spent more than 
an hour last week at the

While the reorganization of 
city departments is still being 
considered informally, the I-aw 
Department is looking into what 
the Recreation Department and 
the Recreation Commissioners 
are required to do under the 
ordinance governing the 
commission. 

According to the plan for 
reorganization proposed by 
Mayor Theodore Mann, the 
, Recreation Department will no 
longer be responsible for 
maintenance work on city 
playgrounds. 

The Recreation Department 
will be left principally with 
planning recreation programs 
for the city, which it has been 
felt for some time could stand 
improvement. 

Rumors have been cir¬ 
culating that Recreation 
Commissioner John B. Penney 
might not remain as the head of 
the department. He was not 
reappointed to the commission 
after his term expired late last 
year. 

One question being studied by 
the law Department is whether 
the department head is in fact 
an executive director or is more 
responsible to the eight- 
member Recreation Com¬ 
mission than has been true 
heretofore. 

Several aldermen have ex¬ 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
operation of the Recreation 
Commission, going so far as 
requiring the commission to 
schedule a public meeting in 
each ward so that it may learn 
at first hand from citizens' 
groups what is wanted in the 
way of program. 

Several members of the 
Recreation Commission are 
reportedly restive under 
Penney’s leadership. 

A City Hall source has in¬ 
dicated that Penney may 
continue as head of the 
department indefinitely 
without being reappointed, as a 
holdover appointment.

aldermanic Finance Committee 
meeting trying to get the $60,000 
additional salaries needed, but 
came 1 up somewhat short of 
that. 

Much of the meeting was held 
in "executive session" (closed 
to the public) because of the 
discussion of specific persons 
involved in the salary in¬ 
creases. 

The mayor had requested 


$25,000 annually for the new 
position of chief administrative 
officer, to be filled by present 
administrative assistant, 
James Salter, and $22,500 each 
for the new planning and 
programming officer who will 
be Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, and the new chief 
budget officer, not yet named. 

The Finance Committee

Majority Are Against 
Impeachment Of Nixon 

A telephone poll directed by the writer in an area ex¬ 
tending from Forest Hills to Dover and including such other 
communities as West Roxbury, Roslindale, Dedham, 
Needham, Westwood and Norwood, indicated that a 
majority of the residents in that sprawling section are 
opposed to the impeachment of President Nixon. 

They apparently are not so much worried about 
President Nixon and what will happen to him as they are 
about what would happen to the country during the period of 
strain and stress when Nixon was under what amounted to 
indictment and was waiUng to stand trial in the U.S. Senate. 

On the basis of their thoughtful answers, comments and 
observations, this obviously is a matter to which many 
people have given a great deal of thought and about which 
they are deeply concerned. 

Not everyone was willing to reply to the questions put to 
them. Some of those called told the pollsters it was nobody 
else's business how they felt about the possible im¬ 
peachment of the President. A few expressed resentment at 
being asked such a question. But most were willing to talk. 

One man in Norwood, who emphasized he was no great 
admirer of President Nixon, pointed out that Nixon might 
be impeached by Congress in May or June and then be tried 
in the Senate in January of February of next year. 

"What would happen to the country In the period bet¬ 
ween May or June and the conclusion of the Senate trial 
some time next year?" he asked. "We might be in a crisis of 
chaos and confusion for almost a year. I don’t think Nixon is 
devoting enough time and attention now to the job of run¬ 
ning the country.” 

A housewife in Dover, mother of five children, said she 
was much more worried about the heating oil and gasoline 
shortage and the rising cost of living than in whether 
President Nixon knew about the Watergate break-in before 
it happened or tried to cover it up afterward. 

"1 read in one of the daily newspapers that Governor 
Sargent told the Massachusetts Congressmen that he 
wasn't worried whether school children would have to wear 
their overcoats in their classrooms but that he was worried 
about people being thrown out of work if industrial plants 
don't have enough oil to operate,” she declared. 

“He may not be worried about cold clasarooms, but 1 
am. 1 don't think he has any children attending Dover 
schools. I have five. We are living in a period of great 
problems-problems that affect our lives and those of our 
children," she continued. 

"I think Congress should stop playing politics on im- 
peaclunent and try to work with President Nixon to give us 
enough oil to heat our homes, enough gasoline to operate 
our automobiles and keep the price of food within limits so 
we will have enough money left to meet the mortgage 
payments," she asserted. "That's what I'm interested In." 

A total of 400 telephone calls were made, exclusive of 
those where the residents declined to answer the questions- 
60 each in Roslindale, West Roxbury, Dedham, Needham 
and Norwood; 50 each in Westwood and Dover. 

The totals were: 148 for impeachment; 227 against 
impeachment and 25 undecided. The question was: “Do you 
believe President Nixon should be impeached?” The an¬ 
swers by communities were: 

West Roxbury: Yes-24; No-32; Undecided-4. 

Roslinilale-Yes-25; No-32; Undecided-3. 

Needham: Yes-18; No37; Undedded-5 

Dedham: Yes-25; No-32; Undecided-3. 

Dover: Yes-15; No-32; Undecided-3. 

Westwood: Yes-16; No-29; Undecided-5. 

Norwood: Yes-25; No-33; Undecided-2. 

The telephone poll left several dearcut conclusions: 


1. The problem uppermost in the minds of the people is 
the economy. 

2. They are worried about the heating oil and gasoline 
shortages, inflation, rising prices, the high cost of living, 
cold homes and schools, a possible recession, loss of jobs 
and living conditions generally. 

3. The Watergate scandal is now of secondary im¬ 
portance to them when compared to those things which 
make an Impact on their day-to-day lives. 

4. Any Congressmen they believe plays politics to the 
extent of neglecting these problems will have a difficult 
time getting their votes next September and November. 

5. The average person would be happy to see President 
Nixon resign and retire to write his memoirs although most 
people are not at all convinced that Vice President Gerald 
Ford would be as good a President as Nixon or is anything 
more than a loyal political workhorse. 

6. But he is fearful of what the effect would be on the 
country, its economy, on him and his general well-being if 
President Nixon were impeached by Congress next spring 
or summer and then forced to stand trial in the Senate some 
time next year. 

7. If that happens and the nation is in a state of turmoil 
and chaos next September and November, the number of 
Congressmen swept out of office probably would be 
staggering. 

8. Members of Congress must realize this and the 
political risk to themselves if they impeach President Nixon 
and plunge the nation into a period of chaos and turmoil 
which would extend through next fall's primary and 
election. The more one considers it, the less likely it seems 
that President Nixon will be impeached. 

Ted And Elliot Could 
Be Opponents In 1976 

Both the Democratic and Republican Presidential 
nominees for President might just be from Massachusetts 
in 1976. It could come down to an election fight between 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy and former Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson, both Bay Staters. 

A person very close to Ted Kennedy, who was with him 
during the Christmas-New Year's holidays, was asked this 
week by the writer if he thought Ted would run for 
President two years from now. 

“I hope be won’t, but I'm afraid be will,” was the 
unusual reply. He went on to explain that he was certain 
Ted could win the election but that he was fearful he might 
be assassinated, as were bis two older brothers, John and 
Robert, if he runs. 

"Ted is very fatalistic about the possibility of an 
assassination," he added. (He is in a position to know Ted 
Kennedy's thinking,) 

Elliot Richardson has rejected all overtures that he 
come home and stand for election to the Massachusetts 
Governorship this year. 

He has done so because he is a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for President in 1976, and he does 
not believe his election as Governor would be the best 
springboard to that nomination. 

Prominent Republicans have gooe hat In hand to Elliot 
Richardson to urge that he challenge Governor Francis W. 
Sargent in next September’s Republican primary. They 
have offered him substantial support and a big campaign 
chest of money. 

Richardson has turned them away, not because he was 
all that reluctant to run against a distant cousin or because 
he was fearful he could not win the nomination or election. 

His dominant reason is that he wants to be free to 
campaign for Republican Congressional candidates across 
the United States next fall and not be tied down to a cam¬ 
paign in Massachusetts. 
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Drinan Quizzed On 
OH, Impeachment 
During Trip Home

Congressman Robert F. Drinan, who has been home 
visiting his district, paid the Newton Graphic a visit at the 
end of last week. 

I'm sure it will come as no surprise to anyone that the 
questions he's been hearing most often on this trip are about 
the energy crisis and the possible Impeachment of 
President Nixon. 

"I’m asked why the price of oil keeps going up and 
when we’re going to impeach the President," he said. 

The Congressman returns to the Capitol Monday to take 
up these matters. 

Since he is a member of the subcommittee of the 
Judiciary Committee that is working on the impeachment 
question, and is the man who first filed a resolution in the 
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House of Representatives on the issue, I asked him for a 
first hand report. 

Drinan said he has not seen much support for the 
President on this trip home. 

"If support is there, it’s very ‘soft,’ " he commented, 
saying he means signs of vocal, active support of the 
President are quite scarce here. 

The congressman also, with a politician's finesse, 
delivered broad hints that a case against Richard Nixon is 
taking shape and suggested the matter might be ready to 
come out of committee in "early May." 

“We want to bring out a case that will overwhelm the 
country,” he said. He also still maintains his original 
position that the secret bombing of Cambodia is Nixon’s 
"highest crime," alluding to the fact it says in the Con¬ 
stitution that a President can be impeached for "high 
crimes or misdemeanors." 

While we’re on the subject of the Congressman’s visit 
and in view of the fact that journalists always delight in 
discovering silly typographical errors in each other's 
newspapers, I want to add that Congressman Drinan 
pointed out a typo in the Graphic to me last week that’s 
rather amusing. 

On page 3 of last week's paper, we reported that Drinan 
was going to speak Jan. 16 at the Newton Coalition for New 
Politics. 

His topic was: "Choose Your Crisis: Impeachment, 
Energy, the Mideast.” 

It came out in the paper: "Impeachment, Energy, the 
Midwest.” 

Let me assure you, there is no crisis in the Midwest. 

For all of you who have been wondering what ever 
happened to Graphic reporter Len Bateman, I've been 
meaning to tell you that he was named editor of the Norfolk 
County Press, another Transcript newspaper. 

Now I see that his name is in the news and, I know what

Sarge Plans Financial 
Legerdemain in 1974 

Governor Sargent apparently is planning some 
financial legerdermaln in 1974. Either that or he intends to 
slip some of the state’s bills under the tablecloth and pay 
them some time in the hazy future. 

In his state of the state address to a joint convention of 
the Legislature, the Governor announced plans for in¬ 
creasing socialized state spending but at the same time 
holding the line of state taxes. 

This policy, according to the Governor will enable 
"more citizens to keep more dollars" although ft is not clear 
how this desirable development will come about any place 
except in Mr. Sargent’s imagination since he also spoke of 
the worsening economy and the Increasing signs of a 
recession which, of course, would mean a smaller income 
for the state from its present tax schedule. 

Governor Sargent in the same address went through the 
motions, at least, of holding out the olive branch to the 
legislature. 

This came rather late in political life both for the 
Governor, who in the past has made it a practice of running 
against the Legislature rather than the candidate opposing 
him, and for the law-makers, most of whom already have 
felt the whiplash of Sarge's criticism. 

So a substantial number of legislators, expecting more 
insults rather than a Sargent bearing peace offerings, 
didn't bother to show up to bear the Governor's talk on the 
stale of the the state. 

Mr. Sargent pledged more clout for Massachusetts in 
Washington. This seemed a bit of wishful thinking since 
Sarge is not popular either with President Nixon or the 
Massachusetts delegation in Congress. 

From Governor Sargent's answers to questions put to 
him during a televised panel show it also appeared to come 
through clearly that he is seeking some powers on the 
energy crisis which he either already has or doesn't need.

With Congress soon to be 
reconvening, I feel that the first 
order of business should be for it 
to write and pass legislation 
which would have the cam¬ 
paigns of all elected govern¬ 
ment officials paid for by the 
American people so that we will 
know that whatever advice they 
give to their peers, their 
superiors, and their con¬ 
stituents, and whatever way 
' they vote will be for the benefit 
and welfare of only those who 
pay their salaries, we the people 
of the United States. 

Special interest groups have 
every right to lobby, to per¬ 
suade, and convince, but not to 
bribe! The competitive, 
capitalistic system is good, but 
only if the governing elected 
officials respond to the interests 
of the people, can we ever 
return to a democracy. And 
should Congress fail to enact 


such law, I for one, and all else 
that I can persuade, shall vote 
the incumbents out.

I .and Use Committee had “blackmailed the Towers for 
Money — I don't know what else you'd call iL" 

(The Towers Is giving NCDF $137,500 toward the costs 
of preparation and construction of the Hamlet Street 
housing, to avoid being caught by the aldermanic policy 
requiring developers to set aside 10 per cent of their units 
for the Newton Housing Authority.) 

Land Use Chairman Joseph McDonnell denied any 
"deal." "There was nothing in the nature of blackmail," he 
said. Mr. Taglienti is referring to this: In the Land Use 
Committee we were engaged in a discussion at which the 
Towers voluntarily submitted an agreement with NCDF.” 

"This was all done in public. The agreement was before 
the I .and Use Committee at several meetings,'' McDonnell 
went on. 

Taglienti responded, "Do we have to hang out our 
clothes for everybody to see? You have an alderman who 
called us up and said, 'You want a swimming pool, tennis 
courts? Now's your chance. You can have anything you 
wanL' ” 

Taglienti turned to Aid. David Cohen and asked, "You 
know about the money that was exchanged." 

McDonnell asked, “You mean the Towers money?” 

"I don’t know what I mean. You people baffle me," 
Taglienti replied. 

Letitia Angelone, who also opposed the Towers petition, 
said, "Our mothers and fathers worked hard all their lives 
to live here. It will not help to bring people in here. You 
have to teach these people how to live." She felt that the 
lack of transportation would be detrimental to the Hamlet 
Street location for housing. 

Robert Cohen, owner of the Vale, threatened to rescind 
his deeding of the major part of the Vale to the city, unless 
steps are taken to protect the Vale ecology. 

"There is nobody here from Save the Vale, the Newton 
Conservators, or the Conservation Commission," Cohen 
said. "Aid. David Cohen and the Save the Vale people 
nitpicked over the drainage from one car on one of my lots, 
but no one is objecting to the drainage from 76 cars” (the 
number estimated for the NCDF housing). 

(Cohen retained land for four house lots at the rim of 
the Vale and deeded 4.6 acres to the city. He plans to build a 
house for himself on one lot which projects into the Vale.) 

"Unless there are safeguards against drainage into the 
Vale, I will take steps to rescind the gift of the Vale. I want 
the Vale to be preserved." 

Aid. Alan Barkin asked Cohen what safeguards will 
save the Vale, to which Cohen answered that a detailed 
study on the flow of surface and underground water will be 
necessary. 

"I told NCDF that If the only thing standing in their way 
was drainage across my land, I'd not stand in their way," 
said. 

NCDF had proposed through its engineering firm to use 
natural drainage as mush as possible, which would flow into 
the Vale. The sanitary sewer would go through a proposed 
dike system. 

No inorganic fertilizer would be used at the housing 
developemnt, according to NCDF, and the use of salt for 
deicing would be limited. 

A show of hands at the conclusion of the hearing showed 
20 persons opposed to the NCDF petition and 40 in favor. 

The NCDF proposal will probably be discussed at a 
working meeting of the Land Use Committee Jaa 23.

Nature's Ways

The fact that birders set a 
new record of 143 species of 
birds on the Cape Cod Christ¬ 
mas Count interests some of us 
less than the fact that among all 
those birds was one improbable 
puffin. 

The record is surprising 
enough. Ordinarily the count on 
Cape Cod rests somewhere 
around 120 and the previous 
record, equalled a couple of 
years, was 128. Whatever the 
Cape Cod count is, one always 
can be assured that it is the 
highest for all New England. 
For there the birds of the ex¬ 
treme north mingle with the 
southern winterers who have 
lingered. 

Actually, we would hesitate to 
bore an audience with the Cape 
Cod count except that we have 
the feeling that the Cape and its 
waters belong to all of New 
England, except for tax 
collection purposes. And, this 
year we mention it because of 
that puffin. 

We say "improbable” puffin, 
not because there is any doubt 
that it was there. It's just that 
when one first sees a puffin, one 
doubts that such a bird exists, 
despite the eyeball evidence. 

, For the puffin, as the late E. H. 
Forbush remarked, is “a 
solemnly comical Mr. Punch 
among birds." The Punch 
Forbush knew was the Punch of 
Punch & Judy, a mildly 
deformed and grotesque puppet 
who flourished at carnivals and 
fairs for about 5000 years before 
the flicks and the TV tube did in 
such simple pleasures. 

The old folk name of "sea 
parrot" may help one visualize 
the puffin, whose enormous 
parrot'llke beak seems almost 
as large as its over-sized head. 
While the Cape Cod puffin was 
swimming, a standing puffin is 
far more interesting. It reminds 
one of a pompous, fat man 
standing in a tuxedo with his 
arms behind his back. 

In spring, the puffin’s huge 
bill becomes a rainbow of red, 
oranges, yellows, and bhies. In 
winter, it sheds the outer layer 
of the bill and, while quite 
colorful for most birds, 
becomes more somber for a 
puffin. 

Although puffins sometimes 
reach Long Island Sound in 
winter—and at least once 
touched the Delaware River— 
the birds actually prefer the far 
north at all seasons. While a 
few may be seen from the 
Maine coast in an average 
winter, it is a rare year-end that 
finds them in Massachusetts 
waters. 

The most reliable site for 
puffins in spring off the Maine 
coast is Machias Seal Island, 
which Canada claims. Maine’s 
Matincus Rock is a possible 
nesting island, for adult 
puffins often sun there in the 
spring. But otherwise, one may 
think of western Atlantic puffins 
as nesting largely on Greenland 
or Ungava Bay and along Nova 
Scotia. 

In spring the puffin exhibits a 
fishing skill that baffles 
humans. It can catch six or 
seven small fish while on one 
fishing trip and arrange them 
neatly side-by-side in its bill. 
The question is: how does it hold 
the earlier fish while catching 
the next one? 

Dr. William H. Drury, 
research director for the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, recently completed a 
survey of sea birds in the 
western Atlantic. He found that 
the puffins remain com¬ 
paratively scarce, even though 
most sea birds recovered after 
protection began in the early 
18HI» P‘r mip ev is a bast line 
on bird populations prepared 
before oil extraction begins in 
the region.

This is the time of winter when the fashion 
news Is all about spring. It's time to take off 
those extra pounds that accumulated during 
holiday partying and what better method than 
turning to fish and seafood. 

Though the price of seafood has spiraled 
along with meat and other foods, more value 
per food dollar is realized from fish than from 
almost n?y other type of high protein food. 
Usually you pay only for what you eat. 

Fish and shellfish have high nutritive value. 
Especially important, they do not contain 
hard, saturated fats which contribute to 
higher blood cholesterol levels. Fish fats are 
soft, polyunsaturated, and if eaten several 
times a week will neutalize the harmful ef¬ 
fects of saturated fats from other foods in the 
diet. 

An average serving of fish or shellfish 
provides nearly all the animal protein you 
need each day to help build and repair body 
tissue. In addition, marine fish are valuable 
sources of dietetically valuable minerals such 
as iodine, calcium, iron, copper, and 
phosphorus. Fish also contain many vitamins 
required for good health. 

But most important, serve fish because it’s 
delicious and easy to prepare. Because fish 
swim effortlessly, they develop no tough 
muscles and so they are cooked only long 
enough to develop their flavor and to soften 
the small amount of connective tissue 
present, and to make the protein easier to 
digest. 

The following recipes are meant to woo 
those who would shun fish to the enjoyment 
and fine delicate flavor they’ve been missing 
LOW CAL SCROD BAKE 
2 pounds scrod fillets 


1 cup thinly sliced celery 
1 cup thinly sliced onion 
1 tablespoon corn oil 
1 teaspoon curry powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash pepper 
*4 cup skim milk 
Paprika 

Place fillets In a single layer in a greased 
baking dish, 12x8x2-inches. Cook celery and 
onion in oil for 5 minutes; add seasonings and 
milk. Spread over fish fillets. Bake in a 350 
degree oven for 30 minutes. Sprinkle with 
paprika. Serves 4 (approximately HO calories 
each serving.) 

SPANISH SMELT 
1 pound cleaned smelt 
4 tablespoons margarine 
1 sliced onion 
1 carrot, diced 
Vi cup chopped plmiento 
3 cups tomato Juice 
Salt and pepper 

Combine all ingredients except smelt and 
simmer for 10 minutes. Pour sauce over 
cleaned fish in greased baking dish; bake at 
350 degrees for 30 minutes.

Across the Kitchen Counter 


Today most women, especially teen-agers, want an 
easy-care hair style, one that does not require weekly or 
biweekly visits to a beauty salon or hour long sessions under 
the hair dryer at home. With the proper haircut, a woman 
can shampoo and blow dry her coiffure and be ready to go in 
no time at all, the way men have been doing for years. 

Fashion experts generally endorse the short-hair look 
(somewhere between super short and shoulder short) 
maintaining that today’s fashions are not stiff and un¬ 
bending as they were in the 60’s when teased bouffant hair 
was “in”. 

But how short should you go? One designer recently 
showed his models sporting a two-inch cut brushed back 
style, well off the face. Does this cut demand mannequin- 
beautiful faces? Not at all, claimed one hair stylist, but it 
does call for beautiful clothes because a gal brave enough to 
go all the way with a startling haircut will be noticed and if 
her clothes are tacky she’ll look weird - if her clothes are 
very lovely she’ll be admired for her all-round good taste. 

Finding the right hairdresser is a quest many women 
pursue relentlessly year in, year out . . looking for the 
perfect operator who will do the best job possible. 

The following are suggestions on how to go about fin¬ 
ding the right hair stylist: 

1. If you see somebody with an attractive hairdo, go 
right up to her (if the occasion is correct) and ask who does 
her hair. She'll probably be quite flattered and eager to 
share the informatioa 

2. Arrange your first on a day when the stylist will not 
be rushed. Never, never on a Saturday. At this time discuss 
the kind of life you lead, your social or business interests. 
There should also be a frank discussion of any physical 
sensitivities - like a prominent nose, too high forehead or 
thinning hair. 

3. The health of the hair should also be taken into 
consideration, and if indicated an outline of needed treat¬ 
ments. 

4. Often times the concerned hairdresser will take 
pains to demonstrate to his client the proper method of 
shampooing, setting and blow-drying her hair. There is also 
a correct method of brushing or combing the hair after a 
shampoo. This added bit of attention often wins the operator 
complete devotion. 

5. When a woman admires the short hairdo but is afraid 
to take the “plunge," the hairdresser can suggest she try on 
one of the new short synthetic wigs and then make the 
judgment. 

6. For the woman with long hair, it is a good idea to 
have her hair cut in two stages - to the collar the first time 
and then, if the style is still not as desired (and the spirit 
bolder) a shorter haircut may be indicated. 

Along with this unusual cut, the main body of the hair is 
dark with the longer hair framing the face a much lighter 
shade - it is the two-toned affect which the stylist calls 
"angel's wings” because they resemble a butterfly. 

Mala Rubinstein, neice of the famous Helena Rubin¬ 
stein, writes in her Book Of Beauty of the "All-Importants" 
for pretty hair. 

"Style and color may draw raves - but they won’t mean a 
thing unless your hair is enjoying good heath. Here are 
some building blocks on which to base hair beauty: 

The Fundamentals: First on the list is a well-balanced 
diet, with enough vitamins (vitamin A is especially im¬ 
portant for good hair) and minerals. Get sufficient sleep. 
And exercise for good circulatioa 

Brushing: Daily brushing stimulates the scalp, 
distributes oils from the scab along the full length of the 
hair, removes dust and loose strands, and adds glisten and 
gleam to your whole beautiful mane. If your hair hau been 
teased, brush tenderly until all the snarls are out and then 
proceed with long, sweeping strokes. 

Massage: To loosen tense muscles in the scalp and to 
improve circulation, massage your scalp before every 
shampoo - or whenever you have a few private moments. 
Place your hands at the back of your head and, using the 
complete flat hand, palms as well as fingers, rotate slowly 
and gently. Move the hands up the sides of the head, the 
crown, the front, continuing the rotating action. Be sure the 
scalp is moving, not just your hands. Be gentle. 

Shampoo; If hair is normal, oily, or heavily coated with 
spray, repeat application of shampoo for a second 
lathering. If hair is dry or brittle, use only one lathering. 
After the final lathering, rinse, rinse, rinse. Be sure every 
last soap bubble has been washed away from the scalp, 
hairline and every strand of hair. Use cold water for the 
grand finale. Wrap your head in a towel and blot dry. 
Vicious rubbing is not necessary and can damage sensitive 
hair. 

Whatever your hairstyle, remember that 90 per cent of 
the look is in the shape and cut.

There's a new cake going the rounds and it’s called 
Mandarin Coffee Cake and it’s the easiest cake to prepare 
and is truly delicious! Our thanks to N. W. of Walpole for 
sending it in. 

MANDARIN COFFEE CAKE 

2 cups sugar 
2 cups all purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
Ife teaspoon salt 
2 eggs 

2 cans (11 Ife oz. ea.) mandarin oranges, well drained 
1 orange, rind and juice 
14 cup sugar 

(We did not forget to include shortening — the recipe 
does not call for any. Also, please be sure to drain the 
mandarin oranges — do not put liquid in recipe) 

Into large mixing bowl place sugar, flour, baking soda, 
salt, eggs, well drained mandarin oranges and allow to beat 
at medium speed for 5 minutes. Pour batter into greased 
9xl3-inch pan and bake at 350 degrees for 30-35 minutes. In 
the meantime combine the grated rind of oranges and 
strained juice with sugar. While cake is still hot, spoon 
orange mixture over cake. Serve warm.

Answer: Otherwise known as "Guy Lon Ngow," from 
The Easy Way To Chinese Cooking, here it is! 

BEEF WITH BROCCOLI (GUY LON NGOW) 
life pounds flank steak 
4 cups fresh broccoli (1 lb.) 

1 wedge ginger size of quarter 

2 teaspoons cornstarch mixed with 2 teaspoons water 
Ife teaspoon monosodium glutamate 

dash pepper 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
Ife teaspoon salt 
% cup chicken stock or water 

Marinade for Beef 
1 teaspoon cornstarch 

1 teaspoon soy sauce 

2 teaspoons sherry 
Ife teaspoon sugar 

Ife teaspoon vegetable oil 

Slice beef thinly on bias and add maririade and set 
aside. Wash broccoli and peel off tough outer layer. Slice 
broccoli stems diagonally into paper thin slices and divide 
flowerettes into 3 or 4 small sections, depending on size. 
Smash wedge of ginger. Mix cornstarch, water, 
monosodium, and pepper. Set beside pan. Using a high 
flame, heat pan and add 1 tablespoon oil, salt and ginger. 
Add broccoli and stir. Add stock and cover for 6 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Uncover, stir, remove and set aside 
mixture in another bowl. Heat pan again and add remaining 
tablespoon of oil. When pan is red hot, add beef and flatten 
against sides of pan. Chow (fry) for 45 seconds until beef is 
three-quarters cooked. Add broccoli and stir in cornstarch 
mixture. Cook until gravy thickens. Serves 5.

2 pounds thick fish fillets, fresh or frozen 
2 cups sliced carrots (Ife inch) 

2 cups cubed raw potatoes, (1-lnch pieces) 

2 cups sliced onions 
2 teaspoons sliced onions 
2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon dill weed 

2 whole cloves 

1 small bay leaf 

Ife cup butter or margarine 

2 cups boiling water 

V, cup dry white wine (optional +) 

1 cup half and half (half cream, half milk) 



2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Thaw frozen fish. Cut fillets into life inch pieces. 
Refrigerate. Combine carrots, potatoes, onions, salt, dill 
weed, cloves, bay leaf, and butter or margarine in a 6-quart 
oven-proof Dutch oven. Add boiling water; cover tightly. 
Bake in a 375 oven 40 minutes or until vegetables are tender. 
Add fish and wine; cover and cook for an additional 20 
minutes or until fish flakes easily when tested with a fork. 
Combine half and half, flour; blend until smooth; add to 
chowder; stir carefully until hot and slightly thickened. 
Sprinkle with parsley. Makes 10 cups chowder. (+ Milk 
may be substituted for wine.)

Answer: How about an easy Baked Alaska — a magical 
blending of fluffy meringue, rich coffee ice cream and a 
delicious brownie base — something you can fix ahead of 
time and store in the freezer! At serving time, bake it 
quickly in a very hot oven until meringue is browned. From 
Better Homes and Gardens Dessert Cook Book ($1.95, 
Meredith Corp.) here it is: 

BROWNIE ALASKA 

Ife cup butter 
1 cup sugar 
egg yolks 
cup milk 


Ife teaspoon vanilla 

2 1-oz. squares unsweetened chocolate, melted and cooled 

two-thirds cup all purpose flour 

Ife teaspoon baking powder 

Ife teaspoon salt 

2 stiffly beaten egg whites 

one-third cup chopped pecans 

5 egg whites 

two-thirds cup sugar 

2 pints coffee ice cream 

Ife cup chopped pecans 

In mixing bowl cream together butter or margarine 
and 1 cup sugar till mixture is light and fluffy. Add egg 
yolks, milk and vanilla; beat well; stir in melted chocolate. 
Thoroughly stir together flour, baking powder and salt; add 
the creamed chocolate mixture in bowl. Mix well. Fold in 2 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Turn mixture into greased and 
waxed paper lined 9x9x2-inch baking pan. Sprinkle top with 
one-third cup chopped pecans. Bake at 350 degrees till done, 
20-25 minutes. Remove from pan and cool on rack. Trim 
brownie layer to a 9x5-inch rectangle. Beat the 5 egg whites 
until soft peaks form. Gradually add the two-thirds cup 
sugar; beat till stiff peaks form. Set meringue aside. Place 
brownie rectangle on a wooden board; top with coffee ice 
cream, leaving a little of the brownie uncovered on all 
sides. Spread evenly with meringue, sealing carefully to 
brownie layer. Sprinkle top with remaining ‘4 cup chopped 
pecans. Bake at 450 degrees till meringue is lightly 
browned, about 5 minutes. Serve immediately. Makes 8 to 
10 servings.

"Trial courts must be 
prepared to rely less on the 
testimony of qualified experts 
and to assume greater 
discretion in making their own 
determinations on com- 
mitability of mental patients."

"The predictability of 
dangerous behavior.” he added, 
"would seem best to depend not 
on that hospital physician 
whose contact with the patient 
is mostly fleeting, let alone 
limited, but rather on witnesses 


who have closely observed the 
patient, people like hospital 
attendants and social workers, 
prison guards, even fellow 
patients and inmates, friends, 
and neighbors." 

Judge Flaschner made his 
remarks before the Practicing 
I .aw Institute's seminar, Legal 
Rights of the Mentally Han¬ 
dicapped, in Pittsburgh. 

Attended by over 150 prac¬ 
ticing lawyers, mental health 
professionals and law students, 
the seminar is the first large- 
scale attempt to U^in a mental

Talk On Bilingual 
Students Given 

Sister Frances Georgia, 
advocate for linguistic 
minorities of the Bureau of 
Equal Educational Oppor¬ 
tunity, recently spoke to the 
faculty of Aquinas Junior 
College, Newton. 

Sister Frances Georgia spoke 
on the plight of the Boston 
minority groups, giving special 
attention to the needs of the 
Puerto Ricans. Today in 
Boston, there are 91 schools 
with a bilingual program. 

Sister Frances Georgia 
suggested several ways in 
which Aquinas could be of 
assistance. The offering of the 
Spanish language within the 
program would be helpful for 
those who might choose to 
become bilingual secretaries. 

Facility with the language 
would also be useful to the 
young women who are planning 
to become medical assistants or 
to work in the field of Early 
Childhood Education. 

Volunteer service on the part 
of faculty and students in a 
tutorial program was also 
encouraged. 


health bar. Over 600 
professionals have already 
attended sessions in Dallas and 
New York City, and the final 
meeting will be held January 31 
- February 2 in San Francisco. 

The seminar is especially 
timely because half of all 
hospital beds are presently 
filled by mental patients, and 
there are more people in mental 
institutions than in prisons. 

In the past few years more 
and more people have 
awakened to the fact that many 
persons have been committed 
involuntarily without any 
semblance of due process to live 
without treatment under 
inadequate conditions. 

In addition to Judge 
Flaschner, the seminar will 
feature attorneys leading the 
legal vanguard in the reform of 
mental institutions, the 
chairman of the American Bar 
Association's newly-formed 
Commission on the Mentally 
Disabled and the director of the 
National Association for 
Retarded Children who will 
examine such topics as the 
constitutional right to treat¬ 
ment, restrictions imposed by 
courts on psychosurgery and 
shock therapy, and the ex¬ 
ploitation of patients in in¬ 
stitutional work programs. 

In 1972 the U.S. Supreme 
Court held for the first time that 
mentally retarded inmates of a 
state institution had an absolute 
constitutional right to adequate 
treatment (Wyatt vs. Stickney). 

Following this landmark 
decision, other federal courts 
have since held that the 
retarded also have a right to 
publicly-supported education 
and to the benefits of minimum 
wage legislation. Other courts 
have held that state mental 
institutions must insure the 
physical safety of their men¬ 
tally retarded patients and that 
the constitutional rights of a 
mentally retarded person in¬ 
voluntarily confined in a mental 
institution prohibit certain 
types of dangerous 


psychosurgcry. | 

The Supreme Court's decision 
in the Stickney case opened the 
door on a completely new area 
of constitutional law and a 
specialized bar is beginning to 
emerge. Attorneys who have 
litigated and won verdicts 
acknowledging the rights of the 
mentally handicapped, in¬ 
cluding counsel for the Stickney 
case, will participate in the PLI 
program. 

Bruce Ennis, of the New York 
Civil Liberties Union, and Paul 
Friedman, of the Mental Health 
I.aw Project in Washington, 
D.C. will co-chair the program. 
Mr. Ennis is the author of 
"Prisoners of Psychiatry," a 
leading work in the field. 

Course materials, consisting 
of a three-volume book to which 
all 20 panelists contributed and 
published by the Practising 
I.aw Institute, is the first 
comprehensive set of litigation 
material on mental health law. 
The panelists, lawyers, judges 
and mental health 
professionals, collectively have 
probably dealt with more cases 
in this field than any similar 
group appearing on the same 
platform.

built on the Washington and Neshobe Rond 
site, reiterated their oft stated objections 
to an office due to traffic and density in¬ 
creases in the area and because it would 
disturb the residential character of the 
neighborhood und might upset its ecology. 

This particular project differs from its 
predecessors in that the developer 
recommends traffic not enter and exit 
from Washington Street at all and Neshobe 
Road should be used Instead. 

The Planning Department has

recommended approval of the permissive 
use needed for the development subject to 
conditions including the improvement by 
the developer of Neshobe Road, the ex¬ 
pansion of the storm drain system and the 
hiring by the developer of a traffic officer 
at least temproarily.

sonnel in 1957, now there are 31.5; the number 
of secondary school couasclors has increased 
from 11.5 to 41.9. 

“It is not the same school system that it was 
in 1957,” Fink commented. "There is a dif¬ 
ferent distribution of pupils and services," 

There was talk about how the school budget 
will affect the Newton tax rate. Mayor 
Theodore D Mann spoke at the end of the 
meeting and mentioned the possibility of an 
eight dollar increase because of the school 
budget. 

Mann's estimate was challenged by 
members of the School Committee, and he 


changed his figure to "approximately six 
dollars." 

It was noted that the proposed school 
budget did not include reimbursements the 
School Department may receive. 

"The City is running abreast of the School 
Department in some cost increases," Mann 
said. "State legislators are pessimistic about 
getting relief from the state." 

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum said that the state Department of 
Eduation is hoping to initinte action to shift 
the base for education costs from the property 
tax to the state sales and income tax.

pointed towards the end of last 
year to examine the possibility 
of creating historic districts in 
Newton and thus affording at 
least some measure of 
protection to the few remaining 
areas of architectural and 
historic significance in the city. 

The procedure to be followed 
in creating these districts is laid 
down in Chapter 40c of the 
General Laws, and the 
backbone of the process is 
compiling an inventory of 
buildings which appear to be 
worthy of protection. 

Where a significant number 
of these are found to be con¬ 
tiguous, a historic district is 
possible, and may, in due 
course, be designated.

Arsonists

IXXS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
piece of charred rubble, a pile of 
ash—those are sometimes the 
only clues left that tell a fire's 
story. 

Rut it is just such clues that 
lead arson investigators to their 
suspects. 

According to Capt. Robert 
Dove of the Los Angeles Arson 
Squad, only five per cent of all 
fires arc caused by mechanical 
means such as electrical failure 
and lightning. The other 95 per 
cent arc caused by people. 

When investigating fires, 
Dove said, the Fire Department 
first tries to prove that it was an 
accidental fire, looking for signs 
of electrical failure, overheated 
engines, etc. When no 
mechanical explanation can be 
found, arson investigators begin 
their search. 

The Los Angeles Arson Squad 
relies on the police crime lab for 
much of its evidence. Among 
the equipment used is a gas 
detector to determine foreign 
vapors and an infrared test that 
gives a “fingerprint" of the 
compound. 

Firemen Don't Tell 
Some of the signs of an in¬ 
tentionally set fire include the 
presence of flammable vapors, 
strange fuel loads and some 
type of fire ignitor, but Dove 
would not elaborate on other 
arson indicators. 

"It's a part of our trade that 
we don't put out," he explained. 
“The fire setter is an enemy of 
society and naturally you don’t 
tell the enemy aboui. vour plans 
against his activity. We keep 
our indicators to ourselves— 
that's part of our armament." 

The 22 firemen of the Los 
Angeles Arson Squad always 
work in pairs, "just like a pair 
of detectives," Dove said. 
"That's what they are, fire 
detectives. It's just good old 
hard police work. 

"The Police Department and 
the Fire Department work 
extremely close (in arson in¬ 
vestigations). We don't dupli¬ 
cate any police-offered service. 
We have the expertise in 
determining cause, location and 
motive. They have the technical 
lab." 

Dove said that between 43 and 
55 per cent of all fires are in¬ 
tentionally set. Children, he 
added, are guilty of roughly half 
of these. Most fires started by 
children result from playing 
with matches or are accidental, 
experimental or pyromanical. 
Spite and Fraud 
Other common causes of set 
fires are spite-grudge types and 
fraud fires set to collect in¬ 
surance money. Dove said that 
the Fire Department is affected 
greatly by current social 
problems." 

"Whenever there is a down¬ 
turn in business, there is also an 
increase in fraud fire," Dove 
said. "A person thinks that he 
will lessen his losses by a fire. 
We’re ready for that." 

Out of the $11.4 billion yearly 
cost of fire to the nation, Dove 
reported $1.75 billion stems 
from arson. Although arson 
incidents have increased, Dove 
said the increase is not as 
noticeable as it was a few years 
ago during the "social unrest" 
stemming from the Vietnam 
war. 

"And before that," he said 
“we liad a problem with all the 
exotic fuels being brought into 
the city in preparation for the 
space progrum.” 

Special Training 
There are about 200 felony 
arrests for arson each year, 
according to Dove, and of those 
cases that go before a jury, 
about 85 per cent end in con¬ 
victions. 

Sometimes the fire may 
destroy any evidence of crime. 
But Dove said this was more the 
exception thun the rule. 

“Our investigators have been 
at it so many years they can 
usually come up with the cause. 
And if the cause is criminal, 
they can usually identify it." 

Arsoii detectives receive spe¬ 
cial training. They must know 
all the laws of arrest, evidence 
and fire arms, and need ex¬ 
pertise in the causes and 
properties of fire. 

"But above all," Dove said, 
"they must be good firemen, 
first."

Rep. Pines cited new 
legislation which permits cities 
and towns to borrow money for 
public lighting installations, 
including the cost of an un¬ 
derground power system. She 
also stressed that in order to 
make the city safer for Its 
inhabitanLs, adequate lighting 
is an absolute necessity. She 
pointed out that federal funds 
are now available for the 
specific purpose of Improving 
present lighting systems. 

According to the com¬ 
prehensive 50-pagc report 
submitted by Representative 
Pines with her resolution, 
Newton currently contracts 
with the Boston Edison Com¬ 
pany for the use, maintenance, 
and service of the city's lighting 
system. Under the rate 
structure on file with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities, over 50 percent 
of the lights in Newton are 
eligible for replacement, free of 
charge, by Boston Edison 
because of age. 

Mrs. Pines states, "Due to 
Boston Edison Company policy 
and inefficient planning by the 
city, the present rate of 
replacement will take many 
more years. ReplacemenLs or 
conversion are now being made 
from incandescent to mercury- 
vapor lamps without the benefit 
of a lighting expert to advise the 


city. Since we are converting to 
a system that is already out¬ 
dated, Newton is prolonging an 
existing problem while 
exacerbating the problem 
further by its inaction." 


She has advocated the use of 
the new high-pressure sodium 
lamps on certain heavily 
trafficked roads. This type of 
lighting provides greater 
illumination and uses 
significantly less energy. The 
high-pressure sodium lamps 
now being used to light the 
streets of New York City, 
Washington, D. C.. Chelsea, and 
numerous other cities, uses five 
times less energy than in¬ 
candescent lamps and two 
times less energy than mer¬ 
cury.

I,ast week's snowstorms and 
ice storm cost $140,000, ac¬ 
cording to Street Commissioner 
Edmund Bolduc. 

Included in the snowfighting 
effort were Newton’s 300 miles 
of streets, which were plowed at 
least twice, 180 miles of 
sidewalks leading to schools, 47 
municipal parking areas, and 
parking areas for 56 public 
buildings. 

All streets were also sanded 
at least once. 

Bolduc estimated that the 
first snowstorm amounted to 
eight inches. It was followed by 
another four inches of snow and

Clinic Director Out 


The resignation of Dr. Norman Bern¬ 
stein from his post as medical director of 
the Newton Guidance Clinic last week 
brought to an end a hearing on his per¬ 
formance as clinic director. 

The hearing, before members of the 
State Department of Mental Health, was 
won by Bernstein in a court action, after he 
refused to accept dismissal from the clinic 
by the Newton-Wellesley-Weston Mental 
Health Area Board. 

According to the associate director of 
the area board, Edward Sahatjian, Bern¬ 
stein's dismissal was felt necessary in 
order to effect a badly needed 
reorganization of the clinic. 

Still in doubt is the amount of city 
funding to be given the clinic. Last year 
the city gave the clinic $74,000 as its share 
of the operation of the facility, which 
treats emotionally disturbed children and 
their families, most of whom are referred 
by the school system. 

Director Selected For 
Human Resources Dept 

Mrs. Jane Hanify Pitt of Brighton has 
been appointed new director of the 
Department of Human Resources, Mayor 
Theodore Mann has announced. 

Mrs. Pitt will assume her duties around 
the end of January. 

The new director most recently has 
been an advocate for mentally retarded 
persons in Alabama under a federally 
sponsored program to assure civil rights 
protection. 

Previously Mrs. Pitt was a social 
scientist for the Department of Health, 

Education and Welfare in Washington, D. 

C., and did field research in the planned 
community of Columbia, Md., for her 
master's thesis in sociology and com¬ 
munity planning. 

Mrs. Pitt is 27 years old. She received a 

B. A. from Newton College of the Sacred 
Heart and an M.A. from George 
Washington University in Washington, D. 

C. , where she also was a graduate 
research assistant. 

Mrs. Pitt was selected from 20 ap¬ 
plicants interviewed. A total of 130 ap¬ 
plications were received. 

The recommendation to employ Mrs. 

Pitt was made by a selection committee, 
consisting of Sr. Mary Gorman of the 
Community RehablliU Uon Committee; 

Rev. Charles Coyle, \ outh Commission 
chairman; Stephen Hoi nes of the Council 
on Aging; William Ramsey, Community 
Relations Committee chairman; Aid. 

David Cohen, and C. F. Miller of the 
mayor's office.

According to Mayor Theodore Mann 
last week, Health Commissioner Dr. John 
Athens is reviewing the clinic's per¬ 
formance to determine whether the city 
"is getting its money’s worth." 

Following a public hearing at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital on community mental 
health, sponsored by the N—W—W Area 
Board, Mrs. Barbara Rubin, president of 
the Newton Mental Health Association that 
acts as an advisory board to the clinic, 
reportedly said that she and members of 
the clinic's board of directors, some of 
whom are ? ? ? ? who are also members of 
the Newton Mental Health Association, 
had talked with Dr. Athans and Health 
Department Administrator Paul Moan, 
who both agreed that the clinic should 
continue its services. 

According to Gershon Rosenblum, 
state Region V mental health director, the 
clinic staff will be on probation for six 


months and ordered to correct its record¬ 
keeping methods. 

The appointment of new director will 
wait until the staff has been stabilized and 
the amount of funding from the city is 
known, according to Sahatjian. 

Dr. Bernstein took over as medical 
director of the clinic last spring from Dr. 
William Stone, who moved to Texas. 
Bernstein’s efforts to make reforms in the 
clinic’s loose operation caused a rift 
between the staff and the board of 
directors that apparently could not be 
breached. 

Bernstein, 46, is an assistant professor 
of psychiatry at Harvard, a staff 
psychiatrist at Massachusetts General 
Hospital, and the author of many scientific 
papers. 

His resignation is effective Jan. 26. 


Junior College 
Fate Uncertain 


The possibility of Newton Junior 
College becoming an interim campus for 
Mass. Bay Community College in Sep¬ 
tember, 1975, remains uncertain after 
recent statements by state officials. 

Administration and Finance Secretary 
William Cowin reportedly said recently 
that the only expansion of public colleges 
provided for in the next budget will be for 
R ox bury Community College and Bunker 
Hill Community College. 

This may not directly affect Newton 
Junior College. Funding for shifting Mass. 
Bay to Newton would probably come from 
the budget after this forthcoming one. 

Secretary of Education Joseph Cronin 
said that the possibility of using Newton 
Junior College as a site for Mass. Bay is 
"still a very live possibility." 

Cronin added that “the idea of merging 
schools is very compatible" to present 
discussion. 

"The general signs are that it is going 
to be tough to get any proposition 
through," commented Newton Junior 
College President Charles W. Dudley. 

Dudley added that money has already 
been appropriated for building a new 
campus for Mass. Bay at Elizabeth Seton 
in Wellesley. A current proposal for 
Newton Junior calls for it to serve as an 
interim campus for Mass. Bay until 
construction is completed in Wellesley 
aroung 1980. 


Transit Proposal 
Centers On Cabs 


Two proposals for demand-response 
transportation were presented at the first 
meeting of the Mayor's Task Force on 
Transportation Tuesday night. 

As practical matters, both were met 
with more negative than positive response, 
although the need for such supplementary 
transportation was agreed on. 

The Transportation Task Force was 
appointed by Mayor Theodore Mann to 
study methods of providing additional 
intracity transportation to and from major 
MBTA transit nodes. 

Dewey Mollomo, treasurer of the 
Newton Taxi Association and president of 
the largest cab company in the city, at the 
request of Mayor Mann drew up a plan for 
one system. 

MoUomo's plan covered most of the 
city by 1-mile intersecting circles, but 
would require a coalition of all four taxi 
companies in the city, with a com¬ 
munications network serving them all, 
which would represent an investment of 
about $100,000. 


"The idea of the taxi companies taking 
on any such operation is out of the 
question," Mollomo said. 

“I’m proposing this system, but 
fighting it at the same time," Mollomo 
explained. 

“If you want to subsidize us, fine. With 
money we can accomplish anything," he 
continued. 

Mollomo’s plan would cost "a dollar 
per head," he said, for a ride within a mile 
radius; would require riders to call a 
central taxi number, which would then 
dispatch the nearest cab to the address; 
and would take sometimes 20 minutes or 
more to answer a call, because the same 
cab might pick up four passengers in the 
area. 

Mollomo saw "certain disadvantages" 
to his plan. Riders could call a taxi comp- 
nay direct and get faster service, often for 
the same dollar rate. 

Don Levitan, director of in¬ 
tergovernmental relations for the city, and 
the mayor's transportation expert, would 


not be dissuaded by MoUomo's bleak 
picture of the possibility of a variation on 
the dial-a-ride system used with various 
(usually poor) results in a few com¬ 
munities in the country. , 

Levitan said, "1 am only coneernod 
with moving people." 

“My imm«iiate thinking on a demand- 
response system is that there is needed a 
marriage of public and private enterprise. 
We cannot aUow the MBTA to abdicate its 
responsibility to provide public tran¬ 
sportation, but we are trying to provide a 
supplemental method of intracity tran¬ 
sportation on a regular basis," I^vitan 
said. 

Levitan's flight of thought for tran¬ 
sportation extended to exploring the use of 
the wateerways surrounding Newton 
(Task Force member Alice Wilson offered 
Levitan the rental of her canoe) and 
examining the school-bus network for 
possible use during off-peak hours.

School Committee Considering 
Three Plans To Cut Personnel 


Members of the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee asked for more time this week to 
review possible personnel cuts in the 
Newton School System. 

The School Committee received three 
different plans for reducing staff from 
Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
James Laurits. 

The first plan, submitted originally in a 
$29,381,4701974-75 budget recommendation 
from the school administration, would 
reduce professional staffing by 25 
positions. 

This recommended reduction was 
based on projected enrollment changes on 
a school-by school basis. According to the 
administration, this plan would raise the 
overall pupil-staff ratio at the senior high 
level. It would also increase some class 
sizes and increase the loads of some 
teachers. Ten of the 25 reductions were 
recommended for the senior highs. 

The other plans for eliminating staff 
positions were submitted by Laurits after 
members of the School Committee em¬ 
phasized the need to be economical, and 
the fact that pupil enrollment has been 
decreasing in recent years. 

The second plan would eliminate 30.8 
staff positions. With this reduction, the 
pupil-staff ratio and the pupil-weighted 
staff ratio would be the same in 1974-75 as 
it is in 1973-74. It would match the 
projected drop in enrollment with a 
decrease in positions. 

The effects of this plan would probably 


be an increase in class sizes in all major 
departments in the secondary schools, and 
the loss of some positions in guidance, art, 
music, home economics and industrial 
arts. 

Also, in one or two elementary schools, 
some grade levels would have to be 
combined if this reduction were to be 
approved. 

The third plan called for the elimination 
of 42.3 professional positions. This would 
come about by increasing the pupil- 
teacher ratio from 18.7 to 19.0. It would 
create a pupil-staff ratio of 14.2 in 1974-75. 

This plan would necessitate aliminating 
some K-l combinations and the return to 
separate kindergarten classes in these 
schools. Two or three schools would have 
to combine grade levels. 

In the junior high schools, tlie reduc¬ 
tions would cause a general increase in 
class size, and one or two schools would 
have to drop an entire team at one grade 
level. 

There would be a general increase in 
class size in the senior highs and a 
shrinkage in smaller departments, ac¬ 
cording to the administration. 

It was estimated that the first plan, 
eliminating 25 professional positions and 
four aide positions, would save $365,580. 

The second plan, eliminating 30.8 
positions and four aide positions, could 
save $447,494. 

The third plan, eliminating 42.3 
professional positions and eight aides, 
could save $625,083. Two aides are the 


equivalent of one full-time staff member in 
terms of salary. These figures do not in¬ 
clude any possible reductions at Newton 
Junior College. 

“We need to be more specific about 
who, what and where we cut," said School 
Committeeman Gerald Byrne. "We might 
make a step backward." 

The School Committee gave tentative 
approval to some parts of the budget of¬ 
fered by the administration. It approved 
an administration budget of $1,675,711. 
This $821 less than originally recom¬ 
mended by the administration, because of 
an estimated reduction in Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield costs. School Committee Chair¬ 
woman Eleanor Rosenblum called the 
vote, "a sense of the meeting vote." 

The School Committee also gave ten¬ 
tative approval to parts of the instruction 
budget. Among major items approved 
were $72,900 for summer curriculum, 
$92,615 for tutoring emotionally disturbed 
children, $292,560 for a learning 
disabilities program, $111,045 for the work- 
study program, $654,456 for books and 
supplies, and $84,848 for special 
allowances for the Division of Program. 
Some of these costs are reimbursable. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 16, the School 
Committee discussed the work load and 
roles of teachers whle examining the 
personnel budget. The administration has 
recommended $22,541,623 for salaries in 
1974-75.

One specific issue will be the fact that 
six jet sanders ordered early last year are 
still in Weston being installed on city 
vehicles. 

Tlje Board also voted to deny (17 in 
favor, 4 opposed, two absent, and one 
excused) a petition to store flammable 
chemicals at 59 Chapel St. 

A recommendation of the Newton 
North High Parking Study Committee that 
Blithedale Rd. and Kimball Terrace be 
closed to through traffic during school 
hours was approved. 

A proposed amendment to city or- 
dinances to set the salary for the Clerk of 
tlie Board at $18,000 was reported ap-

Mofenson Files For Better 
Protection For Firefighters 


Two legislative measures 
designed to provide added 
protection for Massachusetts 
firefighters have been filed by 
Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton). 

One measure relates to 
research for firefighters' 
equipment, particularly gas 
masks and protective clothing; 
the second calls for flam¬ 
mability standards for 
firefighters' c.othing and 
equipment. 

In explaining the bills, Rep. 
Mofenson said the protective 
equipment firemen use today is 
virtually the same as that in use 
40 years ago. 

"In fact,” Mofenson adds, 
"firefighters' clothing offers 
less protection against fire than 
much of the children's clothing 
on the market today. While 
safety standards have been set 
for children’s clothing, no such 
standards have been set for 
firemen.”

There have been problems in 
a toxic environment, Mofenson 
explained, with each of the two 
types of protective masks now 
available and In use by 
Massachusetts firefighters. 

"One device, similar to a 
skindlver's tank, is heavy, 
bulky and only lasts for 15 to 20 
minutes. The other tpe, known 
as a rebreather, while in some 
ways better, suffers from many 
of the same problems as the 
tank and charcoal filter 
devices. Still another, the use of 
which has recently been 
discontinued, is the simple 
charcoal filter type. It has 
proved to be dangerous in 
basements and attics where 
there is little oxygen, and the 
mask Is useless against some 
fumes from modern plastics," 
Mofenson said.

up several flights of stairs, 
since the elevators cannot be 
used, rescuing someone from a 
smoke-filled room, and running 
back down the stairs, all within 
the time limit of his oxygen 
supply.

Mofenson's second bill 
provides for the establishment 
of a special commission of 
legislators and firemen to 
supply the needs of firefighters 
and propose specific legislation 
to meet those needs. They will 
investigate current firefighting 
technology and encourage 
research and development of 
new equipment both by 
legislation at the state level and 
by obtaining available federal 
grants. 

Among the areas which would 
be considered by the com¬ 
mission, which will have at 
least one firefighter, one fire 
chief, and one individual from

Anyone studying the attendance list of the Senior Class 
of N.N.HS would see nothing different about the name, 
Colleen Butcher except that she owes her allegiance to 
South Africa. 

Colleen is spending the year with the Frank Howard 
family of West Newton as a member of the American Field 
Service Exchange Program. 

Newton does not have an active American Field Service 
Chapter and last year the previously weak and pathetic 
A.F.S. Club at the High School completely collapsed so that 
when Colleen arrived she had a lot of organizing to do. 

Right now, the A.F.S. Club is in the infant stage; a 
number of American and Foreign students turned out at the 
first meeting and at the Christmas Party which followed 
soon after but a lot must be done before a strong foundation 
has been laid. 

The goal of the American Field Service is to have 
students of the world walking and talking together but how 
can that goal be achieved without knowledge? So to tell 
people about the world, Colleen has planned to have a film 
shows on different countries the first of which was of 
course, Africa. 

During the question and answer period that followed 
the show, someone asked; Are there cities in Africa? 

Yes, and schools and stores and movies too, but no 
television and very few jungles. In South Africa, the 
children start school at age six, spend two years in primary 
school, go on to secondary school for six years and then to 
High School which they finish at age 18. At that point, they 
are expected to take a national examination of 
matriculation in six subjects including Afrikaans and 
English for which they have prepared two years. If they

pass, they are free to turther their education in a three-year 
university or to go out and work as most South Africans do. 

South Africans don’t sit in with their books at night or 
on weekends; they go to parties where they hear British or 
American music or to see British and American films or to 
see friends. After school, they go to see interscholastic 
rugby or soccer games. 

I asked Colleen what she’d be doing if home now and 
she responded, ‘‘I’d be lying on the beach.” 

During the warm season, people head for the beach on 
the South Shore where resorts have sprouted up or to 
campsites in game reserves. For the most part, animals 
don’t bother you in game reserves with the exception of 
baboons who sometimes jump on your carr,” Colleen said. 

When she arrived, Colleen was surprised at the 
"abundance of motorcars on the street and the abundance 
of material goods in the stores" and at "the way we swim in 
lakes and rivers.” 

In South Africa people cannot swim in lakes and rivers 
because of the presence of the parasite Bilharzia which can 
be lethal if absorbed by the human system. 

Colleen has often been asked If she's ever seen a lion or 
a tiger to which she responds in good humour “Yes, I have a 
pet lion.” 

Though lions and tigers cannot be found in a South 
African home, perhaps Boere Wors and Pap; a spicy 
sausage and porridge dish can. And if not, perhaps most 
South African students would be shocked to discover that 
we don’t have ragtime, a week set aside by the universities 
to raise money for charity. 

Students publish magazines of jokes and build floats 
which they adorn with paper flowers for display in parades. 

Colleen became interested in the American Field 
Service when a girl from New Jersey came to her school 
last year and told people about the exchange. Colleen 
figured all she could do was to try, and Newton knows the 
results. 

Colleen said that if she could bring anything back to 
South Africa it would be our "great educational system" 
and she had better bring back pride in the thought that she 
successfully "walked and talked" with students at Newton 
North.

Runs into Opposition

The Board of Aldermen Monday night 
failed to suspend the rules to take action on 
Phase I of the mayor’s reorganization of 
the executive staff. 

Mayor Theodore Mann had asked the 
Board to approve $64,000 in pay and pay 
increases to implement his staff 
reorganization. 

First to object to taking the matter up 
Monday night was Aid. David Jackson, 
who was quickly seconded by Aid. Ernest 
Dietz. 

"There are many, many questions I 
want to ask. There are many peoole in the 
city who do not want to move in the 
direction fo a city manager," Dietz said. 

Dietz continued, "In charter 
discussions it was decided not to go to city 
manager, but to retain the strong-mayor 
system.” 

(In the 1969 municipal election, a 
revision of the charter was voted and a 
charter commission elected; the com¬ 
mission spent 1970 revising the charter, 
and in 1971 the electorate approved the 
new charter. 

Aid. Alan Barkin and Louis Egelson 
disagreed with Dietz, maintaining that the 
charter specifies that the executive and 
administrative powers are vested in the 
mayor and that any deviation from that 
arrangement would require a charter 
change. 

Aid. Sidney Small argued there is “no 
purpose to be served by delaying this 


another two weeks," and Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell countered with his opinion that 
the mayor's request should be related to 
the entire reorganization plan. 

Phase 2 of the Mayor's plan is 
reorganization of the structure of the rest 
of the city departments. 

The vote on suspension of the rules to 
allow a vote was 13 opposed, 11 in favor. To 
suspend the rules, 18 affirmative votes are 
required. 

Since suspension of the rules failed, 
the item remains in the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, where it will probably be discussed 
at the FinCom Jan. 29 meeting. 

Commenting the day after the Board 
meeting, Dietz said he was glad the Board 
had not waived the rules and that the item 
is back in the Finance Committee. 

Dietz said that in his opinion the 
mayor is "delegating too much respon¬ 
sibility,” and questioned whether the 
mayor can delegate the "authority.” 

The charter says; "The executive and 
administrative powers of the city shall be 
vested solely in the mayor, and may be 
exercised by him either personally or 
through the several city agencies under his 
general supervision and control”. . . 

"To aid him in his official duties he 
may appoint one or more assistants, fix 
their salaries, and define their duties." 

Opponents of the first phase of the 
reorganization feel that the mayor's 
"delegation" of powers is not quite the 
same as "exercising powers." They feel 
further that an assistant, as allowed by the 
charter, is not the same as the creation of 
position which appears to them only 


slightly less powerful than the position of 
mayor. 

Mayor Mann, in a Tuesday interview, 
said that he feels that the reorganization of 
his department has been either misun¬ 
derstood by some of the aldermen who 
have read it or not read at all by other 
aldermen. 

Mann said, "The final responsibility 
will still be mine. I am still the one who has 
to sign all the warrants. No matter what 
authority I delegate, the ultimate 
responsibility is mine." 

The mayor said his reorganization of 
the executive department is another effort 
to get the city on a businesslike basis. 
"Can you imagine the president of General 
Motors trying to keep all the authority to 
himself?" 

Mann’s reorganization plan for the 
executive department calls for the 
creation of three new positions — chief 
administrative officer, planning and 
programming officer, and chief budget (or 
financial) officer. 

The salaries for the new positions 
asked by the mayor are $25,000; $22,500; 
and $22,500, respectively. 

The Finance Committee approved the 
$25,000 for chief administrative officer (to 
be filled by mayoral assistant James 
Salter), but cut the others to $20,000 each. 

Also requested are two additional 
secretaries at $7,000 each, and two ad¬ 
ministrative assistants at $12,500 each. 
The FinCom cut the assistants' salaries to 
$11,500 each. 

The matter may be voted on at the 
Feb. 4 meeting of the full board.

■ Remember when television sets came 
into vogue? It was generally predicted that 
the wonder of the age would replace 
reading as a means of information and 
source of enjoyment, that books, 
magazines and newspapers would become 
obsolete. 

That was more than 25 years ago and 
we re happy to observe that things haven’t 
worked out just that way. 

The February issue of Christopher 
News Notes just arrived, observes that we 
are not becoming a society of non-readers. 
Even with 94 percent of all households 
owning television sets, the consumption of 
reading material is booming. 

Here are some interesting figures: 

— In a single year, more than 18 billion 
pounds of newsprint were used. 

— There were 4,225 newspapers, and 
2.037 periodicals. New books numbered 
21.877. 

Did you know that by the time you are 
70. you will have spent some three years of 
your waking hours reading? That’s the 
same amount of time as devoted to talking 
and also to being educated. (Compare this 
with 11 years of working, six years eating, 
and one half year worshiping). 

Thus it is gratifying to know that the 
printed word is not going out of style. 
Indeed, as leisure time increases, there is 
more opportunity for reading. 

With this in mind, The Christophers 
offer some guidelines. They suggest that 
you ask yourself these questions: 

— Do I read with a critical eye, trying 
to distinguish between fact and fiction? 

— Do I remain open to new insights? 
Or do I limit myself only to newspapers 
and periodicals with which I agree? 

Do I support and make use of the 
public library in my community. 

— Do I back worthwhile publications 
with my purchasing dollar, or do I merely 
complain about the lowering standards of 
reading material? 

Of course it's gratifying to us to know 
that people still look to their local 
newspapers as their major source of day to 
day information. We recognize our respon¬ 
sibilities in this respect and will take every 
precaution to assure that the news as we 
publish it shall have the ring of truth. 

As the late James Strohn Copley, 
publisher of more than 45 daily and weekly 
newspapers throughout the country, 
observed: ‘’The newspaper is a bulwark 
against regimented thinking. One of its 
duties is to enhance the integrity of the 
individual which is the core of American 
greatness. . .The written word ultimately 
finds out all venality, all inefficiency, all 
phonies, all mistakes. The greatest tyrant, 
in capital city or county seat, looks with 
dread upon the honest reporter.” 

Copley has been described as a true 
patriot who believed in our country and 
who loved our country. He was proud to be 
an American, and he never apologized for 
it. Journalism, to him, was more than a 
career; it was a mission.

Ted Says He Intends 
To Remain In Senate 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy, who never does anything 
slowly, was chatting animatedly before he rushed to the 
Logan Airport to take a plane back to Washington. 

He told how moved he was by the expressions of 
sympathy, the well wishes and especially the prayers for 
liis brave young son whose leg was amputated. 

His voice broke once with emotion as he mentioned the 
great recovery by his son and how well he was coming 
along. "It was the prayers,” he added simply. 

This was not a press conference in the true meaning of 
the words. It was a personal conversation between Ted 
Kennedy and the writer, with no one else in attendance. 
Finally, we popped the question everybody asks. 

What about 1976, Ted? 

"I haven’t changed at all," he replied. "I have every 
intention of running for reelection to the Senate." 

He said be probably will issue a statement about the 
middle of next year. The writer gathered the strong im¬ 
pression that if the statement were made today, It would 
say that he will not be a candidate for the Presidency. 

Ted pointed out what he had been doing during his visit 
to Massachusetts. He had addressed the student bodies of 
some high schools. He had visited a school for mentally 
retarded children and had talked to business groups about 
the energy crisis. 

This observer recognized the point Those are not the 
sort of things that are done by a candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States. 

At this stage in 1958, two years and ntne months before 
the 1960 Presidential election, Ted’s late, great brother, 
John F. Kennedy, was seeking delegate support In all parts 
of the nation. Ted is not doing thaL 

As we listened to Ted Kennedy and his cogent com¬ 
ments on the great problems of the day, we couldn’t help 
but look back on his public career and marvel at the 
political distance he has travelled in a little more than a 
decade — a career that has been saddened by one terrible 
tragedy after another. 

Ted Kennedy is a more astute politician and a better 
Senator than either of his brothers although he himself 
might contradict that statement 

Twelve years ago, at this time, Ted launched his 
campaign for the Senate seat which had been held lor eight 
years by his oldest brother. He toppled two strong vote- 
getters along the way to achieve that office. 

He defeated former Attorney General Edward J. 
McCormack both at the Democratic State Convention and 
in the Democratic primary. He prevailed over George 
I-odge, son of Henry Cabot Lodge, in the final election. 

Teu months after Ted assumed his place in the Senate, 
his oldest living brother was assassinated in Dallas. Four 
and a half years after that, his only other living brother was 
assassinated in a Los Angeles hotel while seeking the 
Democratic nomination for President 

Ted himself, of course, suffered a broken back when a 
plane flying him to the 1964 Democratic Convention crashed 
on its way to West Springfield. Life has not been kind to Ted 
Kennedy during his years in the U. S. Senate. 

Another indication that Senator Kennedy, presently at 
least, does not plan to become a candidate for President is 
that be is making no effort to stage a show of strength at the 
midterm Democratic National Convention to be held in 
Kansas City next December. 

Senator Henry M. (Scoop) Jackson is pressing his 
Presidential bid, and Alabama Governor George Wallace, 
paralyzed from the bullet of a would-be assassin, is seeking 
the election of pro-Wallace delegates in order to test his 
strength for another Presidential drive in 1976. His cause is 
virtually hopeless because of his physical condition. 

So far Ted has displayed only polite interest in the 
convention. 


Agnew Still Provided 
Services By Public 

When newspaper and television reporters sought out 
former Vice President Spiro T. Agnew to obtain his reaction 
to the recommendation of a three-judge panel that he be 
barred from the practice of law, he was in a Washington 
office still provided for him by the federal government 

The newsmen were greeted by a secretary whose 
salary is paid from federal loads. A Secret Service agent on 
duty in the office told them they were wasting their time 
and that Spiro would have nothing to say. 

This writer has an aversion for kicking anyone who is 
down, but it does seem that President Nixon is overdoing 
things a bit in still providing an office, secretarial help, 
Secret Service bodyguards, a limousine and chauffeur for 
Spiro Agnew at public expense. 

Instead of reflecting on his good fortune that he was 
able to escape going to prison, Spiro is still living as high off 
the hog as if he had Just returned from a heroic and history- 
making flight into outer space and is still savoring things 
provided by the government which are denied the ordinary 
law-abiding citizen who rarely gets to ride in a limousine 
except at a funeral and is never guarded by a Secret Service 
agent — not even when he is walking at night on a dark, 
lonely street. 

The charge by the three judges that Mr. Agnew was 
guilty of “deceitful and dishonest conduct” and that be 
failed to report nearly $30,000 in taxable income on his 1967 
federal tax return, “which he knew the law required him to 
report and pay taxes on,” hardly jibes with Spiro’s claim of 
innocence in his televised speech after he resigned from the 
Vice Presidency. 

And we do think it’s a bit much to be providing him with 
an office, secretaries. Secret Service bodyguards, a 
limousine and chauffeur at this point in time, as some ex- 
Nixonites would say. 

Cocktail Party Tape 
Quoted Against Nixon 

You might think that William Dobrovir would have had 
the good taste to resign as Ralph Nader’s attorney in the 
suit challenging the Nixon administration’s 1971 increase in 
milk price supports and that if he didn't, Nader would have 
the good judgement to fire him. 

Dobrovir is the lawyer who took borne a tape oI a White 
House dairy meeting and played it for the entertainment of 
his guests at a cocktail party. This disturbed both the judge 
sitting on the case and the Washington Bar Association 
which Is investigating Dobrovir’s conduct. 

But Dobrovir apparently considers himself some kind 
of folk hero, and Nader evidently concurs in the opinion. 

Dobrovir has surfaced again as Nader's attorney in the 
milk price suit and has quoted from the very tape he played 
at the cocktail party, maintaining that it cast doubt on 
President Nixon's account of a dairy meeting and that a 
part of the tape was recorded on March 23, 1971. The guests 
at Dobrovir’s cocktail party thought the tape did not prove 
anything. Based on the part quoted by Dobrovir, we would 
agree. 

What is intriguing about this controversy is that Nader 
and Dobrovir evidently feel they can do no wroag. The tape 
which Dobrovir played at the cocktail party for the 
amusement of his guests was tamed over to him on a court 
order. It would seem that Dobrovir at the very least was 
guilty of contempt of court. 

If one of the Watergate defendants did that and came 
before Judge Sirica for punishment, he probably would get 
life imprisonment. While you may not think much of the 
judgement of Nader and Dobrovir, you must marvel at 
their incredible gall and conceit

Gov. Sargent Admits

Governor Sargent, who is as disarming a politician as 
you will ever watch on television, admits, in his boyish 
manner he adopts at times, that he may have played a bit of 
politics when he appointed two Democratic Governor’s 
Councillors to court jobs and replaced them with two 
Republicans who had staged unsuccessful campaigns for 
election to the House of Representatives. 

When it was pointed out to Sarge that he did this during 
the only week in 1973 when the Legislature was out of 
session (the Legislature would have chosen the two new 
Councillors if it had been in session when the vacancies 
occurred), he replied that the Legislature would have 
picked “two of the boys” in such a turn of events. 

Sarge grinned like a small boy canght with his fist in the 
cookie jar when be was asked if he also had not appointed 
“two of the boys.” He conceded that he had played politics 
but then in a round-about way proceeded to justify his ac¬ 
tion to his own apparent satisfaction. 

He plans to announce his candidacy for reelection some 
time in the latter part of the spring, expects that Lieutenant 
Governor Donald Dwight again will be his running mate 
and believes that he and Dwight may run together with 
deputy Governor William Cowin who will seek the 
Republican nomination for Attorney General. 

"If you had it to do over again, would you still appoint 
John Boone as state corrections commissioner?" Governor 
Sargent was asked 

"Yes, I would,” was the prompt and firm reply. The 
Governor reviewed Boone's accomplishments, including 
the introduction of the furlough system, and disclosed that 
he had anticipated everything which happened under Boone 
except the terrible violence at Walpole State Prison. 

Sarge observed that the most repugnant thing about 
being Governor is raising the funds to finance a campaign 
for reelection. "I don’t like to go around passing the hat,” 
he declared

Most of us are not directly 
responsible for environmental 
abuses, but we connive in them 
by our ignorance; we are 
ignorantly dependent upon 
them. Every time we indulge in 
or depend on the wastefulness of 
our economy, we are promoting 
the environmental crisis, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
points out. 

The U. S. population 
generates five pounds of 
municipal solid wastes per day 
per person. These wastes, per 
pound, have a fuel value 
averaging one and one-half 
kilowatt-hours which is more 
than one-third the fuel value of 
high grade coal, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
tells us. 

We import 50 percent of our 
iron ore, and 40 percent of this 
comes from South America. 
Domestic scrap could sup¬ 
plement the ore shortage; by 
1980 recycled cans may become 
essential to steel production, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. 

— 0 — 

The solar energy falling on 
the surface of Lake Mead is five 
times the output of the 
generators at the Hoover Dam, 
the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society tells us. 

To put a glass of milk on the 
table requires the energy 
equivalent to half a glass of 
diesel fuel; for a one-pound loaf 
of bread, two pounds of coal, 
and for a pound of hamburger, 
three pounds of coal. Twelve 
percent of the national energy 
use is for providing and 
preparing food, according to the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society.

Like countless other women, 
Jane Williams Currie casually 
begins her day with a cup of 
coffee and then spends con¬ 
siderable time preparing 
herself for work. 

But. the one thing which 
distinguishes Jane from the 
millions of women who go 
through this morning ritual is 
her job. 

Jane is a postal inspector - the 
first female in the history of the 
U.S. Postal Service to hold 
such a position. 

Mrs. Currie, a 34-year-old 
Texan, admits being pleased 
with having such an honor but 
readily adds that it is “more 
gratifying" to be a part of the 
oldest Federal law enforcement 
agency. 

"Do you know that the Postal 
Inspection Service has a history 
which dates back to 1737?" she 
proudly asks. 

It has been a little over 
years since Mrs. Currii 
pleted her basic and 

joined some l,700JWher postal 
inspectors who enforce postal 
laws and safeguard the mails. 

Since her appointment, 16 
other women have been named. 
Jane works in Chicago on 
financial fraud cases. 

“As far as efficiency as an 
inspector is concerned I feel no 
hindrance at all by being a 
woman," she said. "I have as 
much confidence in my ability 
as the men do.” 


During her two years as an 
inspector, Mrs. Currie has 
investigated dangerous postal 
fraud suspects, unraveled their 
phony alibis and even made 
several arrests. 

"In my way," she explains, "I 
am doing something that may 
keep a great many people from 
being defrauded. If I can get the 
guilty prosecuted, then it’s 
going to save someone from 
losing something - money or 
property or whatever.” 

The enthusiasm which 
Inspector Currie has about her 
job is contagious. Her flashing 
smile is as brilliant as the en¬ 
forcement badge she carries in 
her handbag which on occasj 
has stored her .38 revolj 

"We qualify twk^Tyear with 
firearms - inoj^Ung a shotgun - 
and w^dnst maintain our 
quaJUjffuon in order to keep 
veapons,” she said. "We 
Ire also trained in basic karate, 
strictly for defensive pur¬ 
poses.” 

No matter how tiring - or 
exciting - her daily routine is, 
Jane always leaves the title of 
inspector at the office. One bit 
of wisdom she picked up from 
her late father, a formal postal 
inspector, was “never take the 
office home with you." 

So, what does an attractive 
Texan living in Chicago do in 
her spare time? Cook Mexican 
dishes, of course.

The make-lt-yourself boom, especially for 
the young, is sweeping the country.

4 whole chicken breasts, boned (small ones) 

14 cups hot cooked rice 

3 tablespoons butter, divided 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
4 teaspoon rosemary 

4 teaspoon basil 
4 cup unsifted all purpose flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon paprika 

2 envelopes Instant chicken broth 
14 cups water 

1 tablespoon instant minced onion 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 bay leaf 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

1 can mandarin orange sections, drained 

Sprinkle inside of chicken breasts lightly with salt. In a 
small mixing bowl combine rice with 1 tablespoon of the 
butter, salt, parsley, rosemary and basil. Toss lightly to 
mix. Spoon rice mixture into hollows of chicken breasts 
over stuffing covering completely; fasten with toothpicks. 
Mix flour, salt and paprika together; dip chicken breasts 
into the mixture, coating well. In a medium skillet, brown 
the chicken in the remaining butter. Stir in chicken broth, 
water, minced onion, lemon juice and bay leaf. Heat to 
boiling; cover and simmer 25 minutes or until chicken is 
tender. Remove bay leaf. Place chicken on a heated serving 
platter, and keep warm. Reheat liquid to boiling. Combine 
cornstarch with a little water to make a paste. Stir into the 
liquid in the skillet. Cook, stirring constantly, until sauce • 
thickens and boils—boil for 3 minutes. Stir in mandarin 
orange sections. Heat until bubbly. Spoon over chicken. 
Garnish with additional orange sections if desired. Serves 4 

The following recipes come from Mrs. S. H., West 
Newton who writes that she turns an ordinary chuck roast 
into delightful dinners when she fancies them up in these 
recipes: 

FRUITED POT ROAST 

3 pounds beef for pot roast 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 tablespoon fat 

3 tablespoons water 

3 tablespoons vinegar 
Salt and pepper 

Dash EACH of ginger, nutmeg and allspice 
8 dried prunes 
8 dried apricots 

Dredge meat with flour and brown on all sides in fat in 
heavy saucepan. Add water and vinegar. Sprinkle meat 
with salt, pepper and spices. Cover and simmer 3 to 34 
hours. Soak prunes ami apricots in hot water to cover for 1 
hour. About 1 hour before meat is tender, add drained fruit 
and simmer for 1 hour. Season to taste. Serves 4. 

YANKEE POT ROAST 
4 pounds beef for pot roast 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 cup water 

1 medium onion, sliced 
4 cup diced turnip 

4 cup diced carrot 
4 cup cut celery, with leaves 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Brown meat on all sides in heavy kettle, adding u small 
amount of fat if necessary. Sprinkle with salt. Add onion 
and water, cover and simmer for 4 hours. About 4 hour 
before meat is tender, add remaining ingredients and 
simmer until vegetables are done. Remove meat and 
thicken liquid with a paste of flour and water, if desired. 
Season to taste. Serves 6. 

Question: I've been finding it very difficult meeting 
both the budget demands as well as food demands of my 
family of six. To be perfectly frank, even making a soup 
with chicken or meat in it is an expensive dish. What I'd like 
is a hearty soup (because my family loves soup before 
eating the main dish at dinner) but not an expensive one, 
please. Thanks.-Mrs. C. W., Dedham 

Answer: We’re all in agreement with you, it is difficult 
providing the family with filling, nourishing meals while 
keeping within the budget guidelines. Here's a recipe for a 
good Lamb Soup-a budget treat. 

LAMB SOUP 

2 pounds lamb neck slices 
Water (about 2 quarts) 

4 teaspoon curry powder 
14 teaspoons salt 
1 bay leaf, crushed 
4 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup EACH: chopped celery, chopped onion 
4 cup rice, uncooked 
1 apple, diced 
4 cup green pepper, diced 
4 tomatoes, cut in wedges 

Place lamb in large stock pot or dutch oven. Add water 
to cover, curry powder, salt, bay leaf and pepper. Simmer 
for about 14 hours or until lamb is tender. Remove lamb 
from liquid and cut into large pieces; discard bones. Skim 
fat from soup stock and return lamb to dutch oven. (Or-at 
this point soup may be refrigerated overnight and fat lifted 
off before resuming cooking.) Add celery, onion, rice, 
apple, green pepper and additional water if necessary. 
Cover, bring to a boil, reduce heat and simmer about 20 
minutes or until rice is cooked. Add tomatoes and heat 
thoroughly. Serve. Serves 6.

Add drained Chinese vegetables, 
cornstarch solution and scallion. Just heat through. Just as 
you turn flame off, stir in beaten egg. Mix well and serve.

Original German Documents Go To Brandeis

Parking In Rear 
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Nine hundred pages of 
original German high command 
documents dealing with Jews at 
Theresienstadt, Czechoslov¬ 
akia, during World War II, have 
been presented to Brandeis 
University. 

The gift was made as 1973 
came to a close by Mrs. Emma 
Goldscheidcr Fuchs of Newton 
survivor of the Nazi Holocaust, 
who was incarcerated in the 
camp together with her first 
husband, Alfred Goldscheider, 

■ and the couple's two children, 
Hanus and Nina. 

It was at atheresienstadt, 25 
miles from Prague, that teas of 
thousands of Jews were held on 
their way to Dachau and 
Auschwitz. Mr. Goldscheider 
held a monor administrative 
post at the partially self- 
governing transportation camp 
and secreted the documents as 
they passed through his post. 

German security was such 
that the Goldscheider’s could 
• not know they were progressing 
' through a system that would see 
six million Jews annihilated by 
the end of the war. Yet, they 
sensed the importance of what 
was happening to them at 
Theresienstadt. 

Mr. Goldscheider gave the 
precious documents to his wife 
for safekeeping and told her 
that one day they would be of 
extreme importance. Just 
before the end of the war, he 
and his 17-year-old son, Hanus,

were transported out of 
Theresienstadt. 

Emma Goldscheider never 
saw them again. 

Freed after the war, she and 
her daughter, Nina, who also 
survived, meticulously traced 
Alfred and Hanus. They learned 
that the father had been sent to 
Auschwitz where he died in a 
gas chamber and that Hanus 
had succumbed in a hunger 
camp. 

Emma returned home to 
Bohemia where she un¬ 
successfully tried to reclaim 
her factory and business which 
had by that time been ap¬ 
propriated by the Communists. 

Family, friends, home and 
wealth gone, she and her 
daughter, dressed in borrowed 
clothing, migrated to the United 
States carrying one package — 
the documents from 
Theresienstadt. 

The papers are considered by 
Joshua Rothenberg, librarian of 
the Judaica section of the 
Goldfarb Library at Brandeis, 
as rare and invaluable, unique 
in their chronological com¬ 
pleteness. 

Mrs. Fuchs' possession of 
them came to light when a 
member of the Brandeis 
National Women’s Committee 
interviewed her to obtain a tape 
for the "Living History” 
collection at Brandeis. 

Living History consists of 
taped recordings of first person 
accounts by Jews who lived 
through and survived the Nazi 
Holocaust. It has been taken on 
as a special project of the 
Brandeis National Women’s 
Committee through its chapters 
across the United States. The 
main thrust of Women’s 
Committee work is support of 
the Brandeis libraries. 

The Theresienstadt papers 


will be part of Brandeis 
Holocaust collection, since they 
are written documents and not 


who will leave and stay — which 
now can be translated as “who 
will live and who will die."

voice recordings of first hand 
experiences. However, they 
have been reviewed by 
Assistant Professor of 
American Studies Jacob Cohen, 
the Brandeis scholar who 
oversees the Living History 
project. 

“They are very important. 
One can recount li.t tidily life in 
a detention camp from 1942 to 
1944. This may be the most 
complete set of administrative 
documents from Theresienstadt 
in existance.” 

The papers contain routine 
data like housing assignments. 
They also include lists of those

Noting that for 28 years, Mrs. 
Fuchs guarded the precious 
papers as she was instructed by 
her husband, Prof. Cohen said: 
"She is presenting them to 
Brandeis now because she 
believes young people should 
understand what happened.” 

Prof. Cohen, quite apart from 
the Theresienstadt documents, 
recalled what helped make the 
tragedy real to him. 

"In my research, I came 
across German insurance 
company documents with 
clauses designating Jews as 
poor risks because of the 
inevitability of destruction of 


their property by the Nazis. 
When you think of the chilling 
reality of the process of ex¬ 
terminating six million people 
down to the administrative 
detail of writing it Into an ac¬ 
tuarial clause In an Insurance 
policy, it really hits home." 

Mrs. Fuchs had two sets of the 
Theresienstadt papers made, 
one for each of her grand¬ 
children. The originals will be 
at Brandeis. 

"She held onto the papers not 
only because they were 
precious to her, but because, 
until Brandeis, she has never 
found a place she wanted them 
to be,” Prof. Cohen said. 

"As much as she wanted them 
available to scholars, she made 
clear that they must be ac¬ 
cessible to Jewish students so 
that they can abstract the 
spiritual values behind them,” 
he said. 

In accepting the documents 
for the university, President 
Marver H. Bernstein pledged 
that wish would be granted. 

After those terrible days at 
Theresienstadt, Mrs. Fuchs 
went to New Yoek, remarried, 
and with her husband opened a 
delicatessen in that city. At 
night, she attended courses at 
the New School for Social 
Research, at the same time 
teaching herself English. 

Using her new language, she 
wrote "Kaleidoscope,” a 
biography which dwells mainly 
on carefree earlier years when 
she was a young girl and happy 
wife and mother in Bohemia. A 
copy of this biography, in 
manuscript form, will be part of 
the Goldfarb Library collection 
as well. 

Widowed once more, Mrs. 
Fuchs came to the Boston area 
several years ago to be near her 
daughter, Mrs. Nina Ebb, who 


had become a teacher. Mrs. 
Ebb, her husband and their two 
children now live in Stratford, 
Conn. 

Still showing the spirit that 
brought her through the 
Holocaust, Mrs. Fuchs has 
remained in the Boston area 
where, at the age of 72, she is a 
third year student of political 
science at Northeastern 
University.

EDITORS NOTE: Veterans 
and their families are asking 
thousands of questions con¬ 
cerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans 
Administration. Below arc 
representative queries. 

Additional information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q — An editor friend of mine 
tells me the Veterans 
Administration touches the 
lives of nearly half the U. S. 
population. Is that true'’ 

A - That's a fairly accurate 
statement. VA benefits and 
services are potentially 
available to 47.1 percent of our 
nation’s population, either 
directly to veterans and sur¬ 
viving dependents, or indirectly 
to members of veterans' 
families. 

Q — I'm having family and 
job problems. As a Vietnam Era 
veteran, am I entitled to 
counseling by the Veterans 
Administration? 

A — Yes. Some of VA's 
veterans assistance centers are 
staffed with community service 
specialists to help meet the 
veteran's total counseling 
needs. These specialists are on 
duty in Boston, New York, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Detroit and 
other principal cities, and VA 
plans eventually to place them 
in all centers.

Nearly 3.9 million veterans 
insured under World Wars I and 
II government life insurance 
policies will receive a record 
$303.8 million in dividends 
during 1974, according to the 
Veterans Administration.

Tax Breaks For 
Senior Citizens 

While Federal income tax 
laws apply equally to all tax¬ 
payers regardless of age, 
certain provisions in the laws 
grant special considerations to 
taxpayers who are 65 years of 
age or older, according to 
William E. Williams, Internal 
Revenue Service District 
Director for Massachusetts. 

Internal Revenue Service 
Publication 554, "Tax Benefits 
for Older Americans” tells you 
how to compute the retirement 
income credit, covers the ex¬ 
clusion of gain on the sale of 
residences, makes clear the 
gross income requirements for 
filing a Federal Income Tax 
Return, and many other special 
provisions. 

It also contains general in¬ 
formation designed to assist 
senior citizens in preparing 
their tax returns and includes 
numerous examples and step- 
by-step explanations to show 
how the law applies to tax¬ 
payers over 65, Williams said.

Meat Guide 
Shields Are 
Reliable 

Ever notice those shield- 
shaped marks or labels on 
many meat cuts. Do you know 
what they are or why they’re 
there? 

They’re U. S. Department of 
Agriculture meat grade shields, 
put there by a USDA meat 
grader. They’re your reliable 
guides to meat palatabtlity — 
meaning Its tenderness, 
juiciness and flavor. 

They’re not to be confused 
with the round meat Inspection 
stamp that indicates meat 
wholesomeness. Meat In¬ 
spection and meat grading are 
two completely different USDA 
operations performed for dif¬ 
ferent purposes. 

All meat is inspected for 
wholesomeness, but since meat 
grading is a voluntary service 
paid for by user's fees, not all 
meat Is graded. However, about 
85 per cent of all fed beef is 
graded. 

Supermarket shoppers should 
be most familiar with the top 
three of the eight beef grades — 
USDA Prime, Choice, and 
Good. These three are the 
grades consumers are most 
likely to see in the supermarket. 

Prime grade beef offers you 
the ultimate in tenderness, 
juiciness and flavor. It is the 
highest grade available. 

Chioce — the grade most 
widely available — is just a 
lettlw less tender than Choice, 
because it lacks some of the 
juiciness and flavor found in the 
higher grades. These grades 
also apply to lamb, veal and calf 
in a similar manner. Pork is not 
graded. 

Grade stamps are rolled onto 
a carcass by, rr under the 
supervision of, a USDA meat 
grader who is highly trained to 
evaluate meat. He grades only 
whole carcasses or wholesale 
cuts because certain charac¬ 
teristics affecting quality 
cannot be accurately appraised 
in retail cuts. 

When grading a beef carcass, 
he rates two characteristics 
that have proven to influence 
eating quality — maturity and 
marbling. 

Maturity (age) is significant 
because meat from young beef 
carcasses is more tender. 
Maturity also affects beef 
flavor. Maturity is appraised by 
looking at the boee charac¬ 
teristics and color of lean. 

Marbling is flecks of fat 
within the lean that you can see 
in retail beef cuts. It is related 
to beef flavor and juiciness, and 
is appraised by lookigg at the 
amount of marbling in the 
exposed ribeye muscle of beef 
carcass. 

In general, retail cuts from 
carcasses with lighter color of 
lean and greater amounts of 
marbling are more tender, 
juicy and flavorful. 

Conformation — the relative 
thickness of muscling — 
reflects the ratio of lean to fat 
and bone, and is the third 
consideration in determining 
the final grade. Although 
conformation doesn’t affect 
eating quality, it does affect the 
value of the carcass. 

After rating these three 
factors, the meat grader 
mentally weighs them, 
balancing one against the other, 
and determines the final grade. 
Using an approved edible dye, 
the grade shields are rolled all 
along the carcass covering the 
round, back, shoulder, and 
brisket in a continuous rib¬ 
bonlike strip. 

When the carcass is sut into 
indivisual retail cuts, one of 
these grade shields will usually 
remain on each cut. But, if the 
retailer removes it during the 
trimming, he will usually put a 
grade label sticker on the 
package. 

A skilled meat grader in a 
high speed plant grades about 
200 carcasses an hour. 
Accuracy and sound judgement 
are necessary since the grade 
applied to the carcass can make 
a substantial monetary dif¬ 
ference to a packer when he 
sells it. That is why graders are 
carefully selected, trained, and 
tested before they are per¬ 
mitted to officially grade meat. 

Since the meat grading 
service began in 1927, it has 
grown to include about 375 meat 
graders working thtoughout the 
nation. Graders uniformly 
apply meat grades — which are 
based on exacting standards — 
throughout the nation, so a 
USDA Choice rib roast, for 
instance, will be the same no 
matter where you buy it. 

So, when you're in the market 
for beef, lamb, or veal, 
remember you can rely on a 
meat grader's shield. Look for it 
when you buy meat.

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Fourth Quarter Surge 
Upends South Cagers

Newton South's basketball 
team fell from an elite un¬ 
defeated group when it lost 59 
to 58 to the Bedford Buc¬ 
caneers last week at the 
Newton South High gym. 

The cagers bounced back on 
Friday, Jan. 18, to dispose of 
the previously unbeaten 
Concord-Carlislc Patriots, 59- 
44, at Concord. 

The Bedford game 
resembled last Saturday’s 
college contest, in which the 
mighty UCI.A Bruins lost to 
the Fighting Irish of Notre 
Dame, 71-70. The Bruins had a 
70-59 lead with just a few 
minutes left to play. 

The Irish, with a strong full 
court press and some torrid 
shooting, scored the last 12 
points of the game to win by a 
point. 

The Lions were leading 
Bedford 57-44, with 3:50 
remaining, and lost 59-58. 

Yet until that fateful 3:50 
mark, the Lions had played 28 



minutes of fantastic 
basketball. 

South jumped out to an early

a time-out. Bedford rebounded 
to tie the game at five apiece, 
but the Lions roared back to 
lead 20-11 after one quarter. 

Bedford out scored South in 
the second stanza, 19-11, to 
close the Lion lead to 36-30 at 
intermission. 

In the second half, a 
psyched-up Newton South club 
looked as if they were going to 
tranform a fairly close contest 
into a romp. Stout defense and 
a fine fast break helped 
Newton South in a 21-14 
stretch that built the Lions' 
lead to 57-44, with 3:50 left to 
play in the game. 

But before you could say, 
“time to light the victory 
cigar,” Bedford had gone 
ahead 58-57. The Bucs did it on 
some sharp shooting (six for 
nine) and a tenacious press. 

Lion center, Rich Spector 
deadlocked the game at 58-58, 
it was Bedford center Chris 
Weaver who scored the 
winning point with a foul shot 
at the other end of the court 
with 34 seconds remaining in 
the game. The Lions got the 
ball back, but could not score, 
as the Bucs hung on to win 59- 
58. 

The Lions received a fine 
performance from junior 
guard Mark Aronson. Aronson 
had nine baskets, and scored 


20 points. Forwards Bob 
Harris and Steve Korn 
finished with 13 and 12 points, 
respectively. They combined 
for 13 rebounds while Spector 
pulled down 10, before fouling 
out of the contest. 

The game's top scorer was 
Bedford senior sensation, 
Mike Elias. The 6-1 forward 
lived up to his all-scholastic 
billing with a 33-point per¬ 
formance. Elias had thirteen 
baskets, and converted seven 
of eight foul shot attempts. 
After the one fould shot Elia 
missed, he scored via a 
rebound and was fouled. 

Against the previously 
unbeaten Concord-Carlisle 
Patriots, the Lions trailed at 
the half, 28-25, despite some 
good shooting (11 for 19, 57.8 
per cent). 

An outstanding Lion defense 
dominated the second half as 
South outscored Concord- 
Carlisle 34-16. 

The Lions prevented the 
Patriots from scoring for five 
minutes but at the end of the 
third quarter three short 
jumpers by Concord’s 
sophomore center, Stan 
Smith, kept the Patriots in 
striking distance at 38-34. 

But four points away was as 
close as the Patriots could get, 
as the Lions outscored Con¬ 
cord-Carlisle 21-1C in the final 
period, to win 59-44. 

Leading the Lions in scoring 
was Aronson, with 15 points. 


The 5-10 guard was superb 
again, as he provided some 
needed scoring when the of¬ 
fense lagged. Aronson scored 
South's first three baskets. 

The scoring was quite 
balanced, as three other Lions 
were in double figures. Harris 
turned in another fine per¬ 
formance, finishing with 14 
points, most of them on some 
key second half baskets. Korn 
had 10, while senior Mark 
Jefferson, the team's captain, 
tallied 11 points. Junior guard 
Howie Pinderhughes ably 
spelled Jefferson, who 
eventually fouled out. 

Spector, Korn, Harris and 
Bob Lent combined for 24 
rebounds. 

The Concord-Carlisle 
scoring was paced by senior 
Randy Murdock and junior 
Jim Brehenwischer, who each 
scored 12 points. Smith added 
10 . 

The Leions had their best 
shooting performance of the 
season, hitting 25 or 51 shots 
(49 per cent). 

The loss to Bedford, coupled 
with the win versus Concord- 
Carlisle, tightens the Dual 
County League race. Newton 
South, Bedford, and Concord- 
Carlisle all have one loss. 
Bedford, which has played one 
more game than South and 
Concord, has one more win. 

The Lions, now 7-1, travel to 
Wayland on Jan. 25, to play 
the Warriors.

Deep dissatisfactions with the 
public schools have led to a wide 
range of schemes and 
proposals, many of them 
designed not merely to reform 
the public school system but to 
replace it. 

Yet in’spitc of the critics and 
the problems, and there are 
many, we have made great 
strides. We arc reaching toward 
equality of opportunity and 
desegregated schools. College is 
no longer for the privileged few. 
The results of IQ tests of Army 
recruits of today indicate 
remarkable gains have been 
made since World War I and the 
American Institute for 
Research claims that in reading 
ability alone, 11 th graders of 
1970 resemble 12th graders of 
1960. 

A listing of the ideas, 
recommendations, and 
programs to fix whatever ails 
education is endless. One of the 
most widely discussed 
proposals is the educational 
voucher. A voucher is a 
document issued by the Federal 
government worth a sum of 
money which can be exchani 
for a year’s education. Petits 
will then be free to afreet a 
school tailored to thmieeds of 
the individual child^ather than 
a school shapecUoy community 
standards. Ijrere are many 
variationar but essentially 
vouchec^an be broken down 
into Jflo major categories— 
fated and unregulated. 

’he unregulated voucher 
'calls for schools to be financed 
by giving parents vouchers 
redeemable at any school 
meeting a few minimum 
standards. This could easily 
result in economic and recial 
segregation even worse than we 
have now; would be an open 
invitation to hucksterism; and 
could lead to the public schools 
becoming dumping grounds for 
the less gifted or undesirable 
child. 

Presumably the regulated 
voucher guards against the 
inherent dangers of the 
unregulated type. Parents could 
not add to the sum of the 
voucher in order to send their 
children to more expensive 


schools, nor could schools 
practice segregation of any 
king. Poor children would ge 
given larger vouchers and thus 
could select schools outside 
their neighborhoods when 
schooling might cast more. 
Supporters claim vouchers will 
stimulate competition among 
schools, thus forcing them to 
improve the quality of their 
product or go out of business. 

Under the regulated voucher 
system, a large governing body 
would have to be established to 
make sure schools comply, and 
the complicated regulations 
required could become an 
administrative nightmare in an 
attempt to compel schools to do 
what they are supposed to be 
doing. 

It would be impossible to 
control the schools that 
carefully. As a result the 
regulated voucher could effect 
essentially the same product as 
the unregulated voucher; could, 
be s serious setback ft 
education of the disadpNmaged; 
and could lead t^mrner racial 
and economjatregregation. 

Tb^Pennsylvania Power and 
it Company is building an 
Tnergy-saving house in the 
I-ehigh Valley. It has a fence- 
like solar heat collector to 
provide auxiliary heating 
capability, a heat reclamation 
system to recover heat from 
appliances i refrigerator, 
clothes dryer, etc.) and a "heat 
pipe” to recapture heat from 
waste hot water.

There are alternatives to 
vouchers which would 
strengthen our schools. We 
could, for example, enforce the 
laws of desegregation. We can 
extend bussing. We can offer 
parents choice through 
establishing schools with a wide 
variety of programs. We can 
increase open entollmenL We 
might try permitting teachers 


the freedom to teach and grant 
them the kind of respect and 
salary scales other 
professionals command. And 
we can do all these things 
without creating a whole new 
educational bureaucracy. 

Vouchers will never change a 
poor home environment, a 
child's emotional problems, or 
the classroom experience. 


Cooler Temperatures 
Sustain Good Health 


While nerves will be frayed 
from waiting in line at the gas 
station, one plus to come out of 
the energy crisis is a healthier 
environment. 

"Lowering the thermostate to 
a temperature of 65 to 68 
degrees is probably a healthier 
atm osphere in which to live 
the 70 to 72 degrees we’re 
used to,” contends Dr. Harry R. 
Mushlin, vice president for 
corporate medical affairs at 
John Hancock Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. 

‘‘It will take some time to 
adjust to this change," he said, 
"but with proper wearing ap- 
pearel there should be no undue 
discomfort from a strictly 
health point of view." 

The eenergy crisis that we are 
now experiencing involves our 
living in an environment which 
is from five to seven degrees 
cooler than that to which we 
have been accustomed. 

“I do not forsee that this 
change will increase any 
danger towards increased 
numbers of upper respiratory 
diseases or influenza,” Dr. 
Mushlin said. 

"These illnesses are airborne 
and if an epidenic of flu were to 
strike us this year, as predicted, 
the lower environmental 
temperature,jvould have no real 
significance at to whether or 
not our exposure would be in¬ 
creased or lessened." 

“Europeans have for many 
years worked in a temperature 
of 65 degrees and they consider 
this as normal working con¬ 
ditions," he'continued. 

“Our Canadian neighbors in 
many areas do likewise. It may 
be necessary for us to wear 


heavier garments on certain 
days when temperatures are 
abnormally low but other than 
that the energy kcrisis may in 
effect help us. With the gasoline 
shortage, we may not be in¬ 
dulging in as many off-time 
social activities where we might 
be exposed to individuals who 
are ill and transmitting other 
illnesses," he said. 

While the use of vitamins for 
preventing colds has been 
widely stressed, Dr. Mushlin 
doesn't believe that there is 
satisfactory response from 
taking large doses of vitamin C 
or other vitamins to have any 
protective effect in preventing 
colds or influenza. 

"There have been small 
studies which would indicate 
that large doses of vitamin C 
are helpful, but," Dr. Mushlin 
stated, "the amount required 
and whether or not symptoms of 
toxicity are present have not 
been established." 

"The few studies which have 
been done with effective con¬ 
trols," he added, "seem to 
indicate that large doses of 
vitamin C may shorten the 
illness but not prevent it. These 
studies also show that there 
appears to be differences in age 
ranges. Vitamin C is apparently 
more effective in younger age 
groups below 15 years.” 

Dr. Mushlin indicated that 
there also has been noted an 
unexplained sex difference with 
the ffemale sex being afforded 
the greater protection than the 
male. "At the present time,” he 
said, "The studies are not 
conclusive enough to advise 
vitamin C in large doses to 
prevent colds.”

Mollomo told Levitan he know the kind 
of vehicle he was proposing. "It would cost 
$8,000." Mollomo said, “and we couldn’t 
service it." 

"If we could develop a prototype 
program," I^vitan parried, "I'd ask for 
federal funding." It is available, Levitan 
said later. 

Freshman Alderman Terry Morris 
was allowed to present his proposal for a 
Jitney service to be operated by the city's 
taxi fleets, after some disagreement 
between Task Force Chairman Michael 
I,eConti and I^vitan earlier as to whether 
the proposal, which is also before the 
Board of Aldermen, should properly be 
discussed by the Task Force. 

Morris explained his 10-route system 
that, using taxis, would crisscross the city 
north of Route 9. 

The terminal points of Morris' system 
would be either a Green Line trolley 
station or the stops for express bus service 
into Boston. 

Because Morris' proposed service 
would traverse fixed routes during the 
rush-hour periods of 7:30-9:30 a.m. and 4-7 
p.m., he feels there would be enough 
reverse traffic to eliminate “dead trips," 
almost empty trips going against the 
heavy traffic flow. 

The clientele of the cab companies is 
different enough from that of the potential 
for a jitney service Morris believes, to 
make a trial of the jitney service wor¬ 
thwhile, and said he will suggest to the 


Planning Department that It draw up a 
citywide questionnaire on transportation 
needs and commuting habits. 

The meeting of the Transportation 
Task Force had opened with further 
discussion of the mayor's failure to 
respond specifically to the Task Force’s 
predecessor, the Transportation Advisory 
Committee. 

At the TAC's last meeting, disap¬ 
pointment was expressed that the mayor 
did not comment on many of the recom¬ 
mendations proffered by the TAC on 
improving the transportation picture in 
Newton, particularly in reference to 
MBTA service, routes, and scheduling. 

Levitan, who had gone over the report 
with the group in December, said, "The 
mayor’s position is that he has responded 
to the TAC. His response was verbal 
(through Levitan), not written.” 

TAC Chairman Mike LeConti, arguing 
goodnaturedly with Levitan, said that 
some of the committee’s recom¬ 
mendations that could have been im¬ 
plemented at little cost were not passed on 
to the MBTA. 

I,cvitan confirmed this statement, 
saying later that 11 those that could be 
implemented easily had been transmitted, 
and all recommendations will be passed on 
to the MBTA within two months, when the 
MBTA lias promised to establish a liaison 
position for the Green Line and 
municipalities. 

"This committee put in more time and 
effort than we got out of the mayor's of¬ 
fice," LeConti observed. "It would be nice 
for him to come back and go through the 
list."

The budget proposal stated that the 
average number of classes taught by full- 
ttme teachers at Newton North High 
School is 4.29. At Newton South High 
School the average is 4.93. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
said that these figures might be increased 
to an average of five classes. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
commented that "when everyone taught 
five classes, there was not much time for 
individual services." 

School personnel in the audience 
stressed the importance of having time to 
deal with students individually. 

There was discussion of the class sizes 
at the high schools. According to the 
budget proposal, there are 13 English 
classes at the two high schools with less 
than 10 students. There are also small 
classes in other departments. 

Reasons offered for the small classes 
included a small demand for some sub¬ 
jects, the need for individualized teaching, 
and scheduling mistakes. 

Fink raised the possibility of combining 
small classes which meet at both high 
schools.

The application deadline for 
the Bicentennial Commission's 
current $50,000 matching grant 
program has been extended 
from January 28 to March 1, 
1974 

The reason for the extension 
of the deadline is to allow cities 
and towns ample opportunity to 
complete their proposals. 

This is the second series of 
matching grants sponsored by 
the Bicentennial Commission. 


Twelve communities shared in 
a $40,000 grant program last 
fall. 

Any of the Commonwealth's 
351 cities and towns are eligible 
to submit proposals for the 
Commission's current mat¬ 
ching grant program. The main 
criterion for consideration for a 
grant is that the community 
project shall have special 
historic interest and be of 
lasting -value or significance. 


Local governments and tax 
exempt organizations are 
eligible for grants, providing 
they submit a statement of 
probability of matching funds 
and have the project approved 
by the chief elected official of 
the community. 

A single project may not 
receive more than $7000 under 
the current grant program. 

It is expected that this will be 
the first in a series of matching 


grant programs administered 
by the Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission this year

-chairmen. 

~ A close vote almost passing an 
•amendment by Aid. Richard McGrath, in

-convinced Cohen that there was sub¬ 
stantial dissatisfaction with his proposed 
^committee, and the item was referred to 
Jthe L&R Committee. 

' A committee of the whole is the entire 
-^Roard acting as a committee. 


Cohen’s proposal advanced at the L&R 
meeting was to allow all aldermen who are 
interested to attend meetings, participate 
in the discussion, and be counted in the 
vote but the responsibility of the work will 
still rest on the eight members of the ad 
hoc committee. 

The compromise was acceptable to all 
members of the L&R Committee that were 
present. 

Cohen's reasons for the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee appointments, he said, was to in¬ 
volve the chairmen of the committees that 
would be most affected, so that they would 
understand the implications of the 
reorganization and be able to report to 
their committees. 

A committee of the whole would be 
unworkable because of its size and the 
erratic attendance patterns at committee 
meetings exhibited by some of the 
aldermen, Cohen said. 

Aid. Ernest Deitz and Richard 
McGrath were those most in favor of wide 
representation, with Jackson offering a 
plan that would have subcommittees of 
interested aldermen reporting to the main 
committee. 

Jackson also circulated a letter to all 
aldermen asking them to postpone voting 
on the part of the reorganization of the 
executive department until the ad hoc 
committee can go over it. 

Phase I of the reorganization plan 
restructures the executive department so 


that all departments report to the 
proposed chief administrative officer 
instead of directly to the mayor. 

Two other new positions are also 
created under the proposed reorganization 
plan — chief budget officer and planning 
and programming officer. 

A salary increase to *25,000 for James 
Salter, who will be the chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, has been approved by 
the Finance Committee, but salaries for 
the other two positions were cut to *22,500 
each. 

Several aldermen have expressed 
reservations about the executive depart¬ 
ment reorganization, fearing that the 
mayor will be giving too much power to his 
administrative officer. 

The only control the Board has over 
executive staffing is through approval or 1 
disapproval of requested salary ap¬ 
propriations. 

According to the city charter, 
reorganization of the city departments 
must be approved by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has submitted 
to the Board a draft reorganization plan 
for their study and review. 

The committee appointed by Cohen 
will start its review at a meeting tonight 
(Jan. 31).

to reduce budget

The Newton School Committee ten¬ 
tatively cut *226,072 at its last two 
meetings from the 1974-75 school budget 
recommended by the school ad¬ 
ministration. 

The tentative deletions would reduce the 
projected $6 per thousand school increase 
in the tax rate by about 65 cents. 

The school administration recom¬ 
mended a budget of $29,381,470 for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1974. 

The School Committee voted to cut 30.8 
professional positions and four aide 
positions. The administration had 
recommended that 25.5 professional 
positions be eliminated. 

It was estimated that *81,914 may be 
saved by cutting the additional positions. 

There were also motions to cut 25.5 and 
40 positions. The motion to cut 25.5 was 
tabled and the motion to cut 40 was 
defeated. 

The reduction of 30.8, if given final ap¬ 
proval, would be exclusive of personnel 
changes at Newton Junior College and 
needs created by Chapter 766. 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 
did some computation and challenged the 
administration's request for $22,459,709 for 
salaries (the amount anticipated after 
personnel cuts). 

Regal conferred with Harry Vlenneau, 
director of budget and accounting, and 
Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
James Laurits on Monday afternoon, and 
it was concluded that an additional $42,123 
could be cut from the budget. 

This saving came from three sources. It 
was est mated that $18,500 could be added 
to the administration's figure on savings 
due to teacher turnover. It was concluded 
that $ 10,000 could be saved by the turnover 
of secretaries, and $13,623 was subtracted 
because the administration had 
erroneously credited a 5.5 per cent salary 
increase for merit pay. 

The School Committee cut $10,700 from 


the administration's recommendation for 
sabbatical leaves. 

Chairman Emeritus Manuel Beckwith 
asked that there be a moratorium on 
sabbitical leaves. 

"In this year of critical economical 
problems, I think the School Committee, 
being responsible to the community, 
should have a moratorium on sabbaticals 
this year," Beckwith said. 

An amendment requesting no money for 
sabbaticals in 1974-75 was defeated. The 
School Committee then voted to allow 
$68,150 for sabbatical leaves. 

A discussion of the summer school 
program revealed that $1,935 could be cut 
from the budget anticipated by the ad¬ 
ministration. This resulted from a 
reduction in the usalary of the summer 
school secretary on the 1974-75 budget. 

The administration suggested Monday 
night wthat $88,000 could be saved if the 
opening times of schools were staggered, 
and eight less school buses were used. 

Director of Support Services John 
Gilleland explained that timing would be 
critical to the reallocation of buses. 

Under the new busing plan, the starting 
times of three junior high schools would be 
changed. At least eight elementary schools 
would start at 8:45 a.m. 

It was claimed that the new busing 
program would cause no reduction on the 
service which existed on Dec. 21. 

There was lengthy discussion of the: 
proposed budget for junior high school 
sports coaches. 

The administration asked for $8,160 in 
order to add to add 15 coaches in the junior 
high schools, three at each school. These 
coaches would be used primarily to ex¬ 
pand the sports program for girls. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
asked that this money be cut, and that 
instead, coaches be reallocated. 

Miss Helene Breivogel, physical 
education coordinator, explained that 
reallocation could cause severe reduction 
the boys' sports program. 


"I think we should give some assurance 
that there is more equitable access to 
limited facilities," commented Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink. “I would 
hope to not decrease opportunities for 
anyone, and increase opportunities for 
girls." 

Mandell's motion to cut the sports 
budget by $8,160 was defeated. The School 
Committee approved the recommended 
amount of $101,574 for elementary and 
junior high sports. 

The School Committee also gave ten¬ 
tative approval to a budget of $762,642 for 
Newton Junior College. 

It voted $134,316 for the food services 
revolving account, $259,424 for substitute 
teachers, $71,540 for the summer school, 
and $154,000 for acquisition of equipment 
I exclusive of $150,000 for equipment for 
Newton North High School).

Towers and NCDF proposals 
up for aldermanic vote Monday

Proposals for construction of Chestnut 
Hill Towers and 50 units of low and 
moderate income housing are ready for a 
vote of the Board of Aldermen. 

Members of the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee met last Wednesday and this 
Tuesday night to deliberate and vote on 
both developments and prepare board 
orders for full aldermanic consideration. 

The site plan for the $42 million 
Towers, approved on a 5-2 vote of the 
committee, will go to the Board of 
Aldermen with a traffic impact study, 
changes in sewer and drainage plans for 
underground electric and telephone wires. 

The 428-unit luxury development has 
been stalled since September, 1973, when it 
came to light that its permit to build had 
expired. 

In November, 1973, The Board of 
Aldermen granted the Towers an ex¬ 
tension of its permit on the basis that the 
new site plan would be submitted and 
would get aldermanic approval before in- 
ground work on the Chestnut Hill land 
would begin. 

The reopening of the Towers issue led 
to its link with the NCDF (Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foundation) 
proposal for 50 townhouse units of low and 
moderate income housing adjacent to the 
Towers land. 

The NCDF plan was approved at 
Tuesday night's meeting by an 8-0 vote of 
the committee after the committee heard 
a lengthy presentation on conditions and 
restrictions attached to the plan.

Land Use committee members began 
discussion of NCDF at last week's meeting 
and after two hours of talk and an 
arguement over the fact no renderings 
(drawings of how the finished buildings 
will look) were available, Land Use 
Chairman Joseph McDonnell ended the 
meeting and set another Tuesday night. 

Tuesday, NCDF architects came to 
the meeting, renderings in hand. 

The long list of conditions includes a 
stipulation that the 50 units planned arc the 
maximum numl>er that can be built on the 
site and that 20 of these units will be of¬ 
fered to the Newton Housing Authority for 
placement of low income families or 
elderly people. 


This development will also have un¬ 
derground telephone and electrical wiring. 

A more crucial condition is the im¬ 
provement of Hamlet Street prior to oc¬ 
cupancy of the development. NCDF has 
decided that access to the project will be 
from Hamlet Street and not Carlisle 
Street. Widening of Hamlet Street to 24 
feet is to be done at the petitioners' ex¬ 
pense. 

A last minute addition to the 
restrictions, coming from Alderman Alan 
Barkin and passed 7-1 by the committee, 
stipulates that "no more than three 
unrelated people" can be living in a unit 
and each unit will be restricted to a 
maximum of two cars. 


New message 
to pedestrians 


“Our pedestrian signals try to give too 
many message from two words," said 
Maralynn Johnson of Auburndale, who has 
been waging a year-long campaign to be 
heard. 

Mrs. Johnson, mother of three young 
children, has come up with her own im¬ 
provement on the present Walk-Don't 
Walk system and people are beginning to 
listen. 


She has written to the top levels of the 
Federal Highway Administration, the 
signals subcommittee of the National 
Advisory Committee on Uniform Traffic 
Devices, traffic and highway departments 
of nearly all the states, and several signal- 
device manufacturers to try to get her 
message across and to find out what can be 
done about the misleading signals. 

Her campaign was triggered by an 
experience with her own children. As a 
parent concerned with safe crossing of 
streets and chairman of the Williams 
School safety committee, Ms. Johnson one 
day took her children on a street-crossing 
training expedition. 

"My son, who could read, told u:> when to 
go, when the 'walk' light went on. We were 
in tiie middle of the street when the 'don't 
walk' light came on, Mrs. Johnson said. 

"Then my children didn't know what to 
do. One ran ahead, one went back to the 
curb," she explained. 

Many people, especially children and 
elderly people react the same way, Mrs. 
Johnson said. 

"Some traffic engineers and others 
claim that education will take cure of the 
confusion. But education has not dispelled 
the confusion." 

"Children and most of the rest of us are 
taught to follow instructions. When they 
see “don’t walk" their inclination is that 
they are doing something wrong, even 
when they ure in the middle of the street," 
she said. 

Mrs. Johnson's concern is the misun¬ 
derstanding of the present system, which 
uses a three-part message. Many people, 
Mrs. Johnson feels, do not realize that 
when the "don't walk" light flashes the 
message is actually "Continue across the 
street, but don't start across from the 
curb."

Education Workshop 
begins another year 


Residents warned about

Last Saturday marked the beginning of what will 
hopefully be another successful year for the Newton 
Educational Workshop (N.E.W.). 

The weekly program, which will run through April 13, 
allows Newton South students to plan and teach small group 
and very specialized courses to elementary school children. 

This year, there are about 30 Newton South students 
who are teaching courses, and there are some 100 4th, 5th, 
and 6 th graders from the Emerson, Hyde, Beethoven, and 
Angler schools who are taking them. 

"N.E.W.", says senior Peter Davldow, director of the 
program, "offers elementary school kids courses they 
would not normally get at their regular schools, and offer 
them in a fun way. These are not really sit-down classes. 
The English and Science courses are a little bit academic, 
but the main purpose is for the kids to have a good time, and 
learn something in the process.” 

Courses in the program fall under three major 
categories: Art (headed up by Ellen Riceman and Adam 
Birnbaum); Science (headed by Chet Birger); and English 
(Billy Gordon). They include: ceramics, modern dance, 
puppetry, candlemaking, batik, music, rug hooking, 
watercoloring, pillow making, sculpture, drawing and 
painting, tye-dyeing, origami, recorder (the instrument), 
macrame, arts and crafts, pencil drawing, body ap¬ 
preciation through movement, amateur radio, computers, 
math, astronomy, electromagnetism, Spanish, French, 
German, creative writing, sports, drama, basic typing, 
human body, geometric art, natural science, and elec¬ 
tronics. 

Each N.E.W. student takes three courses In the 
program, and since he or she does not pay for the courses, 
the city’s P.T.A. periodically subsidizes the program 
(about $300 a year). That money goes towards supplies, 
materials, etc 

What is an average N.E.W. Saturday like? 

"The day is divided up into four parts,” says Davidow. 
"In the first part—the first forty minutes, the whole group 
gets together, and we'll either show a movie or have a guest 
speaker or something. This way, we keep a sort of unity 
within the whole group. Then, there are the three periods of 
classes which also last forty minutes each." 

Senior Jon Sandman, who taught his first French class 
last week, says that his students were very enthusiastic 
about learning a foreign language. Of his plans for the 
course, he says, "I’m only going to teach them some basics, 
because you really can't teach them much more in the time 
we have.” In his first class, for example, Jon went over the 
French alphabet, counted "en francais", and even played a 
game of French hangman. 

Tlie students who are teaching in N.E.W. are obviously 
not experts in the subjects they have chosen or have been 
asked to teach, but most of them do, at least, have more 
than an average knowledge about the subjects. More im¬ 
portantly, however, they have a genuine interest in those 
subjects, and feel they have something substantial to offer 
the elementary school children. 

"When the elementary kids leave after the ten weeks”, 
says Peter Davidow, "they should have a background in the 
courses they took. And they should have had a good time.”

. The Newton Redevelopment Authority 
(NRA) intends to create new housing on 
three sites in Newton Lower Falls. 

The NRA acquired 10 lots on the 
western side of Moulton Street, and has 
deceived permission from the state 
Department of Community Affairs to sell 
«ach lot for $1,000 to displaced residents of 
•Lower Falls. 

: Former property owners in Lower 
Falls may be given up to $15,000 to help 
Ihem build a new home. This is in addition 
Jp what they may have received after their 
qld homes were appraised and acquired by 
the NRA. 

People who formerly rented dwelling 
units may be given up to $4,000 for building 
a home on one of these lots. 

Three of the 10 lots have been sold. 

The NRA is also seeking to develop six 
lots on the eastern side of Moulton Street. 
These lots serve as a buffer zone to the 
commercial parcel in the project area. 


Several different plans have been 
proposed for developing these lots. 

Two of the plans would result in people 
receiving rent subsidies from the Newton 
Housing Authority. Both plans include 
state funding. 

Under an amendment to state law 705, 
the Housing Authority can buy land 
already developed by a private builder and 
rent it out with subsidies. 

Under state law 707, the Housing 
Authority could become the lessee of a 
private builder, and could rent out 
dwelling units to tenants. Again, it would 
subsidize tenants. 


There are several objections from the 
Lower Falls community to these plans 

Joel Leighton, chairman of the Lower 
Falls Project Area Committee (LOPAC) 
said recently that members of LOPAC 
have assumed that the lots will eventually 
be privately owned, rather than the 
property of the Housing Authority or the 
builder. 

A spokesman at the NRA said that 
people worry about being labelled as part 
of a public housing project. 

Another worry is that if the property is 
owned by a private builder and leased to 
the Housing Authority, it will not be 
properly maintained by the private 
builder. 

A final problem with these plans is that 
it may be difficult to find a private builder, 
since a builder would probably not get a 
large return on his investment. The 
Housing Authority would have a maximum 
rent it would be able to pay. 

A third plan for developing the lots was 
to use funds from the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 

HUD has had a home ownership 
program which allows people to begin as 
tenants, and eventually results in their 
owning their homes. 

Funds have been cut off for this 
program, and a spokesman at the NRA 
said recently that there are no signs of 
their being restored. 


Under this program, a Housing 
Authority supervises the construction of 
dwelling units and finds tenants. 

The tenants enter on a rent paying 
basis and receive subsidies. Fart of the 
rent money is put aside into an equity 
account. The money in this account is 
eventually used to acquire a conventional 
loan which helps people to buy their 
homes. 

A staff member at the NRA is 
presently looking for a non-profit 
organization to provide funds for a home 
ownership program. Such a program 
would operate much the way the HUD 
program did except that the non-profit 
organization would serve the function of 
the Housing Authority and would pay for 
development. 

A third site for housing is on 
Washington Street. Plans call for 65-70 
units of low to moderate income housing. It 
is known as parcel A. 

The units were originally to be built 
under a plan which called for a private 
developer to receive a mortgage subsidy 
through state funds. The programs which 
were to supply the subsidy money have 
been curtailed. 

An alternative is for the NRA to sell 
the land to a private developer who would 
build with his own funding. The developer 
would then be required by the city to make 
10 per cent of the units low income housing. 

There are 10 families yet to be 
displaced in Lower Falls according to an 
NRA spokesman. Three families repor¬ 
tedly already have relocation plans.

A 6(1 per cent increase in 
water rates has been asked by 
Water Commissioner Willard 
Pratt in the wake of a recently 
announced increase in MDC 
assessments to cities and towns. 

The increase being sought by 
Pratt would raise the typical 
annual residential water bill 
from $28 to $45. 

The new rates would be 45 
cents per 100 cubic feet of 
water,’ or 750 gallons, for users 
of less than 7,500 gallons per 
day, and increase of 17 cents per 
100 cubic feet. 

Users of more than 1,000 cubic 
feet per day would pay an in¬ 
crease of 13 cents per 100 cubic 
leet, trom 21 cents to 34 cents. 

The MDC announced its in¬ 
crease earlier this month. Its 
rates to cities and towns in the 
Metropolitan District will go up 
by 66 per cent. 

The MDC charges to member 
communities a rate of nine 
cents per 100 cubic feet of 
water. The new rate, to be 
assessed in November, will be 
15 cents.

Don’t Overlook It 

Things aren't like they used to be with 
Uncle Sam's fighting forces. 

Most people associate the military 
with selective service and an obligation to 
be met as quickly and painlessly as possi¬ 
ble before launching on a career. 

Today the picture has changed. 
Instead of a responsibility to be fulfilled, 
service in the armed forces is being 
stressed as an opportunity to train for a 
career while drawing down a halfway 
decent week's pay. 

The authority to draft men expired 
last .June .‘50. but no one has been inducted 
through selective service in any of the area 
towns since .January of 1973. 

Since then there has been a falling off 
of volunteers nationally. With the end of 
selective service, the incentive was gone 
for volunteering in a particular branch in 
order to avoid being drafted into an outfit 
that seemed less desirable. Consequently 
all branches of the service have been trying 
to induce the younger generation to look 
•: into the opportunities that exist today for 

; those in uniform. And while the volunteers 
; haven't exactly been beating down the 
;• doors to the local recruiting offices, there 
has been enough action here to indicate 
that young men and women of the area are 
not only looking to the military for a free 
billet for anywhere from two years up, but 
also to get Uncle Sam to foot the bill for an 
education and on job training. 

Ten years ago a Joe entering the 
service got $75 a month and stood a fair 
chance of winding up shouldering a gun in a 
shooting war. 

Compare that with $326.10 a month 
that a raw recruit receives today no matter 
what branch of the service he enters. And 
he is reasonably assured that he won’t be 
engaged in armed conflict. Add free food, 
shelter, clothing and education, plus free 
medical and dental care, legal services, 
travel opportunities, discounts at post ex¬ 
changes and commissaries, and the total 
benefits figure out at better than $600 a 
month, or about $150 a week. Then there 
are also lifetime veterans benefits to be 
considered. 

With mounting problems in civilian 
life, including shortages of jobs and goods, 
the prospects for young people generally 
are not the best. Therefore it can be 
expected that more and more will be 
looking into the military, especially as 
graduation time rolls around. 

Cutbacks in manpower announced by 
the Defense Department over the next six 
months, well beyond the reductions 
already imposed by Congress, appear so 
far to have had no effect on local recruiting 
goals. Service representatives say they 
have room for more. 

It would be difficult to think of a 
career field in which some branch of the 
service doesn't offer training today. 
Categories number in the hundreds for both 
men and women. 

Those who wish to make the service a 
career can enlist at 18 and retire at 38 in 
time to start on an entirely new life with 
prospects of a second retirement income. 
Keally not a bad long-range plan for finan¬ 
cial security. 

There are today within one short block 
in uptown Norwood in the area of Vernon- 
Washington-Cottage streets recruiting of¬ 
fices for the United States Air Force, 
Army. Navy and Marines serving all towns 
in the Transcript reading area. Each is 
manned by experienced and articulate per¬ 
sonnel who stand ready to explain the 
• various options open to prospective 
recruits.

"In fact," he conUnued, "I think if the 
Republican National Committee hadn't been 
bypassed so much in that election, this 
situation wouldn’t exist” 

But it would be a mistake, Bush said, to 
view Watergate as the "decimation" of the 
GOP. 

He alluded often to the number of polls 
taken with dismal messages for the 
Republicans and the amount of space the 
press gives to this type of information. 

On the poll taken in November, 1973, in 
reference to the 1974 congressional elections, 
Bush pointed out a bleak picture was painted 
for his party, 

"But people aren't voting in November, 
1973," he said. "In 1965, the polls had the 


same message for Republicans and we 
won." 

"Don’t be discouraged,” he told the 
audience of prospective candidates and party 
workers. 

Bush also said that despite the negative 
poll predictions, "we won a disproportionate 
number of elections in 1973; elections in 
Maryland, California, Westfield, Mass., 
Virginia. 

"The papers were saying these elections 
were going to be ‘tests of Watergate' too," he 
observed, "at least until they were over. Then 
the papers had nothing to say." 

Voters in our country are fair and 
reasonable and the party is not the loser or a 
gainer in a scandal. 

“A political party is ongoing and I am 
trying to make this party appear the way that 
in my heart I know it is," he said.

Do voters favor rich 
or poor candidates? 

Is it a political advantage to be rich or poor when a 
candidate for high public office discloses his financial 
status, including his savings, the value of his home and 
automobile, and his over-all net worth? 

From where we sit, it's a private matter which really 
has no part in a political campaign. It's an invasion of 
privacy. But one candidate reveals how much he’s worth 
as a publicity stunt, and the next candidate is afraid not to 
do so for fear the public will think he has something to hide. 

Former State Representative Michael Dukakis of 
Brookline made known his financial worth when he 
announced his candidacy for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor. Representative George Sacco of Medford did 
the same when he moved into the contest for the 
Democratic nomination for Attorney General. 

Sacco and Dukakis unquestionably were well-intended 
when they revealed their financial circumstances. If the 
purpose of their action was to show they hadn’t ac¬ 
cumulated a lot of money while they were holding public 
office, they accomplished it. But in a general way their 
action was meaningless. 

Governor Francis W. Sargent seemed a bit non-plused 
and taken aback when he was asked if he plans to disclose 
his financial status when he announces his candidacy for 
reelection. He said it's a question which will be met when he 
officially becomes a candidate for another term. 

Then he made the eogient observation that it would be 
unfortunate if able men and women are discouraged from 
running for public offices because they are reluctant to lay 
bare their financial circumstances and made known facts 
which really are nobody else's business. 

On the basis of Governor Sargent’s answers and 
comments, it appeared that he is undecided whether he will 
divulge his own financial status when he announces his 
candidacy for reelection. 

He observed that he has a business on Cape Cod, that lie 
iui.s a trust and that he owns several properties. That 
presumably means he is a man of substantial worth. 

Sarge added that he bad discussed the matter with 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy who is probably the wealthiest 
public office-holder in Massachusetts. He didn't reveal 
Ted's position, but one gathered it wasn’t much different 
from his own. 

Tee discussion left this listener pondering a number of 
questions, 

Do the statements of financial worth accomplish 
anything beyond satisfying the curiosity of some people as 
to how much money political candidates have In the bank. 

Is the average person more likely to vote for a 
candidate who has been able to build up a substantial net 
worth for himself and his family or for a politician of lesser 
financial means? 

(When the late John F. Kennedy first ran for Congress 
back in 1848, a very astute politician told the writer many

people would vote for JFK because they knew he was so 
wealthy he would have no reason to steal any money.) 

That probably was an accurate appraisal which would 
indicate it is not a political handicap for a candidate to be 
wealthy. 

What a candidate accomplishes by making public his 
private financial affairs is not clear to this observer. 
Possibly, he shows that he has no skeletons in the closet and 
nothing in his background to hide. 

But is a man who has worked hard, saved part of his 
earnings, made sound or lucky investments in the stock 
market a better political prospect than a candidate who has 
not been as fortunate and has accumulated only half or a 
fourth as much wealth? 

A candidate who reveals his financial circumstances 
must believe he gets votes by doing so. We’re not convinced 
that is true. 

Gov. Sargent predicts 
rationing of gasoline 

Governor Sargent is convinced that automobile-owners 
in Massachusetts and throughout the United States are 
headed for gasoline rationing. 

He believes the Nixon administration “has dragged its 
feet on every point” concerning the oil shortage. 

“But I think they eventually will recognize that 
gasoline rationing is the fairest solution to the problem 
confronting us,” the Governor asserted. 

Mr. Sargent denies flaUy and with some force that he 
was making a political ploy or staging a publicity stunt 
when he called the Legislature back into special session late 
last month to hear his recommendations for the enactment 
of new laws to meet the energy crisis. 

He pointed out he has filed virtually the same proposals 
for the consideration of the law-makers at the legislative 
session now in progress on Beacon HilL 

“Who the hell knew there was going to be an energy 
crisis?” Sarge demanded when be was asked why he hadn’t 
submitted his bills to the legislators at tbeir regular session 
last year. 

The answer to that question is that Governor Sargent 
himself had some advance warning about the threatened oil 


shortage and energy crisis more than a year ago but 
apparently was not told or did not realize the severity of the 
situation that loomed ahead. 

Whether Governor Sargent called the legislators “sons 
of bitches” during a private meeting with members of the 
Massachusetts congressional delegation in Washington, is a 
matter of some dispute. 

A Congressman who was in attendance says he did. 
Aides to the Governor insist he didn’t. Several legislators, 
who were queried by the writer, said It doesen’t matter 
whether he did or didn't, that he undoubtedly feels that way 
and the feeling is mutual. 

Governor Sargent, incidentally, is wary about the 
effect the Watergate scandal will have upon his campaign 
for reelection and those of other Republican candidates who 
will be running in Massachusetts this year. 

He cites that he never has been close to President Nixon 
or the Nixon administration. Nevertheless, an element of 
uncertainty exists as to the impact of Watergate upon 
Republicans and especially upon Republicans who are in 
office and striving to stay there. 

That includes some Republican Congressmen from 
Massachusetts who are regarded as powerhouse vote- 
getters but who, nevertheless, will breathe more easily next 
autumn after the election results have been recorded in tbe 
history books and they have been returned to office. 

Mr. Sargent is not certain fhat it would make much 
sense to finance one election campaign with public funds 
next fall and leave the candidates in the other election races 
to pay their own bills. 

That was his response when he was questioned about 
the Bartley-Guzzi bill, now pending before the Legislature, 
which would limit the amounts which could be spent on the 
battle for the Governorship but would pay those expenses 
from tax revenues. 

Sarge made it plain that be would be very happy to have 
someone other than himself pay his campaign bills so he 
would not have to go around passing the hat, but be was 
uncertain bow the candidates in tbe other contests and their 
supporters would feel about the bill which singles out the 
gubernatorial campaign as the one which would be paid for 
by the people. 

That poses the question of whether the candidates for 
Lieutenant Governor would continue to pay their own 
campaign bills if the gubernatorial campaign is publicly 
funded. The candidates for Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor run as a tandem. They are on a party ticket 
together. Both nominees of each party are either elected or 
defeated. It would seem they should be treated alike in the 
matter of campaign financing. 


New message to pedestrians

Mrs. Johnson's new system, which her 
electrical engineer husband built to her 
specifications, would say just what the 
signals liavo been trying to say — "don't 
start." 

The new system would have "don’t 
start" and "walk" lighted together, 
making it clear to pedestrians that there is 
not enough time to get across the street 
from the curb but enough time to continue 
if they have already started. 

"Don't walk” would continue to mean 
not to cross. 

Another box would be needed at every 
signal installation at a cost of about $90 per 
location, which seems a small price for the 
increased safety, Mrs. Johnson said. 

The addition of the "flashing walk" 
indication, which has recently been in¬ 
corporated into the signal systems of 
several communities, is another faulty 
message that Mrs. Johnson is just 
beginning to take on. 


She and a Waltham woman recently 
picketed at a corner where the flashing 
walk is in effect. The "walk” signal tells 
people to cross the street; the flashing 
pliase is supposed to be understood by 
pedestrians to mean "watch for cars 
turning into you.” 

Through Mrs. Johnson's efforts to point 
out the dangers of the flashing walk, its use 
in Newton has been tabled, if not banned, 
by actions of the Street Traffic Committee 
under the former chairman, Aid. David 
Jackson. 

The flashing walk is an optional device, 
Mrs. Johnson said, but many conuuunities 
apparently believe that it is a part of the 
federally mandated Uniform Traffic 
Control Devices system that must be in 
effect nationwide by 1977. 

Mrs. Johnson's mail contains letters 
from ordinary citizens around Boston who 
I lave read of her efforts, from manufac¬ 


turers interested in her new controls, and 
from state and national officials ex¬ 
pressing interest and sometimes guarded 
agreement with her criticism of the 
present signals. 


Mrs. Johnson heard unofficially last 
week that her paper on pedestrian signals 
was read at a Jan. 18 meeting of the 
Highway Research Board in Washington 
and that her machine, which was 
presented at the meeting, has been ac¬ 
cepted for research. 

"Even though signals are supposed to be 
uniform throughout the country by 1977,” 
Mrs. Johnson said, "federal officials are 
still open to suggestions and are constantly 
reviewing the mandated systems."

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Playing tennis in Newton costly NCDF letter

Dear Mr. Burke, 

My name is Richard Kates. I 
am a senior in college and have 
been a resident of Newton 
nearly all my life. I have, like so 
many other people, become 
addicted to the game of tennis. 
My complaint is, that although 
Newton enjoys some very fine 
recreational facilities (i.e. 
tennis courts) it suffers very 
poor methods of allocating the 
use of these facilities to its 
citizens. 

Early this past summer, I 
endeavored to play tennis at the 
Newton South High School 
courts, only to be frustrated by 
the attendant’s demand for a 
$10 permit and a reservation. 

I was, at that time extremely 
aggravated by the prospect of 
paying a $10 fee (which I could 


not afford and I am not alone in 
this category) for the privilege 
of playing on the courts which 
my father’s taxes helped to 
build. 

My disdain for the system 
peaked when, during the latter 
part of Dec. 1973, I sought 
playing time on the Newton 
North High School indoor 
courts. I found that a permit 
was required for these courts 
too. Upon inquiring as to the 
nature of this permit I found 
that its price was $10 and that it 
expired in five months rather 
than 12. I was advised that in 
the spring I could purchase a 
$10 permit that was good for 12 
months. Yet, to this prospect I 
experienced the same dif¬ 
ficulty; shortage of funds 
coupled with ill feelings. 

I believe the tune has come 
for a revamping of the system 
in favor of a far more equitable 


plan. I realize that there are two 
main problems immediately 
involved in allocating the use of 
the facilities: the facilities 
should be for the use of Newton 
residents only and the cost of an 
attendant must be absorbed by 
those using the courts and 
making reservations. I propose 
a plan which could leap these 
two hurdles and probably any 
others that could be thrown in 
its path. 

My solution is a simple 
variation of the old system. 
Permits should be granted free 
of charge to all Newton 
residents who desire them . . . 
but only to Newton residents. 
The cost of the attendant could 
be met by simply charging a 
nominal 25 cent fee per 
reservation. In this way we will 
not only pay for the attendant 
but fewer people will make 
reservations and subsequently 


never show up. Also, people will 
be paying as to their use of the 
courts. The professional man 
who makes his own hours ob¬ 
viously has more time to play 
than the working man. 

A common $10 fee in this, 
which is a common case is not 
exactly just. Upon closer in¬ 
spection. nuiny other attributes 
as to the ease and egalitarian 
nature of this plan may be 
found. 

I respectfully submit my plan 
as a serious suggestion of im¬ 
provement to the current 
system. I also urge you to 
consider the fact that while I am 
one person, I am speaking on 
the behalf of many disgruntled 
New ton residents who merely 
do not know the right channels 
through which to guide their 
disdain.

Metco students to fill the 
“empty seats” in their system. 
Perhaps this is the time to look 
at ways in which the Newton 
school system might also 
continue to provide good 
education at full capacity.

Remarks addressed to the 
Newton School Committee Jan. 
16, 1974, by Ann Dwelley. 

We have a concern about the 
cost of operating our school 
system. As enrollment starts 
down and as it is predicted to 
continue on a downward trend 
for some years to come, 
something obviously must be 
done to relieve the tax burden 
on Newton citizens. However, 
there are alternatives for the 
accomplishment of this relief, 
alternative to the proposal for 
the laying off of experienced 
staff members and the eventual 
closing of a grade school. 

Norumbega Association 
recommends a regional per¬ 
spective in most matters in¬ 
volving public functions — as 
well as the more basic 
municipal viewpoint In public 
education, as in many other 
fields, we are a part of a 
metropolitan region with a

growing realization of 
responsibility for a share of the 
needs of the total population of 
the region. 

Therefore, we suggest con¬ 
sideration of an approach to our 
problems similar to that used 
by industry when an in-house 
machine shop (for example) 
finds its back orders gone and 
its loading down to 90 percent. 
Temptation is great to lay off 
and cut back, dislocating good 
mechanics and idling good 
capital equipment. A solution 
that has been used con¬ 
structively is to take on “out¬ 
side work" pricing it to carry 
the cost of continuing operation 
of the shop. 

We suggest a similar ap¬ 
proach to our 1974 problem in 
the Newton elementary schools. 

Specifically, we suggest that 
the grade school enrollment of 
1972-73 be accepted as a base 
norm for the system as a whole. 
We than look at 1974-75 
projections and use the 
shrinkage difference as an 
indication of the amount of 
“outside work” we are willing 
to accept. Ideally this figure 
(perhaps 300 pupils) could be 
programmed by realignment of 
elementary school boundaries, 
so that roughly equivalent 
numbers of open seats in each of 


the elemtnary schools of the 
city become available. 

Ideally we should invite 
outside students to come into 
our system from Boston: 

1. Where need is great — for 
good education. 

2. Where relief in the 
magnitude of one school’s 
capacity would allow them to 
forego the expense of building a 
new school. 

3. Where the cost savings of 
not hiring new teachers or 
amortizing the capital cost of 
facilities will allow them to 
reimburse Newton adequately. 

4. Where the resulting life- 
learning experience for Newton 
elementary’ students will be 
enriched and better prepare 
them for the real world of 1980- 
85. 

The essence: Let’s take the 
burden off Newton’s taxpayers 
as suggested by Supt. Fink, but 
by an alternative method that 
has subsidiary benefits for the 
region and, we beliefe, for 
Newton as well. 

Assume a cutback of 30 staff 
— a saving of $300,000 — against 
an “outside contract” to teach 
300 Boston elementary children 
at $1,250 each - total $375,000. 
The figures are illustrative 
only, but we’d like to have the 
concept at least looked at.

white milk, coffee milk, 
chocolate milk, and orange 
juice. 

In our hot lunch line, the lunch 
varies from day to day. The 
lunch ranges from spaghetti to 
chop suey, and includes a 
vegetable, a potato or bread of 
some type, and white milk. 

Buth thi3 is our problem. The 
government insists that we 
have a nourishing meal, in¬ 
cluding white milk.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
bill to assure workers that the 
pensions they anticipate actual¬ 
ly will be paid upon retirement 
advances to the House floor for 
approval early next month. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee finished weeks of 
drafting the measure Monday. 
The Senate passed a similar 
bill, 93-0, last September and 
final action seems certain this 
year. 

Both bills would require that 
workers with 15 years' service 
would be fully vested-assured 
of receiving their accrued 
pension benefits. 

Firms are given 40 years to 
set aside adequate funds to 
meet their pension obligations. 
An insurance fund is to be 
created to pay pensions to 


workers whose employers go 
bankrupt, s 
No Offer RequiredO 

Nothing in the legislation, 
however, requires a firm to 
offer a pension plan or 
stipulates how much it must pay 
retirees. Pensions paid today 
average $141 a month. 

The House bill would regulate 
all 350,000 existing private 
pension plans which cover an 
estimated 25 million to 30 
million workers—less than half 
of the nation's 80 million civilian 
work force. 

Under the vesting provisions, 
a worker with five years ex¬ 
perience would receive 25 per 
cent of his pension upon 
retirement. His vested right 
would grow each year until he is 
fully vested after 15 years.

Heath trying to head off strike 


LONDON (UPI) — The government 
of Prime Minister Edward Heath has 
begun secret contacts with union and 
industry leaders in an attempt to head 
off a disastrous coal mine strike, it was 
disclosed today. 

Government sources said officials 
were conducting behind-the-scenes 
contacts with leaders of the 10-million- 
member Trades Union Congress (TUC) 
and the Confederation of British 
Industry (CBI), which represents 12,000 
companies. 

The sources said the peace moves, 
still in an early stage, were a possible 
way out of Britain's crippling economic 
crisis, described by the government as 
the worst since World War II. 

A slowdown by the nation's 269,000 
coal miners, an overtime ban by 29,000 
railroad engineers and Arab oil cut¬ 
backs have combined to cut Britain's 


fuel supplies and force Heath to impose 
a three-day work week. 

The coal miners were expected to 
vote Thursday and Friday in favor of 
escalating their slowdown into a 
potentially disastrous nationwide strike 
on Feb. 10. 

The miners were demanding a 30 per 
cent pay rise, but the state-run National 
Coal Board has offered only the 16.5 per 
cent allowed by Heath's antiinflation 
wage guidelines. 

The government's Pay Board, in a 
possible move to break the coal 
deadlock, issued a report last week 
saying wage ceilings might be lifted for 
workers in vital industries. Govern¬ 
ment sources said Coal Board Chair¬ 
man Derek Ezra has suggested the Pay 
Board consider guideline exceptions for 


Heath told Parliament Tuesday the 
government was ready to look into the 
possibility of exceptions for miners "as 
soon as the TUC and the Confederation 
of British Industry are prepared to.” 

Labor party opposition leader Harold 
Wilson wrote Heath Tuesday urging the 
prime minister to take the initiative in 
calling a meeting with the TUC and the 
confederation. 

The coal miners also made tentative 
peace moves. Mineworkers President 
Joe Gormley expressed hopes for last- 
minute talks with the government even 
if his union members vote for the Feb. 
10 strike. 

Mine leaders' said, however, they 
have won pledges from railroad and 
transport unions to block coal ship¬ 
ments to power stations and industry if 
the strike starts.

A seaside park with benches 
where the elderly can relai and 
watch the crashing waves. . . a 
marsh which welcomes 
thousands of ducks and geese, 
as well as hundreds of human 
observers. . . a pond with a 
footpath around it, where young 
married couples like to come 
carrying their babies by 
papoose-a-pack. .. all over the 
country almost 11,000 projects 
to purchase and develop public 
outdoor recreation areas have 
been funded half by the federal 
I<and and Water Conservation 
Fund and half by the state or 
local communities. 

This year the program is 
continuing - unfortunately not 
funded as strongly as many 
would like to see but it is 
nevertheless continuing, and 
gradually new areas are being 
added to the store of con¬ 
servation lands which will be a 
"Legacy of Parks" for future 
generations. 

Of the $66 million ap¬ 
propriated nationally for the 
1974 fiscal year, $4,280,861 went 
to the six New England states. 

The following apportionments 
were announced by the Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation: 

Massachusetts - $1,105,011; 
Connecticut - $831,117; Rhode 
Island - $624,455; Maine - 
$591,316, New Hampshire - $577- 
851; and Vermont - $551,111. 

Since the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund was started 
in 1965. over $24.5 million has 
been allocated to 
Massachusetts, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Natural Resources. In fiscal 
1973, nearly $2.9 million was 
paid in reimbursements to the 
Commonwealth and its towns 
and cities. 

Massachusetts, like many 
states, also offers additional 
state aid to communities un¬ 
dertaking projects under the 
Land and Water Conservation 
Fund. By using both federal and 
state aid, a community may buy 
and develop recreational lands 
for only 25 percent of the cost. 
The other 75 percent may be 
paid for by the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund and the 
Massachusetts Self-Help 
Program funds. 

Applications for Land and 
Water Conservation Fund 
grants are channeled through 
state Outdoor Recreation 
Liaison Officers to the regional 
offices of the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation. Projects must be in 
accord with the state's com¬ 
prehensive outdoor recreation 
plan.

Beginning Fob. 11, Newton 
men between the ages of 35 and 
57 will have the chance to 
participate in a national heart 
attack prevention program 
called "Mr. Fit" (Multiple Risk 
Factor Intervention Trial). 

Eligibility for this six-year 
study in preventive medicine 
will be determined by a twnty 
minute screening at the Newton 
- Wellesley Hospital, according 
to Dr. Arthur Baldwin, Director 
of Screening, and former chief 
of medicine at the Newton - 
Wellesley Hospital. Appoint¬ 
ments for the free screening can 
be made by calling the "Mr. 
Fit" numer — 731-4040 - at the 
Greater Boston Chaptcc of the 
Mass. Heart Association. 

Screening hours are 4 p.m. to 8 


p.m,, Monday through Thur¬ 
sday in the ambulatory services 
area of the hospital. 

The director of the Greater 
Boston "Mr. Fit" program is 
Dr. James E. Dalen, assistant 
professor of medicine at Har¬ 
vard Medical School, a car¬ 
diologist who is associate 
director of the cardiovascular 
laboratory at thePctcr Bent 
Brigham Hospital. 

"Mr. Fit" is sponsored in the 
Greater Boston area by Har¬ 
vard School of Public Health 
and Greater Boston Chapter, 
Mass. Heart Association, and is 
funded by the U.S. Public 
Health Service, 

A pilot screening was held in 
Milton in November, making 
Newton the second community 


in Boston to participate in the 
program. At the screening, men 
will have their blood pressure 
taken, cholesterol levels 
checked, and will be asked a 
few questions about their 
health. Results of these tests 
will be reported to the par¬ 
ticipant and his physician. 
There will be no charge for this 
important health check-up. 

Men accepted into the study 
may have the chance to enter a 
program designed to help them 
stop smoking, lower their 
cholesterol levels and reduce 
their blood pressure. These 
changes in lifestyle are ex¬ 
pected to reduce their risk of 
heart attack.

A joint project involving the 
Beaver Country Day School, 
Chestnut Hill, and seven other 
private schools in the Boston 
area has won a special Title II 
grant from the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education.

When we heard about the popularity of Mrs. Naomi 
Stein's Apricot Squares and Shrimp Dip, we asked if she 
would share them with our readers, and here they are: 

APRICOT SQUARES 
3 Y 4 cups all purpose flour 
44 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
V 4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup shortening 
1 egg, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 small jars apricot jam 

Sift together flour, sugar, baking powder, and salt Add 
shortening, egg, vanilla. Mix with fork or crumble with 
fingers until in small pieces. Spread 4 of the mixture on 
pan and pat with hand. Spread on jam. Distribute balance 
of mixture on top of jam and pat gently. Bake in 350 degree 
oven for 45 minutes. Cut into squares. 

SHRIMP DIP 

4 cup shrimp 
4 cup mayonnaise 
4 cup sour cream 
4 cup catsup 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 

1 teaspoon horseradish 

Grate shrimp in blender; combine other ingredients 
and then add shrimp. 

A recent Bagel recipe request from a reader was an¬ 
swered and now we have another for her to add to her files, 
Beer Bagels. This recipe is quite easy to make and though I 
detect a trace of beer flavor (which is not unpleasant) 
others do not — so here it is for you to try: 

BEERBAGELS 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

4*2 cups sifted all purpose flour 
14 cups lukewarm beer 

3 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 

Combine yeast and 2 cups of the sifted flour. Heat beer 
until lukewarm. Combine beer, sugar and salt. Add to yeast 
mixture. Beat at low speed of electric mixer for 4 minute. 
Beat 3 minutes at high speed. Stir in, by hand, enough of the 
remaining flour to make a moderately stiff dough. Turn 
onto a floured surface and knead until smooth; ap¬ 
proximately 8 minutes. Cover. Let rest for 15 minutes. 
Separate into 10 or 12 portions, then shape into balls. 
Punch hole in middle of each ball with 

floured finger. Enlarge hole and shape into round 
bagel form. Cover; let rise 20 minutes. Combine 1 gallon 
water and 1 tablespoon sugar in large pot. Bring to boil, 
then reduce to a simmer. Cook bagels 4 or 5 at a time for 
approximately 7 minutes, turning once. Drain. Place on 
greased cookie sheet. Bake in 375 degree preheated oven 
(be sure to turn bagels when half way through baking) for 
30-35 minutes until golden brown. When cool store bagels in 
plastic bag and secure with wire twist to insure freshness, 
Our thanks to Miss Helen Chin, secretary of the 
Women's City Club of Boston for sending in a recipe for Won 
Ton Soup in response to a reader's request. 

WON TON SOUP 

4 cups basic soup stock (see recipe below) 

3 dozen pieces prepared wonton (recipe below) 

1 teaspoon Accent 

1 tablespoon fresh scallions, chopped finely 

4 teaspoon salt 

Put wonton-pieces in a pot of boiling water. Cover and 
let simmer for a good five minutes (allowing for the filling 
to cook) Remove from the pot, drain, and rinse in cold 
water. Put cooked and drained wonton in individual soup 
bowls, or in a large tureen. Bring soup stock to a boil. Add 
seasonings and stir thoroughly. Pour the broth into the 
individual bowls, or tureen, and garnish with the green 
scallions. 

WONTON 

Won Ton skins may be purchased at any one of the 
grocery stores or noodle shops in the Chinese district. It’s 
best to call and order in advance. Fill as follows: 

1 lb. lean raw pork, chopped 
4 pound chopped, cooked shrimp 
1 tablespoon fresh scallions, chopped very finely 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
I egg, beaten 

1 Iwipw Accent .— -“ 


*2 teaspoon salt 
Dash garlic powder 

Mix all ingredients together thoroughly. Refrigerate 
until ready to use. Using a small knife, put 4 teaspoon 
filling in center of wonton skin. Roll skin to within Vi-inch of 
opposite corner. Turn left corner under and bring right 
corner under to meet it. Wet right corner with a dab of 
beaten egg and press firmly so that both corners meet and 
hold together. Yields about 10 dozen. 

BASIC SOUP STOCK 
2 lbs. cut up pork bones 
5 lbs. cut up fowl 
■TV4 gal. water in Ige. soup pot 
Virginia ham bone (optional) 

10 celery stalks 

1 onion or 4 cup chopped scallions 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon Accent 

Put pork bones in water and bring to boil. Remove 
scum from top of liquid. Add fowl and ham bone. Bring to a 
boil. Lower heat and add celery stalks, onion, and-or 
scallions and seasonings. Simmer for 2 hours. Drain soup 
stock. Remove meat from bones. Skim fat from top of 
liquid. Add meat to quantity of broth to be used. Add cooked 
noodles, if desired. Heat and serve with garnish of parsley, 
or chopped scallion greens. For remainder of soup stock, 
cool and place in refrigerator overnight. Can then be frozen 


in pint-size plastic containers for use whenever a basic soup 
stock is needed.

BANANA GINGER CREAM PIE 
4 cup sugar 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
V« teaspoon salt 

2 cups skimmed milk 

3 egg yolks, slightly beaten 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

15 gingersnaps 
3 medium bananas 

In a saucepan mix sugar, cornstarch and salt. 
Gradually stir in milk. Cook over low heat, stirring con¬ 
stantly, until mixture comes to a boil. Continue cooking and 
stirring for 5 minutes, or until mixture thickens, and is 
smooth. Remove from heat and stir a small amount of milk 
mixture into egg yolks, beating constantly. Return yolks to 
mixture and cook for 2 minutes longer. Add vanilla and 
cool. Cut 6 gingersnaps in half and stand around inside of a 
9-inch pie plate. Crumble remaining cookies and press 
down to line bottom of dish. Slice 2 bananas and arrange 
over bottom of ginger shell. Pour cooled filling into shell 
and chill thoroughly. Just before serving, slice remaining 
banana and garnish top of pie. Yield: 8 servings, 165 
calories per serving.

SHRIMP STUFFED MUSHROOMS 
14 pounds fresh mushrooms 
4 tablespoons butter or margarine 
4 cup chopped onion or scallions 
1 jar (2 n 4 oz. tiny shrimp, drained and sliced) 

V '4 cup mayonnaise 
1 hard cooked egg, finely chopped 
1 tablespoon prepared hot mustard 
Y 4 teaspoon lemon juice 
Y 4 teaspoon salt 

One sixteenth teaspoon ground red pepper 

Rinse, pat dry and remove stems from mushrooms— 
Save for use in soups, stews etc. In a large skillet heat 
butter. Add mushroom caps and saute for 5 minutes. In the 
same skillet saute onions. Add remaining ingredients; mix 
well. Fill sauteed mushroom caps with shrimp mixture. 
Bake in a preheated hot oven 450 degrees 6 to 9 minutes. 
Serve hot. Apprx. 30 stuffed mushrooms. 

ORIENTAL MUSHROOM 
COCKTAH. KEBABS 
4 cup butter, melted 
24 teaspoons soy sauce 
1 teaspoon sherry 
4 teaspoon onion powder 
4 teaspoon ground glner 

4 pound fresh mushrooms or 1 can (6-8 oz.) whole 
mushrooms 

1 can (7 oz. | water chestnuts, drained and sliced 
1 green pepper, cut Into 1 inch squares

Combine butter with soy sauce, sherry, onion powder 
and ginger; mix well. Rinse pat dry and trim stem ends and 
halve fresh mushrooms or drain canned mushrooms.

MUSHROOM CHOWDER 
1 pound fresh mushrooms 
4 cup butter or margarine 
4 cup chopped onion 
1 cup diced potatoes 
1 cup finely chopped celery 
4 cup diced carrot 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 tsp black pepper 

1 tablespoon flour 

2 tbs cold water 

3 cups boiling water 

1 cup milk or light cream 
‘1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

Rinse pat dry and slice mushrooms, makes about 5 
cups; set aside. In a large saucepan heal butter; add onion 
and saute until golden. Add reserved mushrooms, 
remaining vegetables, salt and black pepper. Cover and 
sinuner 15 to 20 minutes or until vegetables are tender. 
Combine flour with cold water. Slowly stir into vegetable 
mixture. Add boiling water; simmer for 10 minutes longer. 
Just before serving stir in milk and cheese. Heat only until 
hot. Do not boil. Serves 8.

Incorporated April 11, 1895, 
under the laws of the District of 
Columbia, the C.A.R. was 
founded by Mrs. Daniel I/>throp 
of Concord ("Margaret Sid¬ 
ney"), famous writer of fiction 
for children. 

Membership in C.A.R. is open 
to any young person from birth 
to 21 years of age "who is 
lineally descended from a man 
or woman who, with unfailing 
loyalty, rendered material aid 
to the cause of American 
Independence as a soldier, 
sailor, civil officer, or 
recognized patriot in one of the 
several Colonies or States, or of 
the United States.” Local 
societies are sponsored by 
chapters of the DAR, and 
C.A.R. members, at age 22, 
may become members of DAR, 
Sons of the American 
Revolution, or Sons of the 
Revolution. Over the years, 
more than 15,000 young people 
have belonged to C.A.R., and 
each year about one thousand 
attend the annual National 
Convention in Washington, D.C. 

The organization is both 
philanthropic and educations, 
and in addition it provides 
enjoyable social activities for 
its members. It helps support 
several schools for mountain 
children and American Indians: 
Tamassee, Kate Duncan Smith, 
Bacone College, and St. Mary's 
School for Indian Girls. Con¬ 
servation of natural resources 
ranks high in it interest—many 
trees are set out by C.A.R. 
members, and litter bags are 
distributed by the thousands. 

Its outstanding aim is to in¬ 
still in its members a sense both 
of patriotism and of community 
responsibility, and its most 
important program is Patriotic 
Education. This includes ob¬ 
servance of American History 
Month and Constitution Week, 
and participation in all com¬ 
munity patriotic holiday ob¬ 
servances. Emphasis is placed 
on learning as much as possible 
about American history, 
culture, art, and handcrafts. 

Because of her work with, and 
interest in, C.A.R., Mrs. Houser 
caused Massachusetts to 
become the first state to enact 


legislation annually 
proclaiming February 
American History Month. She 
was senior state chairman of 
Patriotic education when she 
originated and co-sponsored a 
C.A.R. Bill which became 
Chapter 44, Acts of 1957. A 
former Massachusetts DAR 
state historian (1953-1956) she 
caused C.A.R. to achieve many 
awards for locating graves of 
American Revolutionary 
soldiers. 


In 1958 she received the Good 
Citizen Citation presented by 
the governor in State House 
ceremonies, as well as a C.A.R. 
citation for promotion of 
Massachusetts C.A.R. As part 
of her talk on Monday, Mrs. 
Houser read the C.A.R. Creed, 
which emphasizes respon¬ 
sibility and work, and de- 
emphasizes controversy of any 
kind: “I believe in the Children 
of the American Revolution as 
an organization for the training 
of young people in true 
patriotism and love of country, 
in order that they shall be better 
fitred for American citizenship. 

"As a descendant of the 
founders of my country, I 
believe that my birthright 
brings a responsibility to carry 
on their work, and that as the 
young people of 1776 took an 
active part in the War for 
Independence, so the young 
people of today have a definite 
work to do for their country. As 
a member of the Children of the 
American Revolution, I believe 
it is my duty to use my influence 
to create a deeper love of 
country, a loyal respect for its 
Constitution, and reverence for 
its flag among the young people 
with whom I come in contact." 

At the business meeting 
preceding Mrs. Houser’s 
speech, delegates to the March 
Conference of the 
Massachusetts DAR were 
elected: Mrs. William A. 
Hurley, and Mrs. Leslie W. 
Irwin. Alternates are Mrs. Rose 
E. Langill, Mrs. James S. Gove, 
Miss Marion E. Stratton, and 
Mrs. Edgar H. Brown. The 
conference will be held on 
Wednesday, March 27, at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel, Boston.

Eating chips of sweet-tasting 
lead paint in older houses Is the 
main cause of lead poisoning for 
which Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital personnel are testing. 
Doctors and nurses are working 
in conjunction with a State 
Dept, of Public Health cam¬ 
paign to eradicate the health 
hazard which is not restricted to 
low-income areas.

ITS hard to beliebe that 
Maine residents put out six 
million pounds of seeds for song 
for songbirds in 1972. 

Yet, apparently it is true. 
Indeed, it Is the first well- 
cocumented foact that supports 
the need for a new line of 
wildlife management. For while 
Maine cannot be considered 
urban- nor especially affluen, 
for that matter- the Maine 
survey gives a hint of general 
public interest in the new field 
of urgan wildlife biology. 

MaineSDepartment of Inland 
Fisheries and Game established 
the extent of the bird seed 
business in the state. Under the 
direction of Peter A. Cross, 
wildlife biologist, the state 
agency gathered figures on the 
traffic in wild bird seed mix¬ 
tures. The tonnages were taken 
form the inventories of prime 
wholesale distributors, with 
cross checks to be certain that 
through intrastate transactions 
no ton was reported twice. Such 
seeds as cracked corn, which 
many people feed wild birds, 
were stricken from the ac¬ 
counting since most of it goes to 
farm operations. 

The results indicatied that the 
equivalent of 150 trailer 
truckloads of wild bird seed 
mixtures was sold in Maine in 
1972. From postcards returned 
by known feeders of birds, the 
Department found that the 
average bird fan tossed 124% 
pounds to the birds each witner. 

However, Yankees working 
within the Department 
recognized that while en¬ 
thusiasts who answered survey 
cards might shovel out feed at 
that rate, the averate citizen is 
a mite more conservative. So 
their more realistic figures 
gave aa hint tha ti six million 
pounds were used, no fewer 
than 100,000 persons were 
buying the stuff. The result 
indicates that 100,000 
households ar putting out grain 
for wild birds. 

Wildlife biologistts recently 
have become intereste dinn the 
extent of enthusiasm that urban 
and suburban dwellers have 
toward their wildlife neighbors. 
The amount of money spent on 
wildlife maintenance in these 
areas has been considered a 
more reliable guide than an¬ 
swers to questionnaires 
•• serarchlng for emotional 
responses to wildlife. 

Unquestionably foa more 
poundage of wild bird seed 
mixtures is distributed in 
suburban areas than in either 
the cor e cities or farm regions. 
It woud seem true because 
many families move to suburbs 
to ‘‘be closer to nature.” But 
what actually happens, of 
course, is an urbanizing of 
suburgan landscapes by the 
sheer numbers of houses and 
people that have made the 
move. To retain the original 
“nature” values in the land¬ 
scape, , of course, is an ur¬ 
banizing of suburban land¬ 
scapes by the sheer numbers of 
houses and people that have 
made the move. To retain the 
original ‘‘nature” values in the 
landscape, the suburbanite 
must scatter bird feed to keep 
biirds present. Otherwise, there 
is insufficient food to keep them 
alive through the winter in an 
urganizes environment. 

Stat wildlife agencies 
gradiually have become awaret 
that the same pressure of 
people thah has limited their 
traditional acitivities as 
stimulators of game bird and 
mammal populations has 
provided thaem a new clientele: 
people who ar interested in 
birds and mammals as 
neighbors. The state agencies 
now are turning to whoat they 
might well have turned toward 
a decade or two ago, the study 
of methods through which 
wildlife may be retained in the 
suburban or urban 
neighborhood.

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Newton Catholic school system chronicled 


Several years ago, a group of 
concerned parents from all 
parishes in the City of Newton 
met frequently in the Sacred 
Heart Grammar School, 
Newton Centre, to discuss the 
future of parochial schools. 

It appeared evident that 
because of the increasing cost of 
education, which wns 
materially affected by the large . 
reduction in religious vocations 
and the need to increase the 
number of lay teachers, 
together with the inflationary 
spiral of higher costs of living, 
many parents desirous of 
having their children benefit 
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from such education would be 
unable to finance attendance at 
parochial schools. 

It also became npparent that 
financial assistance from either 
the State or Federal Govern¬ 
ments would not c forthcoming, 
particularly in view of many 
court decisions, including a 
landmark decision of the U.S. 
Supreme Court, which held tliat 
such assistance would offend 
the traditional constitutional 
separation of Church and State 
concept. 

Although the group 'was 
convinced of the need for 
private education, as another 
choice to public education, it 
appeared that the financing 
thereof would prohibit the 
continuance of Catholic 
elementary and secondary 
education. The goal of the group 
was to provide Catholic 
education to all who desired it, 
■ and not to establish a school 
system available only to the 
wealthy. 

I Subsequently, during the 
early fall of 1972, the pastors of 
the Newton Catholic churches in 
joint meeting agreed to form a 
.Planning Committee for the 
,Newton Catholic School System 
to research the feasibility of 
establishing such a city-wide 
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school system. The Committee 
established various sub¬ 
committees to conduct studies 
in the various areas involved. 
During December 1972, 
following a diligent research 
effort, the Committee recom¬ 
mended the establishment of a 
Newton Catholic School System, 
utilizing the physical plant of 
Our lady of Help of Christians 
School in Newton. 

The NCS system would in¬ 
clude a grammar school, junior 
high school and a high school, 
and would receive students not 
only from the four Parishes 
forming the NCS, but to the 
extent of available openings 
from other surrounding 
Parishes. The four Parishes 
participating in the NCS are 
Corpus Christi in Auburndale, 
Our lady Help of Christians in 
Newton, Our lady Help of 
Christians in Newton, Our Lady 
Immaculate of Lourdes in 
Newton Upper Falls, and 
Sacred Heart in Newton Centre. 

Tuition for each of the Newton 
Catholic Schools would be 
established at a level com¬ 
mensurate with the parents’ 
estimated ability to pay for the 
students from the four 
cooperating parishes, with the 
agreement on the part of these 
parishes to make up the dif¬ 
ference between receipts from 
tuition and the actual cost of 
educating those students. 
Students from non-cooperating 
parishes would be expected to 
assume tuition reflecting the 
estimated total cost of 
educating such students. 

The recommendation of the 
Planning Committee was ac¬ 
cepted by the four cooperating 
parishes and application was 
properly submitted to the 
Archdiocese of Boston seeking 
approval for the establishment 
of the Newton Catholic System. 
This approval was reflected in 
tiie letter dated Feb. 27, 1973, 
from the Archbishop of Boston, 
Humberto Cardinal Medeiros. 

An interim Newton Catholic 
School Board was then agreed 
upon by the four cooperating 
parishes to serve until a formal 
Constitution was adopted and a 
School Board established 
pursuant to the expected 
provisions thereof. This School 
Board has had ten formal 
meetings and an untold number 
of meetings of its sub¬ 
committees. 


The Newton Catholic System 
has for its primary concern the 
intellectual and spiritual 
development of the student in a 
cheerful educational ex¬ 
perience. Its purpose is to assit 
the students in maturing toward 
wholesome, worthwhile ad¬ 
justments to their respective 
cultural, social, and economic 
environments. It also has as its 
purpose to aid in the individual 
development of talents, op¬ 
portunities and personal ad¬ 
justments both to other persons 
and to themselves, 

77m* instructional program in 
the Newton Catholic System is 
not intended to be a static 
routine fixture in the school. It 
is intended to be a growing, 
developing, changing approach 
to the educational process. 

In addition to the academic 
and religious interests of the 
students, a well rounded 
program of athletics, social 
activities, service projects, etc., 
have been established. 
Although the present 
enrollment of the High School 
and Junior High School are at 
near capacity, the lower grades 
of the grammar school have a 
few openings available. The 
kindergarten class is presently 
at its desired capacity. 

As indicated at the outset, 
however, the financial ability to 
maintain the ever increasing 
costs and standards of this 
outstanding Catholic School 
System poses a need for support 
from many sources to assure 
that all students who desire to 
attend may do so irrespective of 
their financial status. 

Accordingly, the Newton 
Catholic System welcomes the 
continuance of support it has 
already enjoyed, as well as the 
much needed additional support 
of all who desire its alternate 
choice in education for the 
children of Newton and 
surrounding areas.

Q. My 80-year-old uncle gets 
monthly social security 
payments of about $100. This Is 
barely enough for him to live on. 
He has been unable to get help 
from the State welfare agency. 
Will the new Federal program 
be able to help him? 

A. When the Federal program 
starts in January 1974, your 
uncle may be eligible for some 
supplemental security income 
payments even though he’s 
getting social security benefits. 
The Federal program is in¬ 
tended to assure a monthly 
income of at least $130 for a 
single person over 65 in 
financial need if the person has 
no other income. If the person 
has other income, this is 
generally taken into account 
The first $20 of your uncle's 
social security won’t reduce his 
Federal payment, but the 
balance of his social security 
payment will reduce the new 
Federal payment dollar for 
dollar. So your uncle could get a 
supplemental payment of $50 a 
month in addition to his $100 
social security check. 

Q. I’ve heard that the new 
Federal payments for people 
who have little property and low 
Income and who are 65 or older, 
blind, or disabled starts in 
January, 1974. My father, who's 
almost 90, is confined in a State 
hospital. Medicaid pays his bills 
there. Will he be eligible for the 
new Federal supplemental 
security income payments 
when they begin? 

A. He may be, but his 
payments would be limited to 
$25 a month because he is in a 
medical institution and sup¬ 
ported by Medicaid. The $25 is 
intended to purchase small 
comfort items for those 
recipients who have no income. 

Q. I get State assistance 
because I'm blind and have no 
other income. I understand the 
Federal Government is going to 
make these payments. What do 
I have to do to make sure my 
payments continue? 

A. Starting in January 1974, 
the Federal Government will 
make monthly supplemental 
security income payments to 
people in financial need who are 
blind, disabled, or 65 and over. 
Since you are getting 
assistance, you don't have to 
apply now for the Federal 
payments. Until 1974, State and 
local public assistance offices 
will continue to make payments 
in the usual way. Before the 


All vehicles 
must have 
proper titles 

The head of the Registry of 
Motor Vehicle’s Title Division 
today reminded motorists in 
Massachusetts that any vehicle 
purchased in the stat must be 
titled. Richard P. Coburn said 
tat vehicles ten years old or less 
must be title regardless of 
whether they ar registered or 
not. 

Coburn warned that motorists 
are required to title oall 
vehicles purchesed in the state 
since the effective date of the 
Commonwealth title law which 
went into effect in September of 
1872. 

The citifacate of title is now 
considered the primary proof of 
ownership on all vehicles 
changing hands since the title 
law toodk effect.

Q. I understand that under the 
new Federal supplemental 
security Income program 
certain individuals 65 or over 
can be paid up to $130 a month, 
but rouples ran only be paid up 
to $195 a month. This amounts to 
$97.50 each for a husband and 
wife. What about a couple that 
has separated? 

A. Under the Federal sup¬ 
plemental security income 
program, a husband and wife 


who have been living apart 
more than 6 months would be 
considered as Individuals 
rather than a couple. Each 
could qualify for a payment of 
up to $130 a month. 

Q. My neighbor Is 68. He owns 
the little house he lives in, and 
he’s worried whether he’ll be 
able to get payments under the 
new Federal supplemental 
security Income program 
because he owns his home. Will 
he be able to get Federal 
payments? 

A. Probably. Owning a home 


of reasonable value won't rule 
out Federal supplemental 
.security income payments to 
older people who have limited 
assets and little or no cash in¬ 
come. 

Q. My widowed, 69-year-old 
mother has Just taken a part- 
time Job working In a cafeteria 
kitchen, but she only gets called 
to work when one of the regular 
employees Is absent. She 
seldom earns more than $75 a 
month. Since her only other 
income is a small monthly 
social security check, can she 


get any additional help even 
though she’s working? 

A. Starting In January 1974, 
your mother may be eligible for 
Federal supplemental security 
income payments even though 
she's working. The first $20 of 
her monthly social security 
payment, for example, would 
not count as income. In ad¬ 
dition. the first $65 of her 
monthly earnings would not be 
counted. One-half of the rest of 
your mother's monthly ear¬ 
nings - If she earned more than 
$65 • would count against the 


Federal payments. Your 
mother should contact any 
social security office for more 
information about sup¬ 
plemental security income 
payments. 

Q. My grandfather, who's 76, 
lives with me in my household. 
He has no income of his own. 
Could he get monthly Federal 
payments when the sup¬ 
plemental security Income 
program begins? 

A. Starting in January 1974, 
your grandfather may be

The Pats had no third or 
fourth round choices but picked 
two players in the fifth—quar¬ 
terback Andy Johnson of 
Georgia (projected as a running 
back) and defensive end 
Charles Battle of Grambling. 

In addition, the Patriots made 
a trade—sending seldom used 


tight end John Mosier to Green 
Bay for former All Pro Dick 
Gordon. 

The big news of the day ap¬ 
peared to be Corbett, who is 
expected to be a first-rate pull¬ 
ing guard. He played guard for 
two seasons at Boston College 
before shifting to center in his 
senior year. 

"I'm a natural guard," said 
Corbett, a 6-4 248-pound 
marketing major from Dover, 
N.H. "I played center last year 
out of necessity." 

Fairbanks said Corbett, who 
runs the 40 in a rapid 4.75 
seconds, could help New Eng¬ 
land's outside running game. 

"He has outstanding charac¬ 
teristics for a guard und I think 
tliat will help us increase our 
ability on the outside running 
play," said Fairbanks.

"Steve’s an 
exceptionally aggressive 
player, a very fine tackier and 
an extremely intelligent young 
man." said Fairbanks. 

"His biggest adjustment will 
involve the passing game. He 
comes out of a conference and a 
level of competition where 
passing is at a minimum." 

In the fifth round, New Eng¬ 
land drafted Johnson for his 
running ability. At Georgia, 
Johnson ran for 1,799 career 
yards, a Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence record for quarterback.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Maybe 
you were so taken up with all 
that Ali-Frazier fuss that you 
didn't even hear the bomb drop. 

If you didn’t, don't worry. 

All you really missed was the 
start of another world war. 

To people in sports, the 
economic bloodbath between 
the NFL and AFL was World 
War I and the continuing 
shooting between the NBA and 
ABA is World War II. The NHL- 
WHA struggle comes under the 
heading of World War III, and 
World War IV officially began 
Monday when the brand new 
World Football League signed 
UCLA running backs Kermit 
Johnson and James McAlister 
and Southern California tackle 
Booker Brown to "long term 
contracts.” 

Bob Woolf, the highly capable 
and successful sports attorney 
out of Boston, was talking about 
what all this will do to 
professional salaries while 
watching the NFL draft here 
Tuesday. 

On that subject, Woolf proba¬ 
bly can speak with more 
authority than any other man. 

He has negotiated the con¬ 
tracts of more than 700 players 
in all sports, including the 
NFL’s No. 1 draft choices the 
past two years, John Matuszak 
and Walt Patulski. 

An Upbeat Individual 

Bob Woolf is an upbeat sort of 
individual, not the kind who 
goes around viewing with 
alarm, but he draws the only 
logical conclusion possible from 
the World Football League's 
move on Monday. 

"Unfortunately, it looks like 
the war is on," says Woolf," and 
if this war is anything like those 
others, salaries will be doubled. 

"I don’t ever like to see a war 
in sports, but with the World 
Football League signing those 
three players even before the 
NFL conducted its draft, it 
makes it quite evident we now 
have unother war. 

“These three players must 
have been paid a substantial 
amount of money and the 
owners in the World Football 
League apparently intend 
spending a great deal more to 


get the players they want. I 
don't say this is good. I just say 
it is happening.” 

Bob Woolf then adds the real 
shocker—considering the fact 
he’s always representing the 
players, not the owners. 

"I'm not certain football can 
sustain this," he says. 

Bob Woolf is a lawyer, 
.licensed to practice before the 
United States Supreme Court. 
By training, like most lawyers, 
he's cautious in his statements. 

I'm not an attorney and I 
think Bob Woolf is merely 
scratching the surface. I'm 
positive football cannot sustain 
this kind of financial suicide. 
Not football, basketball, base¬ 
ball, hockey or even J. Paul 
Getty. 

"The margin of profit in 
professional sports today is not 
as great as people imagine,” 
points out Woolf. "Even in the 
NFL. Everybody thinks the 
NFL is making a mint. It's not 
that much. 

"The WFL, for all the money 
behind it, isn't as well funded as 
the AFL when it first started. It 
doesn't have the Lamar Hunts 
and the Bud Adams. However, 
they are sufficiently funded so I 
know they'll get off the ground. 
What I don't know is whether 
they’ll flourish or not. No one 
can tell how owners will react if 
they lose a couple of million 
dollars a year." 

Woolf insists the only thing 
most professional athletes want 
is an opportunity to play ball 
and make a decent living. 

"They really don't want to 
strangle a franchise," he says. 
"Where the problem arises is 
when one owner becomes, let's 
say overenthusiastic, and an¬ 
nounces he's going to win the 
championship no matter how 
much it costs. He then sets a 
new market value for alt the 
other people in sports." 

Pro football players, accord¬ 
ing to Woolf, are the lowest paid 
performers among those in the 
four major sports. Basketball 
players get the most, he says, 
followed by hockey and baseball 
players, who by the way, are 
about to go to arbitration boards 
with their employers

For ABC-TV, smallest of 
television's three major com¬ 
mercial networks, this sudden 
eminence must be producing a 
heady kind of feeling.

But NBC-TV and CBS-TV, 
being more established, were 
always more able to devote a 
larger amount of time and 
energy to public affairs broad¬ 
casts. 

They had, and undoubtedly 
stll have, biggei* news staffs 
than their smaller competitor. 

And they could afford to ore- 


empt more prime time enter¬ 
tainment programming than 
ABC-TV, which was struggling 
to survive. 

In terms of prestige and 
productivity in news and 
documentary broadcasts, many 
people today instinctively prob¬ 
ably still would regard ABC-TV 
as the third network. 

But there is no question the 
competition is a lot closer than 
It used to be. 


For Instance, audiences for 
the nightly network half-hour 
newscasts once were con¬ 
sidered just about wrapped up 
by CBSTV and NBC-TV. 

No more. ABC-TV's teaming 
of Harry Reasoner with Howard 
K. Smith has been a success, 
and has paid off handsomely in 
the ratings. 

The chances are that the 
ratings would be even better If 
ABC-TV had as big a lineup of 


affiliate stations as the two for Democratic senators and 
other networks. helping them raise money.

Major oil companies forcing 
independent gas stations out 


BOSTON (UPI) - A leading 
MassachusetLs consumer advocate has 
charged that the increase in gasoline sales 
during the last quarter of 1973 Indicates 
that major oil companies are trying to 
force privately owned stations out of 
business. 

Dermott P. Shea, former head of the 
state Consumer's Council and now a 
director of the Association of 
Massachusetts Consumers Inc., said 
Monday "I think we have a carefully or¬ 
chestrated scheme by the major oil 
companies to use the energy crisis to force 
the competition out of business.” 

"There’s really no other logical way to 
explain what’s going on," he added. "We 
have fewer stations pumping more 
gasoline. Some stations get all the gas they 
can sell while others — those that are 
privately owned —are getting less than 
they received last year." 

Shea said the same squeeze has been put 
on independent fuel oil dealers during the 
winter. 

UPI Report 

His remarks were in response to a 
United Press International report that 
Massachusetts service stations pumped 10 
million gallons more gasoline in October 


and November 1973 than they did in 
October and November 1972, despite the 
energy crisis. 

The report also said that although final 
figures for December 1973 have not yet 
been compiled, it appears that sales in that 
month will meet or exceed the December 
1972 level. 

Herbert Goodwin, chief of Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn's consumer 
protection division, said the figures "raise 
some very serious questions which we 
Intend to get answered." 

State Consumer Affairs Secretary John 
Verani responded to the UPI story by 
saying "while it is true that gasoline sales 
increased in October and November 1973 
over the same months in the previous 
year, there has been a decreasing rate of 
increase.” 

Verani said the increase in sales for 
October and November 1973 over October 
and November 1972 was only 2.5 per cent, 
“well below the anticipated increase of 7 
per cent" 

"The figures also do not reflect the 50 
mile an hour speed limit and gasless 
Sundays that occurred in December,” he 
added. 

Verani said he expects that the 


December 1973 sales figures will be below 
those of December 1972. “After that, I 
predict consumption will be down 
tremendously." 

The secretary's forecast does not agrfee 
with projections released by the state 
Department of Corporations and Taxation. 
In its monthly report on tax collections, the 
department estimated that revenue from 
the state motor fuel tax in fiscal 1974. 
which ends June 30, will total $191.6 
million, up $7.4 million over fiscal 1973 
collections of $184.2 million. 

A spokesman for the department said, 
however, the fiscal 1974 projection in the 
report was made in January - 1973 and may 
be revised downward. 

The department reported that collec¬ 
tions in December 1973 totalled $14.9 
million, an increase of 12 per cent over 
December 1972. 

Revenue collection from the motor 
vehicle tax in calender year 1973 totalled 
$187.2 million compared to $176.7 million in 
1972—a 7 per cent increase. 

The collections in both years resulted 
from a flat 7'i cent per gallon tax on 
gasoline and diesel fuel. This means that 
2.496 billion gallons of fuel were sold in 1973 
compared to 2.355 billion in 1972.

If you are considering star¬ 
ting or joining a pool, the 
Automotive Information 
Council offers the following 
suggestions: 

—Periodically check all cars 
to be used in the pool to ensure 
they’re in safe operating con¬ 
dition, because driving with a 
full passenger load places extra 
stress on components such as 
tires, suspension and brakes.' 

—Increase tire pressures two i 
or three pounds above your; 
car’s normal level, but don't 
exceed the maximum pressure 
recommended for your par¬ 
ticular tires. 

—Make sure you have 
adequate auto insurance. The 
Insurance Information Institute 
advises motorists to check with 
their insurance companies to 
make sure they have enough 
liability and medical payment 
coverage because the chances 
of multiple injuries are higher 
in a car pool related accident, 
and minimum coverage may 
not be sufficient.

—Ask your insurance com¬ 
pany if you can qualify for 
premium reductions based on 
decreased car usage.

Part of tlie program Is called 
"Chapter 7G6” which makes 
local schools responsible for 
providing children, even those 
with specialized needs, with the 
educational services they need. 
This Special Education Act, 
which goes into effect in Sep¬ 
tember 1974, the Assn, has 
learned, is causing much 
concern in school circles both as 
to manpower and funds to cope 
with the Act. 

Among other business was the 
approval of funds to install a 
$12,000 piece of equipment 
donated by an anonymous 
business firm to the workshop 
at Medfield State Hospital, 
which is sponsored by the Assn, 
and the Mass. Rehabilitation 
Commission, where selected 


patients work on contracts 
brought in from outside in¬ 
dustry as therepy to help them 
to return to the community. 

Announcement was made of 
another Teachers' Seminar to 
start Feb. 12, co-sponsored by 
the Norfolk County Teachers 
Assn, to help teachers in 
preventing mental disorders in 
children and preserving their 
mental health. It was also 
reported that the current 15- 
week Seminar at the Peabody 
School for "The Licensed 
Practical Nurse and the Patient 
in Crisis” is being en¬ 
thusiastically received by the 
participants. 


Investigation Underway 
The apparent conflict bet¬ 
ween reports of gasoline 
shortages and increases in 
gasoline sales last year is under 
investigation by Herbert 
Goodwin, chief of Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn’s 
consumer protection division.

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Proper operation and maintenance 
help drivers conserve gasoline 


“Conservative" operating 
habits and proper vehicle 
maintenance can reduce fuel 
consumption and extend engine 
life — whether the vehicle Is 
new or old, small or large, 
reports the Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers Association. 

Fuel economy has suffered in 
recent years — the victim of 
added weight, stemming 
mainly, from government 
mandated equipment additions, 
new systems for controlling 
vehicle emissions and buyers’ 
opting for more power-driven 
equipment such as air con¬ 
ditioning, brakes and steering. 

Among tips for better 
mileage, MVMA says that 
gasoline is wasted by driving at 
high speeds, “hot rod” ac¬ 
celerations, excessive engine 
idling, making short trips and 
driving at varying speeds. 

Rapid acceleration and high 
speeds demand more engine 
power and hence more fuel. A 
study by automotive engineers 
lias found that the difference in 
fuel economy between a “hot 
rod” and "Sunday driver" can 
be about two miles per gallon 
i mpgi in city driving. 

Ixing engine warm-ups should 
be avoided Mileage will im¬ 
prove if the car is driven at 
moderate speeds even with a 
cold engine. 

Drivers pay for short, con¬ 
venience trips with greater fuel 
consumption. A vehicle started 
cold and driven four miles 
during one manufacturer's test 
got an average of 8 mpg. With a 
longer trip length of 15 miles, 
economy increased to 11 mpg, 
while fully warmed up, the test 
car received 12.8 mpg. 

Stop-and-go city driving 
which is unnerving to drivers is 
also hard on fuel economy. For 
best results, try to maintain a 
fairly constant speed and avoid 
red lights and other conditions 
requiring stops or frequent 
speed changes, says the MVMA. 

Driving a car faster than 
about 40 mph generally lowers 
fuel economy. Peak fuel 
economy occurs in all car sizes 
— sub-compact, intermediate, 


and full-size sedans — in the 30 
to 40 mph. However, when 
driving on freeways minimum 
speed levels — usually 45 mph 
— must lie observed. 

Following the manufacturers’ 
maintenance schedule for tune- 
ups, cleaning and adjustments 
will increase fuel economy for 
most vehicles. A manufac¬ 
turer's study showed that a 
spark plug mis-firing half the 
time at 80 mph dropped fuel 
economy by 7.3 percent. 
Replacing worn spark plugs can 
improve average fuel economy 
by 5 to 6 percent. Under-inflated 
tires and improper front wheel 
alignment are other vehicle 
conditions that cost drivers 
money by increasing fuel 
consumption.

Automobiles are the 
preferred means of travel for 
some 85 percent of all person- 
trips in highway vehicles. 
Trucks add another 5.5 percent, 
while buses account for the 
remaining 7.6 percent. 


A freight train gets from two 
to five times as many cargo ton- 
miles per gallon of fuel as does a 
truck. Air freight is 6 times less 
efficient than trucking, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
points out.

"During my visit she was 
distracted, nervous, didn't 
seem to be pitying a bit of at¬ 
tention to me. But the next 
morning in recovery while I was 
standing beside her she opened 
Iter good eye, looked at me and 
whispered,' Hello, Candy.' And 
she smiled. 

"It wasn’t much of a smile, 
just a tiny one. But it gave me a 
glow that lasted the whole day.”

World War 1 ended before 
shale oil production really 
began and llte plan was drop¬ 
ped. It was simpler and cheaper 
lo pump oil from Ihe ground. 

Now, however, Ihe govern¬ 
ment is again looking at this 
method of obtaining oil. 

Idea Not New 

4 The Department of the 
4 Interior is opening six tracts of 
public land in Colorado, Utah, 
itnd Wyoming to petroleum 
companies for experimental 
work in crushing shale rock to 
extract oil. 

The idea was not new, even in 
19111. Oil had been produced 
from shale in Scotland for 70 
years. Tons of rock were 
crushed and heated. The rock 
gave off petroleum vupors 
which were condensed into 
crude oil and ammonia. 

A generation earlier, Mor¬ 
mons used the same process in 
Utah to obtain oil for lamps. 
Even the earliest settlers of the 
American West had learned 
than when they built their 
campfires against certain 
rocks, the docks themselves 
would burn. 

Before the Civil War, some 50 
firms were extracting oil from 
shale. However, once the first 
oil well was drilled in 1859 at 
Titusville, Pa., the shale 
process was too costly to 
compete. 

A Costly Process 

Even with modern equip¬ 
ment, shale oil will be costly. 

It takes more than a ton of the 
richest sltale to extract one 
barrel of oil. Petroleum compa¬ 
nies will be required to 
minimize environmental dam¬ 
age by landscaping and reseed¬ 
ing when they are through 
mining, adding to the cost of the 
final product. 

The experimental program 
now in progress will "allow us 
to learn whether our 600 -biilion- 
barrel sltale oil reserves can be 
developed at acceptable eco¬ 
nomic and environmental 
costs," according to Secretary 
of the Interior Rogers C. B. 
Morton. 

Given the extent of today’s 
energy crisis, Morton noted the 
new program "is in the national 
interest."

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An afternoon with the symphony

Newton's youngest music 
lovers began flowing into the 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School auditorium as early as 1 
p.m. Saturday afternoon. 

They anxiously awaited the 
blissful sounds of the Newton 
Symphony Orchestra’s 8th 
annual youth concert under the 
guidance of Michel Sasson. 
Many attended with their 
friends, and some were ac¬ 
companied by their parents in 
the hope of instilling them with 
some measure of culture. 

The program commenced 
with Copland's "Fanfare for the 
Common Man," followed by a 
"Concerto for Flute and 
Orchestra in D" by Mozart. It 
was not until the appearance of 
the family Komanul in 
Beethoven's "Travel Concerto 
for violin, piano, cello and or¬ 


chestra did we hear the 
boisterous bravos and other 
accolades that were previously 
missing. 

Robert Hazen, a trumpeter 
with the symphony, gave a brief 
account of the "Brandenburg 
Concerto" by Bach for the 
benefit of those classical music 
buffs unfamiliar with its 
background. And directly after 
Hazcn's lesson, the audience 
was treated to a performance 
by Susan Greenberg, a junior at 
Newton North High School. 
Susan majestically led the 
orchestra in a contemporary 
styled piece she composed last 
May titled "Convictions." The 
young music connoisseurs were 
truly captivated by her talents, 
dreaming of a similar honor 
that might someday befall 
them. 

Following the orchestra's 
recital of "Humoresque," 


written bv 20-year-old Timothy 
Thorman of Newton, excitement 
surged through the crowd as the 
Newton F.lementary Orchestra 
moved onstage alongside their 
fellow musicians. The two 
groups chose the "Sailors’ 
Dance from Red Poppy Ballet" 
by Gliere as their final selec¬ 
tion; the story of a beautiful 
Chinese dancer who gives the 
captain of a Soviet ship a red 
poppy bouquet, the symbol of 
liberty. 

The audience proudly cheered 
the performance of their peers, 
for as I left I overheard one 
young music critic remark to 
another, "notice the 
magnificently timed co¬ 
ordination Sasson has achieved 
with his assemblage and our 
own. I find it truly remarkable 
and extremely gratifying . . . 
How about getting a street 
hockey game going now?"

Chess 

Chatter

To the uninitiated player, the difference between a 
match game and a tournament game may be slight, but to 
the serious player, there exists a distinct Individuality. 

This month, eight grandmasters throughout the world 
are fighting in the quarter-finals of the ‘Candidates Tour¬ 
nament,’ a set of individual knockout matches. The even¬ 
tual winner will play Bobby Fischer for the world title In 
1975. 

The New York Times chess columnist Robert Byrne is 
in San Juan playing Boris Spassky for the right to advance 
to the semis. Recently, Byrne has been playing fantastic 
tournament chess, yet in San Juan, he is at the moment in 
serious trouble, losing two straight to Spassky to be down 0- 
2. Spassky needs one more victory to win the match. 

What has happened? Tournament chess is a fighting 
chess, where to win, one must try to win each game for he is 
not only fighting against his opponent, but also the other 
players. A draw in a tournament might hurt, since a 
competitor may win his game and pull ahead. In matches, 
draws do not count, and thus the slower player may well 
pace himself better and win matches, whereas he may do 
relatively poorly in tournaments. 

Psychological differences exist also. In a tournament, 
you play different players each game, whereas in a match 
you see the same player over and over again. Is it 
depressing to Byrne to face ex-world champion Spassky 
after losing two straight? Apparently so, for after his 
second loss, he took a medical time-out claiming insomnia! 

Even your opponent's style may have factors that lead to 
a result in a match that does not reflect your true ability, for 
if you like a positional game and your opponent plays 
tactically, you may do terribly while still not be that much 
worse. If Byrne loses 0-3 against Spassky, we can see why. 

This week's game is taken from a 1972 match between 
this writer and Jason Arbeiter of Newton Centre. The score 
stood even at 3'z each going into the final 8th game, and 
what happened is presented here. The loser fell apart! (In 
all fairness, Arbeiter is currently winning the return match 
2 - 0 !) 

5 B-B4 is unusual and allows Black to gain time for P-KB4 
by attacking the Bishop with N-KR4. Note 9 B-Q3 overlooks 
the sealing 9.., P-B5 by Black, and to prevent the loss of a 
piece. White exposes his King. Black’s 16th, N-N6ch, is not 
played for the rook-fork, but for a long forced mate. Any 
reader wishing to submit all variations to this writer (NFL 
Chess Club, Newton Main Library) will get a mention in a 
later column.
